The refugees from Armourdale for 
the most part are huddled together in 
the immense auditorium of the conven- 
tion hall, although several hundr-d 
found refuge with friends in more 
fortunate parts of the city.

Cotton Mills Strike 


‘KEY TO THE SITUATION 


| 


'Held by Usions of Skilled Crafts, 
Upon Whose Action Depends Run- 
ning of the Mills—Next Shutdown 
Will Be For Indefinite Period 


Lowell, Mass., June 1.—The strength 
of organized textile labor in Lowell is 
being put to the test today. The seven 
largest corporations in Lowell are 
thrown open to receive such of the 17,- 
000 or more operatives who, nine weeks 

ago, went out on strike on refusal of the 

agents to increase the’ wages 10 per- 
cent, who desire to return. Upwards 
of 10,000 operatives are believed to 
bave responded to the call of the mill 
bells, and passed within the gates to 
apply each for the position he or she 
beld up to April 1. 

Whether the response of the great 
majority of the former operatives will 
actually mean the end of the greatest 
lstrike Lowell ever knew remains to 
|} be seen. ‘TT. key to the situation is 
held by the unions of the skilled crafts, 
and of these the mule sqinners, beani- 
ers and looin fixers wield the greatest 
influence. 

The Textile council held a session 
last night, 14 unions being repre- 
sented, and voted to continue the 
strike. Delegates reported the actions 
lof the individual unions and the feat- 
| ure was the statement of the representa- 
| tives of the stationary firemen that all 
| gremen in the seven wills hed pledged 
| themselves to go out on strike. John 
| Barrett, district president for the sta- 
tionary firemen, gives as a reason for 
3 action that these men are ag- 
1 


grieved because the mill agents failed 
to keep them employed during the 
strike, when each agent knew that his 
firemen were against the strike. 

An interesting point comes up in this 
connection as to whether outside fire- 
men or outside help can be placed at 
work in the fireroom. The law, it is 
claimed, provides that all firemen shall 
be licensed, but the law bas been 
variously interpreted, one reading be- 
ing that a fireman need not be licensed 
if the engineer is always present, 
Should the firemen fulfill their promise 
it is expected that the mills must rely 
to a great extent on water power ins 
stead of steam. 

The agents have said that they do not 
| expect to start the machinery in full, 
| but only partially in some of the de- 
| partments, gradually increasing the out- 
put. 

In the Lawrence, the hosiery, em- 
ploying 8500 hands, has run without 
interruption despite the strike order, 
which the ring spinners and knitters 
refused to obey. aking everything in- 
to consideration the prospects appear 
to those close to the situation to be 
good for the breaking up of tlie strike. 

A deficiency of financial aid from 
outside sources to the union is the rea- 
son put forward for this prediction of 
the strike’s end. The great mass of 
operatives has felt the pinch of poverty, 
but there has been no special increase of 
destitution in the city and the general 
business of the city has been good, 
Several thousand operatives, a great 
nany of them Canadians, have left the 
city and as yet few have returned, al- 
though indications are ‘that they are 
ready to come back if the end of the 
strike is in sight. 

It is generally understood here that 
should the mills be unable to run they 
will be shut down indefinitely, which, 
accordiag to the mill men, means until 
October, when the new cotton crop is 
marketed. Cotton now in storage here, 
which is enough to keep the mills go- 
ing until October, will be sold in the 
;open market, Its total amount is not 
known, but it is said that at the pres 
ent price of cotton it would net $500,000 
profit. One mill man asserts that the 
| profit on this cotton would offset losses 
in contracts, depreciation on property, 
and allow a dividend to stockholders, 
| Tabor leaders, in private conversa- 
j tion, do not appear to be confident that 
they cun keep the mills from running.

In the seventh 
mile Stinson broke a chain of his ma- 
chine. Elkes was then well in the lead, 
his time for 10 miles being 12m. 303-5s., 
still well ahead of the world’s record. 
At 15 miles Elkes time was 18m. 4s., 
another world’s record. 

In the first of the 16th mile Elkes’ 
rear tire exploded, when on the back 
stretch where the track is banked at 
an angle of about 83 degrees. He tried 
to stop the machine and in doing so 
was thrown over the handle bars, his 
wheel sliding down the steep embank- 
ment directly in front of Stinson’s motor, 
which was manned by Gately. ‘The 
heavy motor struck Elkes, throwing 
Gately and the machine completely 
over him, while Stinson, who was fol- 
lowing, fell in the bunch. ‘The track 
attendants rushed to Elkes, found him 
unconscious with a terrible gash in 
his head, Stinson cut severely about 
the head and face, while Gately’s foot 
was split open by contact with the 
machine, the great toe of the right 
foot being nearly amputated. 

Elkes was removed at once from the 
track, but was dead before he left the 
grounds. Stinson and’Moran were 
taken to the training quarters, where 
their wounds were dressed by an 
emergency surgeon, and later they 
were removed to the Cambridge hospital! 
by the police. 


Gambling Caused three Deaths 

Pittsburg, June 1.—Two negroes and 
a white boy were killed and a third 
negro terribly beaten in a quarrel over 
a game of craps at West Liberty. An 
enraged mob of whites had the rope 
about the neck of the third negro and 
were about to lynch him when he was 
rescued by officers.

A HUNDRED D LIVES LOST 


\In Tornado Which Descended 
ou Gainesville, Ga 


VICTIMS MOST ALL WHITES 


Storm Struck Cotton Mills, Leaving 
Many Operatives Dead In Ruins— 
Hundred 
molished*Within Two Minutes 


Homes Completely De- 


Gainesville, Ga., June 2.—Withiu the 
space of two minutes a tornado dealt 
death and destruction to the city of 
Gainesville and environs, killing at least 
100 people, wounding 150 more and 
levelling 100 cottages to the ground and 
tearing two stories off the factory of the 
Gainesville cotton mill. Of the killed 
probably two-thirds were women and 
children who were operatives in tte cot- 
ton mills, The death list includes only 
nbout six negroes. 

The storm came from the south ont 
of almost a clear sky, swooping down 


jon the Gainesville cotton mill near the 


southern railroad station at 15 minutes 
before 1 o'clock. With a terrible erash 
the two upper stories of the building 
were swept away, leaving 32 opera- 
tives dead in the room. ‘The storm then 
swept around the outskirts of the city 
to the suburb of New Holland, two 
miles away, Where ure located the 
Pacolet cotton mills, one of the largest 
institutions of this character in the 
south. The mills were damaged te the 
extent of $75,000 and probably 100 cot- 
tages standing nearby, occupied by op- 
eratives in the mills, were completely 
demolished, killing 35 people. ‘These 
were mostly women and children, as the 
heads of families were nearly all in the 
factory at work. 

The store of Joseph Logan, near the 
Gainesville cotton mills, was crushed to 
ruins by the wind, aud eight men who 
had taken refuge in it were instantly 
killed, 

The Jones general store met a similar 
fate and in the ruins two people, one 
man and one women, were crushed to 
death. The woman was the wife of 
the proprietor. 

Reports from White Sulphur, seven 
miles from Gainesville, are to the ef- 
fect that the storm struck there with 
terrific force, killing 12 people. This, 
Lowever, is not confirmed. 

Dr. Smith, city physician of Gaines 
ville, says he has visited 100 wounded 
and has personal knowledge of 19 dead. 

The Gainesville cotton mills are dum- 
aged to the extent of $40,000. 

The local physicians were unable to 
cope with the situation and surgeons 
and medical supplies were ordered sent 
from Atlanta. A special train carry- 
ing a corps of surgeons and supplies 
arrived last night, making the total 
uumber of physicians now in the city 
about 40. 

A nieeting was held to organize a re- 
lief committee at which it was de- 


| cided to issue an appeal to the public for 


funds to assist the mill operatives who 
are thrown out of work. 

Gainesville, it is stated. can take care 
of those now suffering, but there will 


| he considerable distress occasioned by 


the closing down of the mills. 

The physicians who have assisted tn 
the work of relief say that the scenes 
at the mills were appalling, the 
tims being crushed and mangled 
every conceivable manner. 

The local ph¥sicilans who gave tirst 
aid to the injured say the sights were 
horrible beyond description. Gaines- 
ville has only 12 local physicians and 
heir services were found to be 
tirely inadequate to the situation. 

At a meeting of physicians, news- 
paper men and citizens of Gainesville,a 
relief committee was formed, with 
James R. Grain of Atlanta as ehair- 
man. Supplies will be rushed into the 
stricken city as rapidly as possible. 
Gainesville feels able to take care of the 
immediate needs of the suffering, but 
unless supplies are received much dis- 
as the families 
visited by death and mutilation were 
almost without exception dependent 
upon their daily labor for support.

| ‘To supplement the services of a small 
| writing desk a deep shirred bag of 
heavy silk or of velveteen may be fit- 
ted and attached below the table of the 
| desk. This is useful to hold letters, etc. 

Alcohol and water constitute a good 
washing fiuid for fine cut and plate 
glass. Soaps, cleaning powders and 
polishing preparations are apt to 
scratch and dim highly polished sur- 
faces. Only old, soft towels should be 
used for wiping glass. 


The Second Summer. 

There is a good deal of unnecessary 
_anxiety on the part of young mothers 
about the “second summer.” As a 
matter of fact, the second summer is no 
more dangerous than the first sum- 
mer or the third. The probable reason 
| for the dread of the epoch and the mor- 
| tality of children at this time, whieh 
| is, of course, the reason of the fear, 
is that this is very often the weaning 
| period or follows close upon it, and the 
| unaccustomed food does not agree with 
the little stomach that is used to its 
mother’s milk or to the modified cow’s 
| milk, which fis the best substitute. The 
| wise mother will make as little change 
as possible in the earlier stages of 
| Weaning. If the baby has been using 
| modified milk this should be made a 
little stronger and be given at longer 
intervals. Do not be in too much of 
* hurry to give solids, and when you 
do, above all, do not overfeed. If the 
ehild’s weight increases, as it should, 
about eight ounces a week, it is better 
| not to give it anything but milk during 
; the second summer, with hard cracker, 
| to teach it to use its little new teeth.— 
| Health Culture.

It was in general use 
in Great Britain from the sixteenth to 
the eighteenth century, and in Scot- 
land as well women were muzzled for 
certain offenses, some at least of them 
more imaginary than real. The instru- 
ment of torture, even a dog’s leather 
muzzle, is uncomfortable; how much 
more the scold’s muzzle? It consisted, 
according to a high authority, Mr. W. 
Jewitt, of a kind of crown or frame- 
work of iron, which was locked upon 
the head, and it was armed in front 
with a gag, a plate or a sharp cutting 
knife or point, which was placed in the 
Poor woman’s mouth so as to prevent 
her moving her tongue, or it was so 
placed that if she did move it or at- 
tempt to speak it was cut in a most 
frightful manner. With this cage up- 


| on her head and with the gag firmly 


pressed and locked against her tongue 
the miserable creature, whose sole of- 
fending perhaps was that she raised 
her voice in defense of her social rights 
against a brutal and besotted husband 
or had spoken honest truth of some 
one high in office In her town, was pa- 
raded through the streets, led by a 


' chain by the hand of a bellman, the 


beadle or the constable or chained to 
the pillory, the whipping post or mar- 
ket cross, to be subjected to every con- 
ceivable insult and degradation, with- 
out even the power left her of asking 
for mercy or of promising amendment 
for the future, and when the punish- 
ment was over she was turned out 
from the town hall or the place where 
the brutal punishment had been in- 
flicted, maimed, disfigured, bleeding, 
faint and degraded, to be the subject 
of comment and jeering among her 
neighbors and to be reviled by her per- 
secutors.—Fireside Magazine. 


EGG LORE. 


Eggs constitute the most universal 
human food of anima! origin. 

Plover eggs are esteemed a great del- 
icacy in England and Germany. 

The flavor of eggs may be influenced 
by the food eaten by laying hens. 

Hens’ eggs have a white or brown 
color, but ducks’ eggs are bluish white. 

Hens’ and ducks’ eggs are commonly 
offered in our market, but turkey eggs 
are seldom eaten. 

In Virginia gulls’ eggs are commonly 
eaten, and in Texas the eggs of terns 
and hesons are gathered along the 
coast. 

Turtle eggs are highly prized in coun- 
tries where they are abundant and, 
though once commouly eaten in Amer- 
ica, are now seldom offered. 

On an average a ben's egg is two 
and a quarter inches long and one and 
three-quarter inches wide at the broad- 
est point and weighs two ounces, 

Receut official government figures 
show that eggs and poultry in the east- 
ern states constitute from one-twelfth 
to one-sixth of the total value of all 
farm products.

Kaneas City, June 3.—The raingbave 
ended and the sun is visible 
for the first time in a week. [or this 
and other reasons it is thought that the 
gueat dangers of the flood are past. 

The waters of the Kaw river bave 
fallen eight inches and are steadily de- 
clining at the rate of about one-half 
inch an hour In the Missouri the high 
stage of 35 eet is still maintained, but 
this is due to the rise which has been 
coming down the Missouri proper and 
bas been able to offset the fal! in the 
Kaw. It is the water of the latte: 
stream, however, that has caused ali the 
damage in this city and in Kansas 
City, Kas., and with it at a normal 
stage, business in Kansas City soon 
will resume usual conditions. ‘This 
city, by a narrow margin, has escaped 
serious shortage in food, has faced the 
peri] of fire, utterly helpless to avert 
its consequences, has suffered millions 
of dollars of damege to property and 
sustained a loss in life that, in all 
probability, never will be accurately 
measured and now it is commencing to 
belleve in the promise of better things. 

The situation at present shows iin- 
proveinent on almost every side: the 
waters are falling, the waterworks will 
resume operations today; the gus has 
been turned into the mains once more 
and there is no immediate danger of a 
serious shortage of food. The vity las 
cared for her own and is abundantly 
able to do so still, and there is suf-

ficient food on hand to permit the re- | 


Nef committee and the municipal offi- 
cers to feel easy over the outlooix. 

The food supply is ample on both 
sides of the river, the vast quantities 
of meat in the packing houses having 
been reached by the packers; the pre- 
dicted increase of sickness has not ap- 
peared; the Kansas river fs falling balf 
an inch an hour and the Missouri river 
fall today.

| Governor Will First Ask Citizens of

The 
question of provisions, which seeniced 
an serious problem at first, is growing 
brighter as the waters recede froma 
around the big wholesale mercuutile 
houses along the river front. ‘The 
known dead now numbers 48.

looting continues.

launches, 60 boats, food and clothing 
and men to aid in rescue work. Some 
of the refugees will be taken by these 
boats to Holland and other poiuts and 
will there be cared for until they can 
return in safety to Topeka. 

7overnor Bailey and the Commercial 
club are drafting a proclamation to be 
sent out to the world concerning the 
acceptance of relief. 

“My idea,” said the governor, ““is to 
first call on the people of the state 
who have not suffered to give out of 
their abundance to the sufferers. ‘This 
is a tremendous calamity and it is 
something that canrot be coped with in 
a few days, but it will take months. 
The territory devastated is equivalent 
to a strip 200 miles long and 6 miles 
| wide throughout our most fertile ter- 
ritory. 
| “Not only is the crop swept away from 
j the farms and much of the liveztock, 
} butin many instances the accumulations 
of a lifetiine are gone. We must com- 
bat disease and relieve distress and 
it is a tremendous undertaking. But 
before we call] for outside aid Kansas 
should first give all she can for the 
sufferers. 

“My idea is to call on Kansas coin- 
munities to raise relief funds and send 
them to some one who is designated for 
the relief and protection of all through- 
| out the state who have need for it. 
| But we shoud also thankfully receive 

the aid that is graciously offered us

| GAINESVILLE’S LOSS 


Hundred Without Homes 
Gainesville, Ga., June 8—The 6000 
| inhabitants of this city have just be- 
| gun to realize the extent of the appalling 
| Gisaster of Monday. Figuring from all 


available sources and giving credence 
only to those reports which are be- 
Heved to be trustworthy, the following 
is a summary of the effects of the 
tornado in Gainesville and its en- 
vironments: 

One hundred killed; 150 injured, of 
whom probably 20 will die; 800 persous 
bomeless; property loss about $500,060, 
none of which was covered by storm 
insurance, 

The death Mst so far compiled in- 
cludes 82 at the Pacolet cotton mills at 
New Holland, all of whom were xilled 
in the demolition of the company’s 
cottages; 36 at the Gainesville cotton 
mills, whe.3 the tornado first struck, 
and 8 persons killed in the destruction 
of the Jones and Logan stores. 

The entire pathway of the storm, ex- 
tending two miles from the Gainesville 
mills around the outskirts of the city 
to the Pecolet mills at New Holland, 
is a massofruins. The cottages in the 
trail of the tornado between the south- 
ern station and New Holland were those 
of negroes, who were all absent from the 
elty in attendance on a colored excur- 
sion, so the loss of life was less than 
it otherwise would have been. 

The local militia have been called out 
for police duty. The city is very or- 
derly and quiet and only a few in- 
Stauces of pillaging have } re- 
ported.

MERITS CONDEMNATION 


INVESTIGATORS’ FINDINGS 


Untimely Consultations the Poiat of 


Guilt of the Gloucester Senator—| 


Charges on Other Matters Deemed 
Not Proved at the Hearing 


Boston, June 8.—The special com- 
mittee of the senate appointed by Presi- 
dent Jones under the order offered by 
Senator W. T. A. Fitzgerald and 
adopted in the senate on May 8, to in- 
vestigate statements publicly made by 
George J. Raymond, a Boston store- 
keeper, alleging atttempted bribery 
and blackmail in connection with the 
merchandise-in-bulk bill, made its report 
in the senate yesterday afternoon. The 


report was unanimous. Senator Harry | 


C. Foster of Gloucester was the senator 
accused by Mr, Raymond at the hear- 
ings. The committee finds: 

1—That the senator from the third 
Essex district, Mr. Foster, by consult- 
ing with and advising a party whoui he 
knew to be interested in legislation 
pending before the senata of which he 
was a member, in the manner and un- 
der the circumstances set forth and nd- 
mitted in the evidence, a stenographie 
copy of which is on file in the state 
library, was guilty of indiscreet, impru- 
dent and injudicious conduct. 

2—That the senetor from the third 
Essex district, Mr. Foster, by introduc- 
ing and recommencing the employment 
of counsel to a party whom Le knew 
to be interested in legislation pending 
before the senate of which he wasa 
merober, in the manner and under the 
cireunstances set forth and admitted in 
the evidence, was guilty of conduct un- 
becoming a member of the Massachu- 
setts senate and which merits its con- 
demration. 

8.—That the charges as to all other 
matters before the committee were not 
proven. 

The report, exclusive of the three fore- 
going paragraphs, is as follows: 

The special committee appointed by 
the senute to investigate certain state- 
ments and charges made by one George 


J. Haymond and others tending to re- 


flect upon the moral character, fituess 


and qualitications of members of the | 


senate in their oflicial capacity aud 
charging corrupt and immoral conduct 
in relation to their official duties re- 
ports as follows: 

The committée held in all five public 
hearings. All witnesses were duly 
summoned and examined under oath. 

The privilege and immunity attaching 
to witnesses who testify before legis- 
lative committees tending in 3ome de- 
gree to encourage an intcrested \v-it- 
ness to make irresponsible or unfounded 
statements suggested, indeed required 
the committee to confine each wituess 
to testimony of occurrences or trans- 
actions within their personal knowl- 
edge. The committee therefore rigidly 
edhered to the rules excluding all testi- 
mony save that which would be con- 
petent under the established laws of 
evidence, ‘The public was given fll 
opportunity to present all such com- 
petent testimony. No testimony of mis- 
conduct was presented in relation to 
any one except the senator from the 
Third Middlesex district, Mr. loster, 

which was concerring a transaction 
that took place during his membersbip 
in the senate of 1992. 

The committee's jurisdiction lies with- 
in the field of its investigation, de- 
termination and teport upon the con- 
duct and qualifications of a meiber of 
the senate as such. The committee is 
of the opinion that it bas not jurisdic- 
tion to determine and report upon the 
issue of any violation of the common 
or statutory law of the conmonwealth, 
believing that the latter issue can be 
determined and adjudicated only in the 
courts constituted and established for 

| the trial of such issues upon which 
such courts alone have jurisdiction. 

The report concludes with the find- 
ings contained in the three paragraphs 
quoted above. 

As soon as the report had been read 
by the clerk of the senate, Mr. Frost 
of Essex, chairman of the conunittee, 
moved that it be acted upon at once. 
Mr. Soule of Bristol objected to tmme- 
diate action, urging the importunce of 
the matter, and the time given it in 
hearings aud in executive sessions of 
the commitice. The matter then went 
into the calendar for today by hearly 
a unanimous vote.

Miners to Meet In Convention 


on June 75 


CONTENTION OF OPERATORS 


Ontlined In a Statement to the Press 


—Claim That Workmen’s Repre- 


sentatives Were Appointed by Com- 
mittee Without Authority 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., June 4.—The three 
anthracite boards of the United Miue 
Workers have issued a call for a joint 
convention of miners at Pottsville ou 
June 15, foe the purpose of determin- 
ing whether or not a general suspension 
of work shail be declared. 

The following signed statement was 
given to The Associated Press last 
evening as the operators’ side of the 
controversy caused by the refusal of 
the operators’ representatives on the 
conciliation bourd to accept the repre- 
sentatives of the Urited Mine Workers: 

“Referring to the official announce- 
menf of the representatives of the 
United Mine Workers of America as 
given in this morning’s press, the con- 
tention of the operators’ represeuta- 
tives elected to the board of concilia- 
tion is that the recognition of the 
United Mine Workers of America was 
not one of the questions submitted to 
the commission for decision; that Mr. 
Mitchell admitted this by appearing ve- 
fore the commission simply as a repre- 
sentative of the anthracite mine work- 
ers; that the award of the commission 
specifically asserted that the recogni- 
tion of the United Mize Workers of 
America, a3 at present constituted, 
was inadvisable; that award No. 4, pro- 
viding for the board of conciliation, lays 
down certain rules for the appointment 
of members of said hoard. 

“The representatives of the operators 
have been appointed strictly within the 
terns of said award, and there is uo ob- 
jection on their part to cordially accept- 
ing Messrs. Nicholls, Dettrey and Fahy 
as the representatives of the mivers, 
providing that they are elected by a 
majority of the mine workers as 
specified in the award of the commis- 
sion. The objection is solely against 
their appearing as the ,official. repre- 
sentatives of the United Mine Workers 
of America, appointed by an executive 
cominittee without authority fer such 
an appointment. 

“The operators’ representatives feel 
that it is highly Important that the 
formation of the board of conciliation 
be accepted by both interested parties 
8s strictly in accordance with the 
award of the commission, in order that 
its rulings may be received without 
question aud not be open to the criti- 
cism of having been made by a board not 
fully qualitied to act.” 

When District President Fahy, the 
chairman of the niners’ representatives 
on the conciliation board, was shown 
the statement of the operators’ mem- 
bers on that board, be made the follow- 
ing statement to The Associated Press: 

“There was uo meeting of the stock- 
twiders of the cou] companies called for 
the purpose of appointing the opera- 
tors’ side on the concillation board, but 
the representatives of the stockholders 
the officials of the company, met and 
selected their representatives. ‘The 
mine workers selected their members, 
not by calling a meeting of all their 
members or steckholders, but by their 
orgunizition, through their representa- 
tives us empowered by the rules and 
regulations of their organization which 
does exist as provided by the award of 
the coul strike commission. We raise 
40 question as to the manner in which 
the operators selected their representa- 
tives and we at least hoped for the same 
treatment at their hands. Our under- 
standing is thet miners and operators 
shall stand on equal footing in every 
Way on the boxrd of conciliation.” 


Masens’ lenders Get More Pay 

Lynn, Mass., June 4.—The strike of 
inisous’ tenders, which went Into ef- 
tect in April and has since resulted in 
practically a complete tie-up in building 
operations in this city, was settled last 
night through the efforts of the arbi- 
tration committee of the Lynn board of 
trade. The brick hod carriers will re- 
ceive $235 a day; mortar mixers and 
carriers, $2.50 a day; eight hours shall 
constitute a day's work; time anda half 
shall be allowed for July 4, Labor day, 
Thanksgiving end Christmas, and for 
all Sunday and night work; neither side 
shall discriminate in any way as to 
whether a man employed or who seeks 
employment is or is not a member of 
any union.

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DARK DAY OF 1881, 


Today Is Similar Bi But Not So Re- 
markable. 


Today’s weather recalls the dark or 
yellow day of Sept. 6, 1881. 

From the diary of a Quincy resident 
we read under that date: 

A very remarkable day and one filled 
with interest. The weather is difficult 
to describe. It will long be remem- 
bered as the ‘‘dark day.’’ During the 
first hours after sunrise the sun looked 
like a huge ball of fire and did not 
dazzle the eye. The sun kept getting 
more obscure, and during the afternoon 
one coold not have told by the 
beavens what part of the day it was.’’ 

The whole sky until night was of 
various hues, — yellowish, giving the 
grass a more vivid green aod most 
prominent. It was fiery red the latter 
part of the afternoon. 

The interior of the buildings grew 
dark, and during the afternoon it was 
necessary to light lamps. Their light 
was whitish and resembled that given 
by electric lights generally. 

People were surprised and puzzled. 
Many said the world was coming to an 
end, and the Adventists in several 
places put on their white ascension 
robes. 

The day was extremely uncomfortable 
although the thermometer did not in- 
dicate a great degree of heat. 

The darkness covered considerable 
territory. Reports from New Hamp- 
shire, Vermont, Cape Cod, Connecticut 
and further south and west, tell the 
same story. The cause of the pheno- 
menon is generally attributed to the 
extensive woo.t fires which have been 
raging in Canada, The smoke came this 
way and the fog kept it near the earth. 

It was on this remarkable day that 
President Garfield, tben in a critical 
condition from the assassin’s bullet, 
was removed from the White House to 
the Francklyn cottage by the seaside at 
Elbernon, Long Branch, N. J., where 
he died Sept. 19. 7 


MAINE FORESTS ABLAZE 


‘moke So Dense That the Sun Is Al- 
most Obscured 

Portland, Me., June 4.—Maine is burn- 

ing from one side to the other and in 

ahluost every section. Thousands of 

dollars’ worth of property and valuable 


timberland are being destroyed hourly 
by forest fires and there is little pros- 
pect for changed conditions until] rain 
has soaked the ground and woodlands. 
At least 30 fires have been reported and 
many others are raging. 

The losses are especially severe in 
the vicinity of Houlton, where a num- 
ber of towns were threatened with 
destruction. The fire line at Bemis and 
Raugeley lukes extends from 10 to 12 
wiles and in some places is over two 
miles in depth. Other bad fires were 
at Bath and Gardiner. At Bath and 
Houlton the fire departments were on 
duty all night either fighting the James 
or on call with horses and apparatus 
ready for an alarm. 

Not for yeurs has western Maine 
been covered by such dense smoke as is 
pouring over the cities and towns of 
Cumberland and York counties. In 
Portland artificial ight was necessary 
indoors the most of yesterday after- 
noon. The sun was almost obscured and 
appeared a carmine hue. Late in the 
afternoon cinders began falling. 

Never in tle history of the stnte nase 
the woods been drier than at the pres- 
ent Ume. According to an oficiul re- 
port only three-quarters of an inch of 
rain has fallen in Maine for eight 
weeks. 

The railroad comparies and land own- 
ers are unable to ob‘ain ehough men 
to protect their property and citizen 
volunteers are gladly received to help 
swell the fighting force. In northern 
Maine a nuuiber of special trains-were 
sent out last might, to be followed by 
others as fast as men are secured. 
None of the towns cire to lend their 
fire-fighting apparatus, as calls are 
expected at auy moment.

Burlington, Vt., June 4.—Dispatches 
t@ the Free Press show that probably 
1000 men are fightfng forest fires in 
Vermont and yet thousands of acres of 
valuable timberland have been burned 
over and there is little prospect that 
the fires can be checked until rain oc 
curs.

Louis, Others have been suggested 
including the old Fairbanks house at 
Dedham, the Longfellow house at 


Cambridge, the Old State House in 
Boston and _the Bulfinch front of the 
State/House on Bunker Hill. 

Architect C. H. Walker, 
draw the plans for the building said 
Wednesday that nothing whatever had 
been decided as to the building’ which 
should be the state headquarters at the 
fair and that no conclusion would be 
reached until hejhad seen theland on 
which the building*is to be’ placed. 

A Boston paper reports Mr. Walker 
to have said ‘*It is recognized of course 
by most of those who bave given care- 
ful consideration to the matter that 
the Adams and Fairbanks houses are 
not important enough to be reproduced 
for such a parpose.”’ 

Perhaps Mr, Walker is 
with the birthplace of Joho“ Adams, 
but that it is known to him as the ‘‘old 
Adams hosue."’ ‘The?Fairbanks ‘house 
is noted mainly for its but the 
Adams house is more than an old house; 
it is an historic house, the 
of the first Vice President of 
United States, the first President from 
New England, and the only President 
from Massachusetts except bis 
John Quincy;Adams born in the next 
house, 

John Adams was one of the Commis- 
sioners to 1778, also an 
active delegate at the formation 
of the State government of Massachu- 
setts. He was a commissioner at the 
treaty of peace with Great Britain and 
American Ambassador to the Court of 
St. James for some years. 

The birthplace of John Adams is a 
mecca which attracts people from all 
over the country, and they enjoy its 
quaintness, its very large open fire- 
places, the hinged mantle which shows 
the construction of the huge chimney, 
the room where John Adams was born, 
the brick showing-the age of the house, 
etc., etc. Westerners who never expect 
to visit Massachusetts would take 
pleasure in a reproduction of the birth- 
place, and Massachusetts people who 
visit the World’s Fair at St. Louis 
would have recalled the hospitality of 
old New England. 
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It should not be to the desire of the 
city to get its street lighting below 
cost, or without profit to the Electric 
Ligbt Company, because that would 
mean an_increased burden for the indi- 
vidual consumer of electricity for light 
and power.

Since that time new property has been 
acquired, so that the company now con- 
trols 21 acres of quarry land. It is of 
the extra dark kind and without ques- 
tion the best granite quarried in 
Quincy. 

The methods of quarrying, handling 
and finishing granite in those days 
was crude and necessarily slow. Now 
steam, and compressed air enter largely 
into the work and blocks of granite 
weighing many tons are handled as 
easily as the smallest block in the olden 
times. 

Although of late years the plant has 
been considered a well equipped one it 
was decided some months ago to make 
certain additions aod improvements. 
These were hastened somewhat by the 
burning of their engine house which 
stood near the line of the first railroad. 

A tew engine house has been built 
and is located some distance to the west 
of the old building, The new building 
is of brick and its dimensions are 40 by 
30 feet. In this there has been install- 
ed a 125-horse power boiler which gen- 
erates the steam for an engine and air 
compressor in the same building, but 
separated from the boiler by a thick 
brick wal 

The engine is of the Armington & 
Sims type of 150-horse power, its fly- 
wheel making 250 revolutions per min- 
ute. This engine furnishes the power 
for the polishing wheels and travelling 
cranes in the new polishing and cutting 
shed. 

The air compressor is a 115-horse 
power machine of the Ingersoll-Sergant 
type. Its capacity is 638 cubic feet of 
air per minute, of from 100 to 125 
pounds pressure. This compressor fur- 
nishes power for two 20-horse power 
hoisters located in the yard and quarry, 
and one 40 horse hoister located in the 
railroad yard at the West Quincy sta- 
tion, the air being conveyed through 
1700 feet of three-inch pipe. It also 
furnishes power for twenty pneumatic 
tools, with which every up-to-date 
plant is supplied. 

The new polishing mill and cutting 
shed adjoins the engine house, but is 
separated from it by a fire proof com- 
partment, in which is located a fan and 
heating apparatus. By these the 
pelishing mill and cutting sheds are 
heated in cold weather. 

The polishing mill and cutting shed 
are of wood; dimensions, 54 feet wide 
and 157 feet long. It is the intention 
of the company in the near future to 
build on so that when completed it will 
be 412 feet long. 

Running the entire length of this 
building ate two travelling cranes, one, 
with a lifting capacity of ten tons, and 
the other forty tons. A spurtrack from 
the railroad runs into the building, so 
that cars ean be easily loaded. There 
are also in this building eight polishing 
wheels of the Smith, Whitcomb and 
Cook type. Six large and two small. 
The twenty pneumatic tools are also 
here, and it is also intended to put in 
turning lathes in the near future, 

On the hill is a large water tank of 
20,000 gallons capacity. This is con- 

,nected with the engine house so tbat 
the water used in the air compression 
can be cooled and used over again. 
The saving in water alone by this ar- 
rangement is very large. 

The improvements have also extended 
to their quarries. New boilers and 
| hoisters have been installed which en- 
able the large blocks of granite to be 
handled easily. A 125-horse power 
rboile furnishing steam for six hoisters 
located in the different quarries, in 
addition to the compressed air hoister. 
There is alsoa large blacksmjth shop 
on the quarries where tools are sharpen- 
ed and repairs made. Several new and 
powerful derricks have also been added 
to the equipment. 

The old incline railroad used in the 
early days to transport granite from the 
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has been abandoned, 
granite is loaded onto cars of 
Quincy Quarry railroad, spur 


transported to the cutting plant by this 
method. 

No up-to-date plant is considered 
complete without a telepbone. Besides

All of these improvements have been 
made since the advent of Luther 8S. 
Anderson as superintendent and general 
manager of the company.

Essex Member Says He Has Been 


Guilty of No Indiseretion and Has 
Done No Act Which His Conscience 


Would In Any Way Condemau 


Boston, Juue 4.—The senate has ac- 
cepted the report of the special commit- 
tee appointed by the senate “to investi- 
gate certain statements and charges 
made by ove George J. Raymoud and 
others tending to reflect upon the in- 
tegrify, moral character, fitness and 
qualifications of members of the sen- 
This is the report which carries 
severe strictures upon the conduct of 
Senator I’oster of Essex. The report 
was accepted by a viva-voce vote, after 
a statement by Senator Foster anid after 
Senator Soule had made an unsup- 
ported protest. No one called for a 
rolicall, the senators appéaring to be 
glad to have an unpleasant duty over 
with. 

Mr. Frost of Essex had discharged 
from the calendar the report of the com- 
mittee. Senator Foster of Essex then 
spoke as follows: 

“Mr. President: With reference to 
the report of tlhe committee of investi- 
gation upon the charges of Mr. Ray- 
1oond, I desire to say that it has been 
and still is my understanding that it is 
the privilege of any citizen of this com- 
monwealth to consult with any member 


| of this body upon matters of legislation 


pending before it, and that it is the duty 
of the member to listen to such citizen 
and give proper attention to what he 
bas to say. 

“This body is not a court in the gen- 
eral acceptance of the word, butis a 
deliberative body, supposed to repre- 
sent all the citizens of the common- 
wealth. The employment of counsel to 
take charge of matters before the legis- 


| lature is a practice of long standing and 
' well recogn ea, and the best attorneys 


in the commenwealth are constantly 


| employed in work of this kind. Further- 


more, they are employed uy people seek- 
ing only proper legislation. Conse- 
quently, I desire to reiterate that 1 
bave done no act which my conscience 
would in any way condemn, and 1 be- 
lleve that I acted in this matter ee- 
cording to my duty and the estab- 
lished custoins. I have been guilty of 
no indiscretion, and, far from my con- 
duct being that unbecoming that of a 
member of the Massachusetts senate, 
it was ip accord with what has become 
the proper and established practice of 
the members of that body.” , 

When Senator Foster finished he left 
the chamber. Senator Soule arose and 
said he could not vote for the report. 
He believed the committee had not in- 
vestigated in the broad way the senate 
had intended. The finding is the Scotch 
verdict—“not proven.” Thé senator 
from Essex was entitled to an acquittal 
or he should be convicted. 

No one else rising to speak, President 
Jones put the motion. The volume of 
ayes was greater than that of noes, 
though both were subdued, and the re- 
port was declared accepted.

ROOSEVELT IS ENDORSED 


Herrick Nominated For Governor and 
Harding For Second Place—Hanna 
Exercised Influence In “Giving the 


Word” Only For Head of Ticket 


Columbus, O., June 5.--The Kepubli- 
can state convention closed with much 
alliteration in its battle cries. At the 
convention on Wednesday Senator 
“Hands off.” While Sen- 
ator Foraker was presiding the dele- 


Hanna said: 


gates added the cry of Manna, Merrick, 
Harding and Harmony. 

The ticket: Governor, Myron 'l’. Her- 
tick; lieutenant governor, Warren G. 
Harding; auditor, W. D. Guilbert 
treasurer, W. S. McKinnon; attorney 
general, W. H. Ellis; judge of supreme 
court, A. N. Sutnmers; school com- 
missioner, E. A. Jones; meaber- of 
board of public works, G. H. Watkins. 

While all conceded that it was 
“Hanra’s year” he would not use his 
influence ‘e except for the head of the 
ticket, naming his neighbor, Myron T. 
Herrick, for governor. The seiMtors 
friend, George B. Cox of Cincinnati, 
named Harding for lieutenant governor 


znd Ellis for attorney general, beside 
being a potential factor in nominut- 


ing Judge Summers. Auditor Guilbert 
and others, especially McKinnon for 
treasurer, were strongly endorsed. 

Of the three candidates for third 
terms, Guilbert was the only wianer. 
Governor Nash and ex-Governor Bush- 
nell had much to d¢ with Guilbert’s 
success, as Guilbert served under both 
of them. He was also deputy :uditor 
of state under McKinley, and by both 
Nash and Bushnell was considered as 
indispensable, so that Ferrick was said 
also to have wanted tle benelit of his 
experience of 16 years in that office. 

It is stated that while Senator 
Hanne would not give out the word for 
ex-Congressman Boothman for the see 
ond place on the ticket, or for other per- 
sonal preferences, he did ask to have 
the soldier element represented on the 
ticket. After Harding's name was pre- 
sented by one veteran and his nomi- 
nation was made by acelamation on the 
motion of another old soldier, this mut- 
ter of soldier representation wieided a 
great influence in other contests. 

While Senator F wR iker expressed his 
gratification over the ticket aral the re- 
sults generally, he was especially 
gratified over the unauimous adoption 
of a resolution which endorsed Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's nomination as well as 
his administration. 

It had been anticipated that Senators 
Hanne and Foraker would lock horns 
over the endorsement of Rovsevelt’s 
candidacy, but, instead, they locked 
arms and are now leading the Ohio Re- 
pub.icans in this campaign more hur- 
monionsly thin ever. 

There never was more talk about 
fixing a slate in advance of a conven- 
tion than this year, but the balloting 
indicated that such was not the case, 
for at least some of the minor places. 
At any rate Hanna and Herrick did not 
exercise their personal influence “in 
giving the word” and left the hall be- 
fore the nominatiens for minor places 
were made. In the “free-for-all” races 
that followed the convention was at 
times uncontrollable. 

The resolutions commend President 
Roosevelt's ability and adherence to 
McKinley's principleseand favor bis 
nomination and the re-election of Hauna 
as senator; praise Governor Taft of the 
Philippines; favor three of the pro- 
posed coustitutionai amendments, main- 
tenance of canals, better roadwiuys, 
improvement of Chic rivers and tax re- 
form. No change is wanted in the 
tariff or other national declurations. 
Certain planks insist on the enforce- 
ment of the amendments for negro suf- 
frage or the reduction of the repre- 
sentation of southern states in con- 
gress and the electoral college. The 
resolutions elso favor legislation to 
stimulate local bank circulation.

The fires in Maine and the east 


Canadian provinces have been burning 
here and there for some weeks, but with- 
in the last two days they have gained 
strength and swept everythin before 
them. Thousands of men are fighting 
the fire in different parts of the region 
mentioned, but the only promise ef re- 
lief is in rain. 

In M: Aroostook county has thou- 
sands of acres of burning forests and 
damaged settlements. The heavy cloud 
of smoke which envelops it spreads 
the whole coast belt of the state. 
Serious fires are burning near dozens 
of towns, at Cherryfield, Houlton, Pres 
que Isle, Bangor, Castine, ‘Topshain. 
Bath, Waterville and Lewiston and 
others 

The village of Braggville, _hetter 
known as Sherman station, bas been 
wiped out by the forest fires and a half 
dozen towns are threatened with a 
similar fate. Patten is surrounded by 
fire. 

All hope for the safety of Shirley was 
abandoned, but reports now are to the 
effect that the fire is under control. The 
fire at Crystal plantation was eoninad 
a dozen dwellings. Great damage 
las been done at Stacyville, Monticello 
and other places in the vast wilderness 
of northern Maine. 

Crops bave suffered with the forests, 
and many buildings bave been de- 
stroyed. There is also heavy loss tn the 
Rengeley lake region. Many houses 
Lave been burned at Gardiner. 

In New Humpshire the fires have been 
isolated, but still threatening. ‘Two 
railroad uridges Lave been burned, ove 
of them four miles from the Trofile 
house and the Waumbeyk bridge, be- 
tween Cherry Mountain and Jefferson. 
Men were out from 3 a. m. until late 
last night fighting a fire on Mt. Stick- 
ney. ‘This fire started in Zeulund, a 
deserted hamlet on the other side of Mt. 
Stickney, and swept over a bix urea 
The lower part of Mount Lafuyette 
has caught fire. <A violent fire is raging 
between Waterford and Littleton and 
on Kilburn crags. The situation has 
been considerably relieved by digging 
trenches in the path of the fames. The 
yell of smoke has lifted perceptibly all 
over northern Ne\/ Hampshire. 
Advices received from all parts of 
Vermont show that a large territory 
is sufferiu, from forest fires. But few 
buildings bave been destroyed. but a 
few small places are threatened. ‘The 
largest fire reported Is one In Danby, 
where it is said that 2000 acres of tim- 
berland has been burned over and is 
sweeping over still larger tracts. Re 
ports of large fires In Essex county are 
received. Miles of territory hav been 
burned over and fires are reported on 
all sides of Island Pond. Farmers are 
selling off their live stock, as there is 
little promise of sufficient feed to wiu- 
ter near the usual amount of stock 
Crops that had come up have been 
nearly destroyed by frost. In Burling- 
ton hay is selling for $20 a ton.

Brooks Adams Addresses 
the People’s Union. 


Need of Concentration 
of Efforts. 


Dexter E. Wadsworth Elected Pres- 
ident of Union. 


The address of Brooks Adams, Esq., 
on Thursday evening, at the annual 
meeting, of the Quincy People’s Union, 
was in many respects a radical one, and 
unsparing in its criticism on existing 
methods, particularly municipal govern- 
ments. His subject was ‘‘Municipal 
Problems. ’’ 

Mr. Adams said we were going 
tbrough_a social revolution, That in 
the 18th century wind and water were 
the forces, and these were necessarily 
slow; in the 19th century steam and 
electricity were introduced, while today 
force is unlimited. 

The modern city differs from all 
others, the basis being a steel cage. 
Last year 24 stories was thought to be 
the limit to which buildings could be 
erected, but now the limit has been 
raised. Iflower New York was covered 
with buildings 30 stories high . instead 
of four stories, subways would be 
necessary in all streets, and elevated 
railroads about elevated railroads to 
accommodate the people; hence there 
will be greater and greater problems, 

Neceszarily, there must be an in- 
crease in the rate of taxation, but if to 
this is added waste, government be- 
comes very expensive. The old 
machinery of government has not kept 
pace with progress, therefore there was 
confusion. 

The modern cilizen cannot attend 
to city affairs, as in these days of 
competition he has affairs of his own 
which engross bis time. To handle 
the problems of government one must 
be an expert. ‘The politicians are pro- 
fessionals, and they can beat us every 
time. 

The tendency of the times _is to “cor- 
rupt or degrade. To get men into the 
city government_who can be controlled. 
Even though honest there is great 
waste, as in highways. The city of 
Boston pays 30 per cent. more for mac- 
adam streets than the state. Skill 
and experience are necessary, but these 
are complicated by street railways, 
water mains, sewers, etc. There should 
be more united work among depart- 
ments. 

The speaker said he might be accused 
of treason, but it seemed to him that 
we had outgrown local self government. 
He regarded the District of Columbia, 
for 29 years under ’a commision, the 
most intelligen{ administered com- 
munity in the world. That it obtained 
tbe greatest returns for money expended, 
Even in the Metropolitan district about 
Boston local self government had been 
superseded, very much for our benefit. 

It is necessary to have a connected 
plan, but in cities each ward has pet 
schemes and there is inordinate waste. 
Centralization is either for the good or 
bad. In New York it was a few years 
ago for the bad, under Tammany Hall. 
Even when honest, government is a 
burden on taxpayers. Then there is 
competition among towns. 

It would be better if the State High- 
way Commission controlled all the 
main highways. It could then handle 
the street railway and other problems 
intelligently, which a town cannot do 
now. 

Our eduvational system is a relic of 
the past, and our safety does not lie in 
the conservatism of the past. The late 
combinations have not effected the 
economies expected. Our country de- 
pends on administration. It is a 
science capable of being taught. West 
Point and Annapolis are the only schools 
where results are obtainefi. An academic 
life is no great benefit in practical life. 
The Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology was one of the best schools in 
the country. 

We want men and women who can 
analyze details and draw conclusions. 
Education should not get into ruts. 
There isademand forjust such so- 


cieties as the People’s Union. Quincy 
is in great need of help. It bas many 
serious problems before it. No town 


has greater need of concentration of 
efforts. :

Plans a Year Ago. 


It was stated today, says a New 
York dispatch of Thursday to the 
Herald, that before the reorganization 
plan of the United States Shipbuilding 
Company is made effective there will be 
legal proceedings brought with a view 
to investigating the false reports made 
at the time the subsidiary companies 
were taken over.

Mr. Loeb announced that a protective 
committee was forming and that already 
be had received assurances of support 
from holders of $2,000,000 of the first 
mortgage bonds. In a circular issued 
to the stock and bondholders of the 
company tonight, attention is called to 
startling discrepancies between the re- 
ports presented when the company was 
forming, in June a year ago, and the 
reports made a few days ago to the re- 
organization committee. 

The prospectus issued a year ago 
stated that experts appraised the value 
of the properties, on which the $14,- 
500,000 bonds were issued to be more 


thao $20,000,000, in addition to the 
working capital of $5,000,000. Now 
the reorganization committee state 


that the company’s working capital is 
seriously impaired, that there is a 
floating debt of $2,000,000, and that 
the value of the ship yards taken 
is inuch less than $20,000,000.

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A TOTAL WRECK 


Gorth Topeka In a Sorry Plight as a 
Result of the Fioo:d 

Topeka, June 5.—The list of known 
dead now reaches71. Itis believed that 
Many bodies are yet in the wreckage. 
Scores of persons are reported missing. 
The Union Pacific depot has been im- 
provised as a morgue and there the 
bodies are gathered and await identifi- 
cation. The river has dropped over five 
feet from the high water mark. 

North Topeka is a total wreck. The 
water is still over a greater purt of the 
town. In the residence district it is 
seven feet deep in most places and 
there is considerable current, but it 
is no longer strong. The business part 
of the town is a sorry looking place, 
the damage of the waters being almost 
complete. The contents of most of the 
stores are ruined. 

The greatest difficulty now exista in 
the wretched sanitary conditions. The 
health board ts busy with the problem 
of sunitation and efforts to prevent an 
epidemic. ‘Yo this end stringent regu- 
lations are being enforced. 

From Manhattan, Abile, Saliue, Flor- 
ence, Lincoln Centre and Hutchinson 
comes reports that the water bas nbout 
spent its force and that the towns are 
slowly recovering. 

The yield of wheat will be much 
smaller as the result of the dood and 
the financial loss will be great. How- 
ever, the state has great resources and 
is bearing up well under the stunning 
blow. 

Kansas City, June 5.—With the rapid 
fall of the rivers, business is resu 1- 
ing its normal condition. The water- 
Works are pumping black water from 
the Kansas river not fit to drink and 
the danger from fire is over. Electric 
strect car lines are in operation. Most 
of the missing persons have been heard 
froin and it is thought the list of dend 
will not b> over eight.

Monastir, European Turkey, Juue5.— 
Details are arriving here of the slaugh- 
ter of the inhabitants of the village of 

| Smerdash by Bashi-Bazouks. On the 


' arrival of the Bashi-Bazouks Chala- 
laroff’s band of insurgents withdrew 
to the mountains without sustaining 
any loss. Suddenly at sunset the Turks, 
who had completely surrounded the 
| village, commenced a regular bombard- 
/ment, whereupon all the villagers as- 
'sembled in the streets. 
| Though the artillery ceased firing dur- 
ing part of the night, the infantry fired 
| all night long. The bombardment was 
| recommenced at daylight, but as It was 
| ineffective the Turks set fire to the 
Village on all sides and commenced a 
general massacre, slaughtering merci- 
| lessly wemen, children aygd the aged. 

About 300 houses were burned and 
upwards of 206 persons, mostly women 
| und children, were killed. Whole house- 
holds were slain. One family of seven 
were slain and their bodies were heaped 

‘on the hearth, Not a living soul was 
left in the village. The survivors, 
many of them half burned or otherwise 
injured, fled. Some of the fleeing vil- 
legers were captured and had their 
‘ears and noses cut off before they were 
butchered, 
| The report adds that 1500 village's 
fre in the mountains, without clotLing 
or food. One band of these, consisting 
of 40 women and children, were caught 
by soldiers in a ravine and were killed 
after horrible treatment.

POWER OF THE PRESS 


More Potent Than That of 
Government Officials 


RUSSIAN EDITORS’ WROTH 


Over Agitation In the United States 
In Regard to Their Country—Prop- 
osition to Enlist Sympathy of Our 


Newspapers—Russia’s Friendship 


St. Petersburg, June 5.—The relations 
between the United States and Russia 
are much discussed here. The Novoe 
Vremya prints a signed leading article, 
headed “Russia and America,” which 
gays: 

“The United States, from time to 
time, enters the arena of the anti- 
Russian propaganda, which finds favor- 
able soil in its politically unripe popu- 
lation, without governmental! traditions, 
and carried away by the successes of its 
new imperialistic policy. he S-berian 
prisons, the Manchurian open door, 
Kishineff disorders—all of these serve 
as a pretext for the anti-Russian meet- 
ings, so advantageous to Lussia’s 
cnemies. While Secretary Hay’s etub- 
born Anglophilism lends governmental 
importance to the claims to the various 
groups of American traders and mis- 
sionaries in the Far Hast, our diplomatic 
agents actively in America must takea 
different course from the diplomacy of 
Europe. We must create a party and 
explain our designs and position, not 
cnly to Mr. Hay, but to the people also, 
which is always the same. They must 
act through the American press, which, 
notwithstanding its defects, seems to 
be not only the mirror, but the Ictter of 
American public opinion.” 

The editor of the Syroniatniko® 
says: “Thrice in America bhuve Leen 
found hearty Russian sympathies; but 
Russia remains dumb while the Amer- 
ican papers are filled with all possible 
accusations against Russia, from Eng- 
lish, German and Jewish sources. Count 
Cassini excellently defends our po- 
litical interests; but he cannot undertake 
a newspaper controversy, so the ac- 
cusations remain unanswered.” 

The article further complains tkat 
the American school histories coutain 
nothing referring to the friendship 
shown by Russia to the United States at 
the foundation of and tn the defense of 
the union, and recalls the visit made by 
Captain Fox (who was assistant s«cre- 
tary of the navy under President Lin- 
coln) to Russia in 1866. 

(Captain Fox was sent on 1 special 
mission to Russia, on the monitor 
Miantonomah, to convey to the czar, 
Alexander II, the congratulations of 
congress on his escape from assassina- 
tion. One result of his visit wus the 
purchase of Alaska by the United 
States government.) 

The editorial concludes: “The Rus- 
sian foreign office should publish in 
English a sketch of the relations he- 
tween the Russian and American goy- 
ernments, beginning with the time of 
Catherine and ending with the Spanish- 
American war, from both diplomatic 
archives and American published ree- 
ords, and send the same to 5000 Amer- 
ican papers. If a third of this nu:aber 
notice the book a sympathetle movre- 
ment will be inaugurated in the coun- 
try. With its tremendous importance it 
is a great error to despise the Amer- 
ican press in the conducting of our 
foreign affairs.” 


Blacksmiths Were In the Wrong 

Chicago, June 5.—Four hundred 
blacksmiths, who struck on May 18 in 
sympathy with the baucksmiths’ help- 
ers, have returned to work to avoid 
threatened suspension from the Inter- 
national Brotherhood of Blacksmiths 
for violation of contract with their em- 
ployers.. ‘The helpers also resumed 
work. 


Charge Is Receiving Bribes 

Washington, June 5.—The case of 
August W. Machen, late superintendent 
ot the free delivery service of the post- 
office department, who is charged with 
having received bribes to the umount 
of $20,000 in connection with depart- 
went contracts, has been presented to 
the federal grand jury. 


More Textile Firms Yield

Alleged Instruction to Strikers Who 
Attacked a Car at Waterbury 
Waterbury, Conn. June 5.—The 
prosecution in the cases of the eight 
striking trolleymen charged with the 
murderous assault on Conductor Merna 


and Motorman Morissette on the right 
of Feb. 26 caused a sensation in the 
superior court by placing on the wit- 
ness stand Irwin H. Wolcott, proprietor 
of the pool room in which it is charged 
that the plot originated. 

Wolcott told of the meeting of the 
eight men and 10 boys in his poo! room. 
He continued with his story of the 
meeting near a lumber mill and of the 
trip to Faber’s switch. The most sensa- 
tional of Wolcott's testimony was to the 
effect that Willis Vandemark halted the 
crowd at a certain point and said: 

“Now we may meet a lot of sheriffs 
up here. They may beon the cars. If 
any of you meet any of them, bold them 
off till the rest get away and then 
escape. Don’t shoot, boys, if you don’t 
have to, but if you have to, shoot to 
kill.” 

The witness also said that Willis 
Vandermark halted them previous to 
that and made them all take an oath 
that they would never tell a word of 
that nfght’s proceeding. Wolcott said 
Le knew all the accused men and recog- 
nized theminthecourtroom. Ie ideuti- 
fied Edward B. Winnegar as the man 
who entered the car and who struck 
Merna the first blow. 


Organized Labor Against Military 

Boston, June 5.—Secretary Weigel 
of Drivers and Bottlers’ union 122 says 
that 90 percent of the labor unions re- 
ject applications for membership if 
the applicants are members of the state 
militia. TMs announcement, coming 
from an officer in one of the strongest 
unions in the city, was « profound sur- 
prise to those who heard it in the mu- 
ricipal court. Weigel was a witness in 
a suit brought by Fred Osal aguinst 
the Burkhardt Brewery company, to 
recover $2000 damages accruing by rea- 
son of his discharge by the company 
in alleged breach of a contract under 
which he went to work during the 
brewery strike in this city. 


Missing Boy Reappears 

Derby, Conn., June 5.--H. A. Long of 
this city has received word from Provi- 
dence that his son, George Long, aged 
16, who disappeared 11 montlis ago 
from his home here, has given himself 
up to the police, Since Long left home 
nothing has been heard ‘from him until 
now, although his father bas spent 
much time and money, aided by the po- 
lice of various cities, in a search ‘or 
him. Shortly after his disappearance 
the boy fell heir to the property of 
his grandfather, amounting to bout 
$15,000. 


Boy Confesses to Setting Fires

Boston, June 6.—Hard fighting and 
the exhaustion of fuel seem to have 
stayed many of the fires which raged 
throughout northern New England and 
the general situation there is distinctly 
better. 

Additional reports of the havoe cre- 
ated by forest fires continue to come in, 
but no estimate of the losses is pos- 
sible. Only a few new fires are re- 
ported, owingto the favorable condi- 
tion of the wind.

“Talking of dangers in this tertl- 
tory,” said Bill Utter, the scout, “I 
never found much danger except from 
horse thieves.” 

“Ever met any of ’em?”’ inquired 
Tom Gunning, drawing his chair closer 
| and turning his head sidewise to catch 
| his answer. 
| “Well, yes. Andy Gwinne and I once 
had a brush with some of ’em. One 
day after dinner, while we were snok- 
| ins our pipes and looking up toward 
| we mountains, two men came down 
the slope opposite and made straight 
; for our camp. The nearer they got to 
|us the worse they looked. However, 
| there are a good many people in the 
| country with lots of good in ’em under 
| @ rough outside, and they seemed very 
| friendly. They said they had their 
; camp up in the mountains, that they 
| had seen our camp and as people were 
| scarce had come over to get a sight 
,0f somebody besides themselves. We 
brought out the demijohn and gave ’em 
what they wanted to drink, and after 
spending an hour with us, during which 
they looked mighty carefully over our 
stock, they went back in the direction 
they came from. 

“Andy and I were both suspicious of 
‘em, especially when we saw the inter- 
est they took in the stock. The horses 
weren't picketed, though we had drag- 
ged logs to make a corral in a circle, 
with an opening closed by our tent. 
The corral wasn’t very high and only 
intended for ordinary purposes—that 
is, it wouldn't stand a stampede. If 
the men were horse thieves they had 
probably miade their visit to look us 
over and see just how we kept the 
, Stock. We had three horses—my mount 
and Andy’s and a pack horse for the 
tent and supplies. We talked the mat- 
ter over and concluded that we'd likely 
have a visit during the night and had 
better picket the horses. After mak- 
ing everything fast we lay down with 
our rifles in our hands, 

“When we woke up in the morning 
| the stock was there all right, and we 
; concluded that we'd made a mistake 
|; about our visitors. We hunted during 
the day and in the evening used the 
same camp. What we should have 
done was to go as far from it as possi- 
ble. That night we picketed the horses 
again, but didn’t sleep on our arms, as 
the soldiers say, though I should think 
weapons would make a very uncom- 
fortable bed. Nevertheless we had ’em 
, close by and could easily reach ’em. 

“Allo? a sudden we were wakened by 
terrible yells and bang, bang, bang! I 
knew in a minute what it meant; in 
fact, we both did, for we grabbed our 
rifles and got outside the tent mighty 
quick. -The horses were snorting in 
terror and trying to break their teth- 


ers, but we had tied ’em against a 
stampede and had tied ’em strong. 


The consequence was not a horse broke 
loose. This wasn't what was calcu- 
lated on by the men that had tried to 
stampede ’em. They made a second 
demonstration, and as they didn’t start 
the horses they came galloping right 
down to the edge of the corral. They 
| didn’t come from the direction they'd 
come from the day before, because that 
would have been uphill, but from the 
rear, which was downhill. I saw a 
mounted figure against the sky line 
just jumping the corral and fired. The 
figure pitched headforemost over the 
logs, and the horse came on, jumping 
the other side of the corral and tearing 
on down the slope. Then Andy caught 
sight of another man and put a bullet 
into him, dropping him off his horse, 
which stood stock still. 

“Well, we crawled up careful on to 
the two men—we heard nothing of any 
more—finding one stone dead and the 
other dying. 

“*You men,’ he gasped, ‘go to our 
camp up there on the mountain. You'll 
find a little gal there ‘bout thirteen 
years old. Tell her her pap won't come 
to her no more.’ 
| “It was all he could do to get the 
' words out so that we could understand 
them, and he was dead soon after. 

“I didn’t like the business at all. Kill- 
ing people isn’t to my taste. In the 
| morning we covered the bodies with 
| wood and leaves and put stones on to 

‘em, then started to find their camp. 

We hunted a good while, but at last 
' struck it by smelling smoke. Going in 
the direction from which it came, we 
saw a couple of tents with a fire before 
‘em and a little girl in the act of hang- 
ing a coffee boiler over it.

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OPTICAL ILLUSIONS. | 


Are Oftentimes the Cause of) 


fhey 
Collisions at Sea. | 
Speaking of collisions at sea, a sea 
captain recently said: | 


“I think I can explain the cause of 
many collisions which otherwise seem 
to be mystéeffOus. They arise from the 
fact that green and red are comple- 
mentary colors. Every ship under way | 
earries at night a red light burning on 
her left or port side and a green light } 
burning on her right or starboard side. | 
Yet vessels go crashing into each other 
upon nights when these lights must be 
plainly visible from their decks. And | 
when the case comes up in court and | 
an effort is made to establish the 
blame of the accident honest men 
swear directly opposite to each other 
and believe they are telling the truth. 

“The captain of one ship, for In- 
stance, will swear that he saw a red 
light on his port bow and held his 
course. A little later he saw a green | 
light there, starboarded his helm, and 
the collision followed. The men on the 
other ship swear that where the cap- 
tain says he saw a green light a red | 
ight was burning. | 

“Now, how does this happen? It hap- 
pens this way: The captain looks py 
awhile intently at the red light on the | 
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other vessel. Then for some reason he 

changes his line of vision, probably 

due to a bulging sail above the light, 

and, lo, he sees at once a green light, 

shifts his belm, and, crash, he goes into 

her! He really does not see any lght | 
at all when he looks at the sail, but an | 
optical illusion makes him think he 
does. 

“Try it yourself. Just gaze intently | 
at a bright red, round object for awhile | 
and then suddenly look ata blank white 
wall. A green spot will appear to you. 
Winking the eyes will hasten its ap- 
pearance.”—New York Press. 


PLANTS THAT CLIMB. 


Peeuliarities of Their Leaves and 
Their Modes of Movement. 

It is in the twining plants, such as 
bryony and hop, and the tendril bear- 
ers, like vetches, that we find the high- | 
est development of the climbing habit. 
These plants live under unusual condl- 
tions. In order to gain the light they 
must seek rather than avoid overhang- 
ing foliage, and so we find the vetches, 
instead of turning away from the shad- 
ow toward the light, like most of their 
neighbors, boldly pushing up into the 
center of a bush to burst into blossom 
amid its upper branches far above 
their less daring neighbors. 

But it is in the leaves of these plants 
that we find the most remarkable mod- 
ifications adapting them to a climbing 
habit. The leaves of the vetches and 
vetchlings are pinnate—they bear a 
number of opposite ovate leaflets. The 
tip of the leaf stalk and the uppermost 
pair of pinnz are in the climbing spe- 
cies changed into tendrils—sensitive, 
twining, whiplike structures—which ex- 
hibit remarkable features. If the slight- | 
ly curved, extended tendril of a young 
leaf of pea or vetch be watched care- | 
fully it will be found that it is slowly 
but incessantly moving round and 
round in a circle. If the tendril comes 
into contact with a twig it bends to-| 
ward it and eventually takes several ! 
turns around it. Even a slight tempo- } 
rary irritation is sufficient to cause a | 

ending toward any side. 

Finally the tendril becomes woody 
and strong and forms a secure anchor 
cable for the plant. Not only does the 
young tendril rotate, but the whole ‘leaf | 
on which it is borne is in constant mo- 
tion. The shoot to which the leaf be- 
longs is rotating also, so that the ten- | 
dril is sweeping the air with a compli- | 
cated motion, in the course of which it 
is almost sure to strike against some 
stem or twig of the surrounding vege- | 
tation.—Know ledge.

Follows the Collision of Two 


French Steamers 


HUNDRED PEOPLE DROWNED

Vessel With Wide Rent Io Side Made 
For Shallow Water, but Sunk Be- 
fore Reaching It— Explosion of Boil- 


ers as Ill-Fated Craft Went Down 


Marseilles, June 8.—Over 100 people 
are believed to have drowned 


near here as a result of a collision be- 


beeu 


tween two passenger steamers, the In- 
sulaire and the Liban, both beloiging 
to the Fraissenct Steamship company 
of Marseilles. The 
after the accident. 

The Liban left Marseilles on her 
regular passenger trip to Bastin, Cor- 
sica, and was run down and sunk by 
the Insulaire off Maire islands. The 
collision was witnessed from the pilot 
boat Blechamp, which was about two 
miles distant. The Blechamp imme- 
diately repaired to the spot to render 
assistance. The force of the collision 
cut a wide rent in the Liban’s side and 
she was already making water rapidly. 
Her captain saw their only chance was 
to run the steamer aground before she 
sank in deep water, and the Liban was 
headed full speed fer the shore. But 
within 17 minutes of the collision, and 
while still some distance from shallow 
water, the forepart of the steumer 
plunged beneath the waves and a few 
minutes later she bad eutirely 
peared. 

In the meantime the Blechamp, the 
steamer Balkan and other vessels had 
drawn near the sinking ship and were 
inaking strenuous efforts to rescue those 
on board. The Blechamp picked up 40 
persons, many of wiom were at the 
point of exhaustion and were ouly re- 
vived by the attentions they received on 
board. The Balkan also rescued 37 
pussengers and up to the present it is 
known that in addition to the passengers 
17 of the crew were also saved. 

The crew of the steamer Balkan de- 
scribe the scene just before the Liban 
disappeared as a terrible one. As the 
vessel was sinking she was inclined to 
such an angle that her masts struck 
the water, ciusing an eddy which made 
the work of rescue most difficult. A 
wass of human beings were clinging to 
the foundering vessel and uttering 
despairing cries as she went down. At 
the same time the boilers exploded and 
produced a horvifying spectacle. Fora

Maire island, which lies off the en- 
trance to the port, hid the vessels from 
each other until it was too late to avoid 
a collision. 

Many of the rescued were bad'y in- 
jJured tn the collision. The Insulauire sus- 
tained considerable damage to her 
bows, but managed to reach port safely. 
‘Lhousands of people gathered couad the 
morgue, hespitals and on the «quays 
throughout the evening. Thus far only 
four bodies have been identitied. 

The French steamer Liban was a 
three-masted schooner rigged vessel, 
208 feet long and of 2308 tonnage gross. 
She was built at Glasgow in 1882. 

One of the survivors, a passenger, 
gives the following details of the 
ter: 

“The weather was splendid when we 
steamed out of Marseilles harbor, and 
all the passengers were below at table 
when the screeching of whistles guve 
the alarm. On coming on deck I saw 
the Insulaire approaching us at full 
speed. The captain gave severa! or- 
ders, but no attempt was apparently 
made to change the steamers course. 
Bome of the passengers reproached the 
captain for his negligence in this mat-

}ter. When the Insulaire crashed into 
‘us a great panic prevailed on board. 


At- 
tempts were made to lower bexts, but 
only one boat was got away, and in that 
I and a few otiiers escaped t» the pilot 
beat Blechamp.

Just below St. Louis, and in the 
vicinity of the river Des Peres, is the 
Hittle fishermen’s settlement of Happy 
Hollow. The denizens live in fat boats 
for the most part and until today had 
been beyond the ravages of the flood. 
But the advancing water has invaded 
the tract and the inhabitants had hur- 
riedly to move out. 

Like a millrace the swollen Missis- 
Sippi is surging past St. Louls. Two 
hundred people imprisoned ut Black 


Walnut, 25 miles northwest from St. 
Louis, were in peril of their lives 


from the rising waters of the Missouri 
river. Word was received Saturday 
right that the rescue must be effected 
immediately or they probably would be 
swept away. 

The Spread Eagle, moored at Alton, 
Ills., was hurriedly manned and started 
for the imperilled colony late Saturday 
Light, but wis forced to turn back at the 
Bellefontaine bridge. A private yacht 
Lere was manned by a comp=sny of po- 
licemen and started for Black Walnut, 
as the craft sat low enough in the water 
to pass all bridges, but the swift cur- 
rent had to be reckoned with. All steam 
Was turned on, but the boat made no 
headway against the current and after 
vainly stemming the flood for several 
hours without making 100 sards the 
yacht returned to shore and the venture 
was abandoned. 

A small steamer from St. Charles 
finally succeeded in reaching Black Wal- 
nut late last night and the 200 im- 
perilled people, terrified and in great 
distress for food and shelter, were 
taken from the island in safety. All 
were rescued. Full particulars bave 
not been learned. 

Black Walnut is located in a broad 
and fertile valley of the Missouri and 
the land surrounding it is said to be the 
richest wheat land in the state. ‘The 
property loss will be very heavy, as the 
entire valley is under water and homes 
have been washed away, farms de- 
pleted and stock drowned. 

Most of the farm houses and barns 
which occupied the lowlands across the 
river from St. Charles have been swept 
away. Three women in one 
house refused to leave until they had 
ripped a new carpet from the floor. 
The men in rescue boats, obliged to go to 
the assistance of others, left them, and 
before they could return the swirling 
current was eddying about the house so 
swiftly that the boat could not reach it 
and the women were lefi to their fute.

Pa- 
thetic scenes then occurred, mothers 
kneeling on the ground upholding their 
children and asking for bread. witb the 
result that the soldiers hesitated to nd- 
vance when ordered to suppress the dis- 
orders. Popular opinion is on the side 
of the strikers.

INDEXED PLAN. 


Graves in the Olé Hancock Ceme- 
tery to be Numbered. 


A plan of the old Hancock cemetery, 
such as now being made by City 
Engineer Flood. is something that has 
long been needed. If there ever was a 
plan or any book of records showing 
the complete list of burials in this 
cemetery it disappeared years ago. 

Many from out of town visit this 
historic spot every year, and it almost 
invariably happens that some one of 
the party visits City Hall to inquire 
the location of some particular grave. 
In every case their query is unanswered, 
and is only solved by an almost endless 
search among the old headstones, the 
inscriptions on many of which are 
nearly effaced by the ravages of time. 

The plan being made by the City En- 
gineer will show every headstone and 
grave that can be located. Each of 
these will beara number. With the 
plan will be an alphabetical index of 
names and the number accompanying 
the name will serve as an index to the 
grave. 

Pattee’s history tells us that it is 
somewhat of a wonder that any of the 
old grave-stones were left, as until 1808 
it had been uninclosed for nearly two 
centuries and cattle had been permitted 
to roam about this depository of the 
dead. 

There is no record to show what 
time this cemetery was established but 
it must have been as early as the first 
settlement of the town for there are 
epitaphs which tell that it was here 
the first settlers were buried. 

The oldest headstone is to be found 
at the grave of the first minister, Rev. 
William Tompson, and bears the date 
of December 10, 1666. The first tomb 


built was probably that of Leonard 
Hoar, M. D., the third President’ of 
Harvard college, in 1675. The second 


tomb built was that of Edmund Quincy 
in 1699. 

Since those early days many persons 
whose names are now familiar to evary 
reader of history, have been buried in 
these grounds, Among those are Josiah 
Quincy, Jr., and his wife Abigail; 
Rev. Jobn Hancock, father of John 
Hancock, the patriot; Henry Adams, 
who took flight from the Dragon perse- 
cution in Devonshire, England, and 
landed with eight sons at Mt. Wollas- 


ton; Samuel Adams, Leonard Hoar, 
M. D., third president of Harvard 
college. 


The other names which frequently 
occur on the headstones and which are 
familiar names to long residents, are: 
Marsh, Vesey, Glover, Penniman, Bent, 
Field, Spear, Bass, Nightingale, Brac- 
kett, Cleverly, Baxter, Webb, Belcher, 
French, and others.

INVESTIGATION ORDERED, 


Concerning Affairs at Institutions on Long Island in 
Boston Harbor. 


Boston, June ¥.—On recommendation 
of Mayor Collus the board of aldermen 
appointed*a committee with full power 
to investigate the charges receutly made 
against the manner in which alvairs of 
the city’s pauper institutions at Long 
Island are cenducted. The complaint 


which resulted in this action was con- 
tained in a letter te Mayor Collins from 
Henry Dobbins, a member of the' board 
of trustees. Wpon receipt of this letter 
a conference between the mayor and the 
full board of trustees was called to be 
held at the mayor’s office and at that 
meeting it was decided to recouunend 
to the board of aldermén that an in- 
vestigating committee be appointed. 

In accordance with this decision 
Mayor Collins, in a message to the 
board of aldermen, requested the joint 
committee on pauper institutions to go 
to Long Island and hear all charges 
and all persons that might appear. 
This committee, consisting of 13 mem- 
bers, was at once appointed. 

The letter from Trustee Dobbins to 
the mayor said: 

“I wish to call your attention to the 
management of the Long Island pauper 
institutions and ask you to take in- 
vestigations of the management and 
also of the poisoning cases of May 8, 
and other cases of neglect or abnse 
which may be presented for investiga- 
tion. 

“I also wish you to consider if it 
woutd not be better, in the interests of 
a pauper institution, to have a sper- 
intendent and an assistant superin- 
tendent who are not medical men, and 
also if it would not be for the best 
interests of the Long Island pauper in- 
stitutions to reorganize thé present 
hospital and abolish all clinical and 
pathological lectures and operations, 
and remove all medicil men who are 
unnecessary for the proper care of the 
sick paupers.” 

At the meeting In the mayor's office 
Mayor Collins asked Mr. Dobbins what 
he had to say. The latter replied that 
lis letter asked for an investigation 
of 3ll matters at Long. Isbin aml the 


abuses there. Fle told the mayor thatir 
an investigation was ordered plenty of 
charges could be made, which Would be 
substantiated by eve He 
Stated that he had received many let 
ters contnining complaints.

Brave Act of W. D. Duncan Who 
Saw Mishap. 


Oliphant Memorial. 


A monument to the memory of Brig- 
adier General Alexander C. Oliphant, 
former adjutant general of New Jersey, 
was placed in position last week in the 
family plot on the bluff at Riverview 
cemetery Trenton. It is one of the most 
costly and most beautiful examples of 
the granite cutters’ art ever erected 
here. 

The monument is of Westerly blue 
granite. It consists of two bases sup- 
porting a massive block of granite 
crowned by a smaller stone, which runs 
toa point. Onthe front of the main 
stone the nationaland New Jersey flags 
intertwined are chiseled and below them 
is the inscription in raised letters, 
‘‘Alexander C. Oliphant.’’ The> other 
ornamentations, which are few, suggest 
the Doric, while the general style of 
the monument is Grecian. 

The monument was executed by the 
Alexander McDonald Co., of this city, 
and the granite came from Westerly, R. 
I. The design was conceived by A. R. 
Baxter president of the company, and 
was selected from many submitted 
from various parts of the country. 

The feature which will specially in- 
terest visitors to the cemetery is the 
exquisite reproduction of the two flags 
which are indicative of General Oli- 
phant’s military services in the navy 
and in the New Jersey national guard. 
The flags were modeled in clay at the 
works of the company here from. two 
borrowed from the state arsenal, and 
after the work was approved by Mrs. 
Oliphant the model was cast in plaster 
and sent east to be executed in the 
granite. The Stars and Stripes, the 
atate coat of arms and all the detuils of 
both flags are faithfully and exceeding- 
ly well reproduced on the monument. 
—Trenton Sunday Advertiser.

Drowning accidents have commenced 
early in the season at Houghs Neck. 
Monday afternoon Charles Talbot, aged 
20 years, and Edward Williams, aged 
19 years, left Houghs Neck ina small 
boat for a sail in the harbor. When be- 
tween Peddocks and Spectacle islands 
their boat was capsized by a squall and 
both were thrown into the water. 

Both would have drowned but for 
efforts of D. W. Duncan and a friend 
who saw the accident from Peddrcks 
and succeeded in rescuing Talbot. 

Williams’ body has not been re- 
covered. He was unmarried and lived 
with his parents in the Carlmark cvt- 
tage on Bird street. 

Talbot, who was with Williams when 
the boat capsized and sunk, tells the 
following story of the affair. The boat 
was aracing dory belonging to Will- 
iams’ uncle. Williams was in charge 
of the boat and was supposed to know 
all about sailing her. We were sailing 
under two reefs near Rainsford Island 
when a squall struck us and we took 
aboard a little water. We then put 
about and started for home. 

When off Peddocks, Williams shook 
out one of the two reefs. This gave 

| the boat more sail than she could carry 
and we took aboard more wrter. Then 
ballast shifted and she capsized and 
sank. We were both good swimmers 
and struck out for Peddocks Island a 
quarter of a mile away. We were in 
the water nearly fifteen minutes and I 
was nearly exhausted.

{nside Facts About the Anti- 
Semite Outrage In Russia. 


FEARFUL ATROOITIES OOMMITTED 


Young Girl Torn In Two by Mol- 
davian Fiends Who Fought For 
Her Body—The Writer Says Pro- 
Sramme of Outrage Was Carefully 
Laid by Anti-Semite Leaders and 
Editor Kroushvan—Davitt’s Solu- 
tion of Jewish Problem. 


Michael Davitt, who was sent to Rus- 
sia to ascertain the facts about the 
massacre of the Jews in Kishineff, has 
traversed almost the whole territory 
within the Jewish pale of settlement 
from Odessa to Warsaw. The following 
extracts from his account of the atro- 
cities are taken from the New York 
American: 

I found that the origin of the riots 
at Kishineff was not as was reported 
by the Russian accounts, which alleg- 
ed that a Christian woman was struck 
by the Jew proprietor of a merry-go- 
round, which provoked the crowds 
of peasants to the ensuing riots. There 
is no truth in this story. I found the 
owner of the merry-go-round. He is 
a German named Reinhold Mergert 
and is a Christian. He assured me 
that no woman was insulted or hurt 
on that occasion. The real cause of 
| the disturbance is this: 

The only daily paper in Kishineff is 
the Bessarabyetz. It is violently anti- 
Semitic, and the chief editor, Kroush- 
van by name, is of Moldavian origin, 
and he has systematically inflamed the 
popular feeling against the Jews, as 
the foes of Russia, as the propagan- 
jor of socialism and as the enémies 


of the Christian religion. Kroushvan’'s 
attacks have been continuous for the 
last six years. Merchants and em- 
ployers giving work to Jews were held 
up to public odium, and the expulsion 
or extermination of the race was open- 
ly urged. 

Two events occurring shortly before 
| Easter were seized upon by Kroush- 
| van to incite the mob to murderous 
violence, One wus the murder of a boy 
by his relatives for gain.. The other 
} was the suicide of a girl at the Jewish 
hospital of Kishineff. The Bessara- 
Pes declared them to be both ritual 


murders by the Jews and summoned 
the Russian Christians to punish the 
authors of the alleged crimes. 

The chief rabbi of Kishineff, fearing 
the results of these appeals, hastened 
| to the Greek bishop and implored him 

to calm the popular mind by giving an 

episcopal assurance that no such ritual 
was practiced. The bishop's reply was 
that he feared there was some Semitic 
sect which really did indulge in the 
use of Christian blood in the Paschal 
| ceremonies, and he refused to inter- 
'vene, About the same time a body of 
representative Jews visited the gov- 
| ernor and warned him that Kroush- 
van's incitations would lead to murder 
unless restrained. General von Raaben 
assured the deputation that precau- 
tions would be taken, but no attempt 
was made to stop the appeals of the 

Bessarabyetz to the popular anti-Se- 
mitic hatred. 

Chief of Police Ichanzko was also re- 
quested to act in the interest of peace 
and curb the diatribes of the Bessara- 
byetz. He replied that it would “serve 
the Jews right if they were-driven 
from the city for encouraging the 
propaganda of socialism.” 

The superstitious populace, seeing 
the Jewish warnings unheeded, plan- 
ned an’attack for the Easter holidays. 
Kishineff Jews declare that Editor 
Kroushvan received a message from 
St. Petersburg on the eve of the out- 
break to plan the riots. A meeting 
was held and a plan of attack decided 
on. A few days previously a band of 
strangers arrived at Kishineff, com- 
prising thirty Albanians and some 
| Macedonians. They are believed to be 

| brigands brought especially for an at- 
tack on the Jews. 

The chief instigators of the riots 
were Kroushvan and his deputy editor 
}Theo Scherbani; Dr. Sinadino, who is 
of Greek origin; Dr. Gozylo, the Mol- 
davian Engineer-Balinski, who is sec- 
retary of the sanitary bureau; Notonl 
Pisarzevsky, Adam Boinsky, two sons 
of a prominent merchant named Sve- 
rov, two students, Malae and Oubran- 
ovitz; two Odessa students named 
Kreupansky and Captains Neclevitz 
and Birman. The actual leaders of the 
riots were students and seminarists 
from the Royal school] and the city re- 
ligious colleges. 

All the statements made to me agree 
that the seminarists directed the move- 
ments of the mob on both days, dis- 
guised as laborers and strangers. The 
rioters comprised thirty bands, aver-

| employees of the various departments 
| of the municipality, but artisans, labor 
fers and Moldavians from the suburbs 
formed the greater body of the rioters, 
with the Albanian strangers above 
| mentioned. These bands, with sticks 
and stones, but no firearms, attacked 
the Jewish quarters at thirty different 
points simultaneously, thus proving a 
deliberate plan of operation. 

All the evidence that I have gather- 
ed during eight days of searching in- 
quiry in Kishineff convinces me that 
the outbreak was not a casual or. acci- 
| dental uprising of a mob against the 
Jews, but was a carefully planned at- 
tack by the loca! anti-Semitic leaders, 
with the passive connivance of Chief 
of Police Ichanzko and the active en- 
couragement of some of his officers. 
You Raaben’s deplorable weakness in 
not employing his military force to 


a 
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quell the riots.durihg the first day is 
responsible for the horrors of that 
night and the massacres and the viola- 
tions of women and girls on the second 
day. 

It is impossible in the space of this 
telegram—which is the first possible to 
send after my thorough investigation 
owing to Russian censorship—to give 
all the facts and details in my posses- 
sion. Here are a few instances that 
were investigated by myself of the 
worst crimes: 

The Feldstein family was one of the 
most respectable in Kishineff. The 
mob attacked their saloon at noon on 
Sunday, April 9. The police barracks 
are 500 yards away. The soldiers and 
police patrolled the street during five 
hours of the day. Whe that section 
of the mob demolished the premises 
the leader of the mob found in the 
kitchen the meat for the family’s din- 
ner. He put it on a stick, mounted to 
the roof of the saloon, which is of one 
story, and, addressing the mob, the po- 
lice and the military in the street, de- 
clared, “Here are the remains of a 
Christian child found in the house of 
the wealthy Jew Feldstein!’ The fam- 
ily was saved by a Russian employee 
of Feldstein and a bumane gendarme 
from the fury of the mob, 

At 13 Asia street, in the Bender 
Rogatka quarter, some of the worst 
outrages were perpetrated. Twelve 
families, all Jewish artisans, lived in 
the yard. A mob of Moldavians, some 
IKtussian workingmen and a few Alba- 
nians attacked them. The majority of 
the Jewish men escaped, while the wo- 
men and girls, numbering sixteen, con- 
cealed themselves in a loft under the 
roof of a one story house. Four Jew- 
ish men tried to defend the place from 
the murderers oftheir wives and 
daughters, and these facts are related 
to me: 

One Mottel Freenspon, a glazier, was 
stunned by a blow from a bludgeon, 
and the Albanians mutilated him while 
still alive. They then choked a child 
two years old und cut out its tongue 
while alive. The other three men were 
killed and then had feathers put on 
their faces and fired. The mob then 
found its way to the loft where the 
Jewish women were concealed and 
continued their work of slaughter. 

The scene of the most diabolical 
crimes and violations committed by 
the mob was the Sktlanska Rogatka 
suburb, 80 per cent of the population 
of which are Moldavians, the Jews 
forming the remainder. The mob 
broke into the yard on the evening of 
the second day, Monday, April 10. 
Twenty-five persons, mostly women 
and children, Lid themselves in a shed. 
The houses in the yard were demolish- 
ed, and the mob was going away when 
the cry of a child in the shed indicated 
the place of concealment of the wo- 
men. The shed was instantly attacked 
by Moldavians, led by a father and 
son, who were nelghbors of the Jews. 
Gralispoon, the owuer of the shed, was 
killed, together with four other artti- 
sans, who were defending the place, 
and one woman, the wife of the own- 
er, was murdered after violation. The 
mob also found a pretty girl named 
Jeya Wouller,’aged thirteen, and her 
fate is so awful that I can only state 
that when the girl had actually been 
torn in two a dozen Moldavians fought 
for her body like famished wolves 
after life was extinct. Death was 
more merciful than the fiends who did 
this devilish deed of unspeakable in- 
famy. 

Many police officers did their duty 
and saved many lives in the Jewish 
districts. Among these was Officer 
Sloutschevsky of Bender Rogatka, who, 
with twelve men, drove the mob away. 
They went then to Asia street, where 
Officer Assofsky was patrolling, and he 
allowed them to commit the murders 
described. Many artillery officers hu- 
manely saved several Jewish women. 

During the progress of the first day’s 
outrages the bishop of Kishineff while 
on his way to a dinner with a rich no- 
ble passed in his carriage through the 
mob, giving his blessing to the crowd. 
Upon hearing this I refused to believe 
it possible and resolved to interview 
the nobleman, who is Michael Micola- 
vitch Kroupensky. He received me 
courteously and said: 

“Bishops in Russia_always give their 
blessing to people when passing 
through the streets. This instance was 
an accidental coincidence. The bishop 
is a humane man.” 

So that the fact remains that the 
bishop did pass through the mob on his 
way to dinner and uttered no word to 
persuade the mob to stop its murder 
and pillage. 

The military measures to preserve 
order were adequate when I left Kishi- 
neff, but if these are relaxed no protec- 
tion remains for the terrorized men, 
women and children against further 
violence. The journal! edited by Kroush- 
van is still circulating and, while more 
restrained, is keeping alive the racial 
animosity against the defenseless 
Jews. I would urge the following 
measures to afford them some protec- 
tion: 

First, that the government at St. Pe- 
tersburg issue a ukase declaring there 
is no truth in the horrible fiction of 
Jewish ritual murders of Christian 
children; second, that the bishops and 
clergymen of all towns and villages be 
compelled to read the same from their 
pulpits, thereby stopping the circula- 
tion of these atrocious legends within 
the borders of Russia, and, third, that 
a conference of the leading Jews of 
western Europe be held without delay 
to consider the best means to solve the 
problem of the Russian Jew and how 
Best to help the Jews of the pale to 
protect themselves under the existing 
Russian laws. 

Unléss some action of this nature is 
taken soon more outrages will follow. 
I found the feeling in the larger cities, 
where the Jews are strong, very ex- 
cited and apprehensive. In one city 
the Jews have purchased 9,000 re 
volvers to protect themselves.

In Bombardment of Figuig by 
French Troops 


SINE PRACTICE FROM HILLS 


Destroys Many Houses and Mosque of 
Rebellious Who Re- 
cently Attacked

The actual bombard 
went began at 7:3u o'clock aud iasted 
entil 11 a. m., when a great destruc- 
tion of houses had been wrought, the 
mosque destroyed and it is believed a 
great number of natives killed 

General O'Connor commands the 
punitive expedition, consisting of 4000 
of the foreign legion and a strong force 
of artillery armed with guns firing 
melinite shells. General O'Connor's 
plan was to advance on Fizguig in three 
columns and post his artillery on com- 
Iranding hills surrounding the rebel 
stronghold. 

At 9:30 a. m. the French troops oc- 
cupied two strategic positions, by a 
surprise movement. The raniparts of 
the town were then 1200 metres distant, 
and, like the houses which wer? nalf‘a 
mile behind them, built of compressed 
earth. From these hills the artillery 
made excellent practice, the melinite 
shells making a big breach in the ram- 
parts and destroying a multitude of 
bouses, the inhabitants of which fied 
at the first shots. Finally, the fire was 
concentrated on the mosque, which was 
much venerated, and the edilice was 
blown to pieces. his destruction of the 
mosque is expected to have great morul 
effect. The Moors, concealed in the 
palm groves, replied with artillery to 
the French bombardment, but without 
effect. At 11 o'clock the French guns 
were withdrawn to Dijiennan Ed-Duar, 
where General O'Connor was awaiting 
offers of submission when this dispatch 
left. 

All the women and children left the 
town before the action. The French 
fired a few shells at distant parts of the 
oasis in order to impress the Moors 
with the power and range of the French 


guns. 
There was no loss on the lreneh 
side. The French artillery tired 600 


shells at the town. The native cavalry, 
the chasseurs, and the troops of the 
foreign legion were posted during the 
bombardment at points surrounding the 
town, but the infantry did uot fire a 
single shot. 

The French troops have returned to 
their encampment. No decision bas 
been taken regarding future of-erations. 
It is possible, if the Figuig tribesmen 
do not come to terms, other villages 
in the oasis will be bombarded. ‘The 
expedition is resting today. General 
O'Connor has issued a general order 
congratulating the troops on the manner 
in which they acquitted themselves. 

The bulk of the population of Figuig 
is represented to be friendly to the 
I'rench, a8 neighboring tribes are as- 
sisting in the operations of the pupi- 
tive expedition, Trance has formally 
notified the powers that she has ).0 in- 
tention of taking Moroccan territory 
and will only punish the Arab brigauds 
who were responsible for the recent at- 
tack on the escort of Governor Gen- 
eral Jonnart.

Haverhill, Mass., June 9.—Charles K.

Sbock Too Great For Sheep 

Cherbourg, June 9.—The system of 
superimposed turrets on warships has 
been condemned by the naval commis- 
sion.

Auditor 
T’etty says that the accounts have been 
manipulated in such a clever manner 
that he was not certain of the exact 
situation until yesterday. 

Watson was a joint publisher of a 
news bulletin issued in this city. In 
uddition to running the paper de owned 
a barber shop which he has been trying 
to sell recently. Ile was the promoter 
of a patent 
treasurer of what is known as the Dis- 
trict Co-operative association, which 
takes its money from employes on de- 
posits and leuds it out again.

To show the demand for houses in 
Quincy, no better illustration is neces- 
sary than the experience of Mr. Richard 
Newcomb, who is remodeling a house 
on Wibird street.

The house is not tin- 
ished and has not been advertised to let 
or placed in the hands of an agent; 
there is not even a sign in the window, 
but in eight days Mr. Newcomb has re-

It is almost impossible to get desir- 
able houses in avy part of the city, and 
in Ward Two new employes at the 
shipyard find it extremely difficult to 
get lodging places, and some have been 
known to throw up their jobs for this 
reason. ‘This great demand for houses 
should be speedily supplied. This 
week the Fore River works have re- 
ceived another contract in excess of 
four million dollars and the demand for 
houses will be even greater.

Company the Other Winners. 


Secretary Moody, approved on Tues- 
day, says a special to the Herald, the 
construction board’s recommendation 
regarding the bids for the three 16,000- 
ton battleships, and awarded the Ver- 
mont to the Fore River Ship & Engine 
Company, at its bid of $4,179,000, the 
Kansas to the New York Ship Build- 
ing Company, at $4,165,000, and the 
Minnesota to the Newport News Ship 
Building Company, at $4,110, 000. 

On looking over the bids Mr. Moody 
thought they were uniformly too high, 
and accordingly asked for an explana- 
nation. Representatives of the contrac- 
tors informed him that the apparent 
high prices were due to the increased 
cost of raw material and increases of 
the wages of the workingmen. 

A strong pressure was exerted by 
Senator Penrose and others to have the 
board’s recommendation set aside and 
to have the Cramps’ bids for two ships, 
at a cost of $4,181,000, accepted, but 
the secretary decided to follow the 
board’s recommendation.

STORY OF BOOTH’S BURIAL. 


Pallbearer Says Redheaded Corpse 
Was Substituted For Assassin, 


Basil Moxley, veteran doorkeeper at 
Ford’s Grand Opera House in Balti- 
more, who has known all the theatrical 
celebrities of the last half century, de- 
clares positively that the body buried 
in Green Mount cemetery as that of 
John Wilkes Booth is the corpse of 
some other person, says the New York 
World. 

Mr. Moxley was moved to break his 
long silence by the story that came 
from Oklahoma that a man who died 
there recently declared on his death 
bed that he was really Lincoln's as- 
sassin. Mr. Moxley said: 

“Certainly the body buried in Green 
Mount was not that of Booth, for I was 
one of the pallbearers, and I can safe- 
ly say to you that there never were 
any two things in this world which re- 
sembled each other less than that body 
did John Wilkes Booth. I had known 
Booth all my life and was very close 
to the family. I saw the body several 
times. The hair on the dead man’s 
head was of a reddish brown color, 
while Booth’s was as black as jet. 

“Mrs. Booth, the mother of John 
Wilkes, was naturally nearly prostrat- 
ed with grief at her son's action and 
the stories of his horrible death in the 
barn and later the report that the gov- 
ernment had taken charge of the body. 
In order that the affair might become 
a thing of the past as soon as possible, 
some friends determined that it would 
be best to bring the body here (Balti- 
more) and bury it in the family lot in 
Green Mount. Through these friends 


Mrs. Booth applied to the government’ 


for the body. This brought matters to 
a crisis, for I do not believe that John 
Wilkes Booth was ever killed in that 
barn, and if any one was slain it was 
some innocent man who knew nothing 
of the real assassin. 

“At any rate, it was incumbent upon 
the government to furnish a body to 
make good its report that Booth had 
been killed, and it did so. Well, of 
course we were all very much surpris- 
ed at first—the four of us who were 
selected as pallbearers. We couclud- 
ed that it was better to say nothing 
more about it than to raise another hue 
and cry which might kill the mother, 
so we kept our discovery secret, con- 
soled the mother and buried the body 
as that of John Wilkes Booth.”

The general is 
sceptical regarding the promises of 
surrender, owing to the fanaticisin of 
|the population. The raising of the 
standard of a holy war by any chief 
would lead to the promises being re-

General O'Connor has decided to wait 
24 hours, when, if the bead men have 
not made their submission, be will re- 
sume operations. The inhabitants of 
Figuig are terrorized by the power of 
the French shells which reduced the 
town to a mass of ruins and they are 
particularly impressed by the fact that 
the French did not have a single man 
killed or wounded.

By German Antarctic Explor- 
ing Expedition

NAMED FOR THE EMPEROR 


Covered With Ice, With Exception 
of Extinct Voicano—No Sickuess, Ac- 
cident or Death Among Members 


of Expedition During Journey 


Simonstown, Cape Colony, June 10.— 
The German Antarctic steamer Gauss 
has arrived here and will remain about 
three weeks to refit and then will pro- 
The vessel shows 
outward signs of her experiences in the 


ceed homewards. 


ice. The expedition has been a great 
success and not a single casualty oc- 
curred among those on board throughout 
her stay in the Antarctic regions. 

After sailing from Cape Town Dec. 
7, 1901, the Gauss called at Herguelen 
island, where a party was landed. The 
vessel reached floating ice Feb. 14, 1902, 
and was icebound on Feb. 22 in lat. 66.30 
and west tong. 90. The expedition dis- 
covered a new land, which they named 
Emperor William II Land. It was cov- 
ered with ice, with the exception of an 
inactive yoleano. The expedition was 
icebound here for almost a year, the 
ship being fast in the pack ice. ‘The 
crew went into winter quarters, and 
many scientific investigations were 
earried out during this period. Sev- 
eral expeditions with dogs and sleizhs 
left the winter quarters, but found the 
season too advanced and their progress 
was bampered by fearful snowstorms 
and darkness. 

The Gauss made her way out of the 
ice with northward flowing currents, 
and leaving the ice April § of this year, 
she proceeded to Durban, passing 
Kerguelen island and calling at St. 
Paul and New Amsterdam islands, 

The expedition enjoyed good health 
and there was no sickness, accident or 
death among its members. Professor 
Drygalski speaks in the highest terms 
of the vessel, both at sea and in the 
fice and as regards its equipment. 
There were enough provisions on 
board to last the expedition inother two 
years. There was no trouble with the 
dog teams. 

The results of the 
briefly: The discovery of u new land 
in the Polar circle and innumerable 
investigations of interest to scientists.

QUARREL BETWEEN BOYS 


Has Its Sequel In the Indictment of 
a Woman For Murder 

St. Johnsbury, Vt., June 10.—A Dill 
charging Mrs. Jennie Aldrich of East 
Hardwick with the murder of Mrs. 
Mary Massey on April 12 has been re- 
ported by the grand jury of Caledonia 
county. The case will be tried at this 
term of court. Mrs. Aldrich has been 
in the county jail under $2000 bonds 
since the assault. 

The state, in the preliminary hearing, 
alleged that the Massey boy and the 
Aldrich boy became involved in a quar- 
rel over the question of fishing in the 
stream which runs along in the rear of 
the Massey home; that Mrs. Massey in- 
terfered and that Mrs. Aldrich ran 
trom her house, crept up behind Mrs. 
Massey, threw her to the ground, kicked 
her and beat her, and then, dragging 
her to the edge of a steep embank- 
ment, threw her to the bottom of the 
ravine, 20 feet kelow. Here, for sev- 
eral hours, Mrs. Massey remained in an 
unconscious state, but eventually, re- 
gaining her senses, crawled to her home 
on her hands and knees. On the next 
day she died. 


Deluge Followed Drought 

Clinton, Mass., June 10.—Clinton’s 
drought wus bgypken when, within an 
hour, nearly 2% inches of rain fell. 
The downpour was confined chiefly to 
Clinton, as surrounding towns report 
only a moderate rainfall. Streets here 
were badly washed, the street drainage 
system not being equal to the demands 
inade upon it.

chanic street were flooded. During the 
storm lightning struck in several 
places. Street railway traffic was in- 


terrupted and the telephone system wus 
out of commission for several hours. 


Robbers Plead Guilty 

Providence, June 10.—James Skinner 
and Bertram Spencer, each aged 23 
years, pleaded guilty to three charges 
of breaking and entering and the lar- 
ceny of jewelry and silverware and 
were held in the sum of $6000 each. 
The police believe that the prisoners 
lave been implicated in 15 or more 
burglaries in this city recently. Ros- 
ton and Brockton police have been 
notified of the arrests. 


Folan’s Assailant Unkoown 

Providence, June 10.—The decision of 
Coroner Lincoln in the case of John 
J. Folan was that death was caus™l by 
delirium tremens, superinduced by in- 
juries to his dead, which injuries were 
produced by some unknown person. 
Folan was struck on the head ina 
saloon at Central Falls. Charles King 
Was arrested on the charge of muaon- 
slaughter, but was discharged after a 
hearing. 


Car Struck Telegraph Pole 

Marlboro, Mass., June 10.—An _ elece- 
tric cur jumped the track on a curve 
here last uight and crashed into a 
telegraph pole. Motorman Dowse wis 
hurt in the back, but not seriously, and 
the 10 passengers were badly shaken 
up, oue being otherwise injured. The 
front of the car was smashed in and 
the rear truck twisted, while the line 
was blocked for several hours. 


Wouldn’t Return Union Card 

3ridgeport, Conn., June 10.—Albert 
Young, a boss barber, is in jail in de- 
fault of bonds to defend himself against 
the suit of the Barbers’ union to re- 
cover possession of the union card is- 
sued to him for his shop. Young on 
last Saturday hired a non-union mau 
to help in the shop, and the union made 
a demand upon Young for the card and 
he refused to comply. 


Anti-Fraud Measure Signed 

Boston, June 10.—Governor Bates 
has signed the bill to prohibit the sale 
of merchandise in bulk in fraud of 
creditors. This is the bill to which 
reference was made in connection with 
bribery charges made by George J. 
Ikaymond, who said that be wns told 
that a similar bill was held up last year 
because no one would pay to have it 
passed. 


Jury Agreed at Fourth Trial 

Northampton, Mass., June 10.—After 
three disagreements the fourth trial of 
Estella Clement against the Boston and 
Maine road for damages alleged to have 
been received while a passenger on a 
car of the defendant, the jury awarded 
$5000. Tho plaintiff claimed she was 
thrown froin a car by the sudden start- 
ing of a train as she was about to 
alight. 


Cattle Buyer Sent to Prison 

Middlebury, Vt, June  10.—Mark 
Carr, one of the most prominent cattie 
buyers in Addison county, Was sen- 
tenced to state prison for not less than 
two nor more than three years for 
grand larceny. According to the testi- 
mouy, he took several calyes from yards 
of neighbors and sold them, keeping the 
receipts.

Holyoke, Mass., June 10.—Because of 
the strike in the finishing departments 
Dine paper will plants in this city have 
shut down, throwing about 1500 bands 
out of empl yment.

WILL BE PIGEON-HOLED 


Tariff Issue Dropped In British 
House of Commons 


BALFOUR AS A PEACEMAKER 


Makes a Non-Committal Speech For 
the Government and Relieves Cham- 
Derlain of Necessity of Resigning— 


No Serious Differences In Cabinet 


London, June 11.—By a dextrous 
aud extraordinary speech, Premier Bal- 
four last night temporarily smoothed 
over the differences in the cabinet, re- 
lieved Colonial Secretary Chamberiain 
of any necessity of resigning, aud for 
the moment averted a which 
threatened ¢he Unionist party. This 
Mr. Balfour accomplished without com- 
mitting the government either to pro- 
tection or free trade, though the effect 
of his speech will generally be taken to 
mean that the tariff issue is to be 
sbelved for the present. Henry Chap- 
lin’s amendmeat, which gave rise to the 
most interesting debate of the present 
parliament, was defeated by the over- 
whelming majority of 396 votes, com- 
posed of Unionists, Liberals and Irish 
mnembers. The minority who sup- 
ported Mr. Chaplin’s amendment were 
almost all followers of the government, 
while many others of the Conservative 
party ubstained from voting. 

It was 10:30 last night when Premier 
Balfour sprang to his feet to reply to 
the taunts of the opposition, and ap- 
pea!ls from his own party. 

In a whimsical vein, Mr. Balfour ex- 
plained that the only reason that the 
corn tax was put on was because the 
government wanted money, and the only 
reason it was taken off was because the 
government wanted money no longer. 
Reverting to the charges of vacillation 
made against him, the premier declared 
that he himself, though a believer in 
free trade (which statement met with 
loud appiause), did not regard it as a 
fetish, and he had absolutely an open 
mind regarding the necessity for any 
alterations in a system which was 
founded to suit conditions of 50 years 
ngo. He refused not only to muke a 
statement of any finality upon such an 
important question, but he also refused 
to compel his colleagues to couform to 
a standard of opinion upon which he 
himself had an open mind. He admit- 
ted that differences of opinion existed 
within the cabinet, but these were not 
serious enoush to cause the resignation 
of any member. 

Mr. Balfour made an impassioned 
plea, enforced by the precedents of fric- 
tien in Mr. Gladstone's ministries, for 
ullowing the premier to retain an open 
mind upon a question so difficult and 
so superior to all party issues. ‘The 
speaker did not believe that the country 
would ever return to the old protective 
syaten: and no tax on food was ever 
imposed without the full assent of the 
working classes. They were con- 
fronted, however, continued the pre- 
mier, by three great phenomenons: 
lluge tariff walls against the united 
kingdom, the growth of the trusts, and 
the desire of the colonies for closer fiscal 
union with the mother country. These 
factors could not be ignored. He main- 
tained that the method of starting a 
publie discussion was the only way to 
deal with them, though he did not com- 
mit himself to Mr. Chamberlain’s more 
advanced program. It would be folly 
and rashuess, he said, to interfere with 
the great system which had been in 
operation for so many years without 
the most careful examination and with- 
out due regard for history and the tra- 
ditions of the past, while at the same 
time they could not ignore those new 
problems which the ever-changing fuce 
of industrial life presented for decisioa 
and the action of statesmen. 

This non-committal speech and appeal, 
made with all the eloquence and 
magnetism which Mr. Balfour wields 
so successfully, for an open mind not 
only in the cabinet, but in the Unionist 
party, bronght a constant salvo of 
cheers. Throughout, Mr. Chamberlain 
sat the behind the leader of the house, 
beaming with satisfaction. 

With the exception of some irrecon- 
cilable malcontents, the Unionist party 
is greatly relleved by the outcowe of 
the debate, a!l the members expressing 
gladness that the crisis is passed, 
though at the same time believing that 
the same cabinet cannot long contiuue 
to embrace such opposites on the fiscal 
policy of Great Britain as Colonial 
Secretary Chamberlain and Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer Ritchie. 

It is reported that the Duke of 
Devonshire at the king’s wish actedasa 
mediator and played an important part 
fu patching up the cabinet crisis. King 
Edward regards his coming visit to Ire- 
land as of the utmost importence and 
the visit could not occur if parliament 
were dissolved.

Its President and Funds 
Birmingham, Ala., June 11.—-With 
President Cornwall in parts unknown 
and short nearly $280,000, the Bessemer 
Savings bank, one of the strongest in- 


stitutions in the district, closed its 
doors and asked for a receiver today. 
President Cornwall left three notes ex- 
Plaining the shortage. In one, addressed 
to the public, he says that he lost the 
money trying to make up $42,000 he lost 
in a legitimate business transaction. 
He further exonerates all the officers of 
the bank and takes the whole blame 
on himself. In a letter to his wife he 
Stated that he would not commit sui- 
cide, but would let her know if he died. 
In a third letter, addressed to Cashier 
Cockrill, he states that he had nothing 
left for him to do but “wander on the 
face of the earth or become a convict 
{n the state mines.” 

The bank will probably not be able to 
Meet a payinent of more than a very 
small percentage on its deposits. The 
bank was organized in 1891 with a 
capital stock of $100,000 and had de- 
posits of about $260,000. 


Fighting For Oil Fields 

Berlin, June 11.—The competition te- 
tween the Standard Oi] company and 
the Disconto Gesollschaft of this city 
for the purchase of the Roumanian oil 
wells is keeping the German press busy. 
‘The statement is published here that 
the German concerr has obtained great 
concessions on the condition that the 
Berlin bank regulate the Roumanian 
finances. The individual owners of the 
oil wells are said to be dissatistied at 
these arranzemeuts. They wish per- 
mission to sell their property to who- 
ever will pay the highest price. Yhe 
owners favor the Standard Oil com- 
pany because the tatter, it is said, will 
spend $20,000,000 in the acquisition of 
the oii fields. Political revelations are 
also likely to develop from this oil war. 


Jewish Sympath z-rs Muzzled 

New York, June 11.—The Jewish 
Daily News kas received the following 
cablegram from Warsaw: “The gov- 
ernor general bas prohibited public 
memorial services for the Kishineff 
victims. Speakers must refrain from 
inentioring the affair, The ezar has or- 
dered Jewish newspapers to discon- 
tinue printing subscription lists for the 
Kishbineff survivors. The Voschod has 


recelved a second warning.’ ‘The 
Vosehed is a St. Petersburg paper 
which blamed the euthorities. In the 


ezar’s dominions papers are suppressed 
after the third warning. 


Strikers Broke Into Building 

Kingston, N. Y., June 11.—Six hun- 
dred striking employes of the American 
Cigar company marched to the factory, 
broke into the building and compelied 
50 employes who refused to strike to 
quit work. After two hours the police 
drove the strikers from the bullding 
and established a strong guard. The 
strikers claimed they had a right to 
stay until the company paid them their 
back wages. The company claims it 
cannot finish the payrolls before Friday. 


He Wrote Famous Message 

Albany, June 11.—George RB. Me- 
Carter, a prominent Democrat of north- 
ern New York, ind one of the first chiefs 
of the bureau of engraving and printing 
at Washington, died at his home in 
Salem, aged 71. He was the man who 
wrote, on dictation, as private secretary 
to General Dix, secretary of the treasury 
in President Buchanan's cabinet, that 
famous message: “If auy man hauls 
down the American flag, shoot him on 
the spot.” 


Scientific Results Not Given Out 

London, June 11.—Ata meeting of the 
Royal Geographical society last night 
Pesident Markham replied to the 
criticisms in the house of commons re- 
centiy upon the bad financial mannage- 
ment of the British expedition sent to 
the Antarctic in the steamer Discovery, 
but declared that all discussion on the 
scientific results of the expedition 
should be reserved until Captain Scott 
returns to England. 


HARVARD'S BIG CHANGES 


Women Barred From the Yard at 
This Year's Commencement, 
There are to be radical changes in 
Harvard's commencements, beginning 
with this year, says a Boston special to 

the New York Evening Journal. 

In the first place, women are to be 
debarred the yard and the alumni are 
thus to be afforded opportunity to 
make all the noise and drink all the 
punch they choose, free from the es- 
pionage of wives and mothers who 
may happen to be members of the W. 
C2. Uv. 

Then the distribution of diplomas is 
to cease. The number of persons enti- 
tled to these documents has grown so 
large that it has been decided to deliv- 
er them from several places instead of 
from the stage of Sander’s theater. 

Moreover the diplomas themselves 
are to be very different from the tradi- 
tional sheepskin, huge in size and not 
overornamenta! in contents.

---Water from 2 to 15 Feet 


Deep---Lives Lost. 


St. Louis, June 11.—Almost two- 
thirds of the territory of Bast St. Louis 
is under from 2 to 15 feet of water. 


Eleven lives have been sacrificed to 


the waters and damage which no man 
attempts to estimate bas been done to 
property. 

Probably never before in the history 


of the country has a more valiant fight 
been made by brave men, with defeat 
staring them in the face, to protect lives 
and property than has been made by 
the citizens of East St. Louis. When 
the rising Mississippi began to threaten 
the city last Thursday morning, Mayor 
Cook ordered men to work to construct 
sand bag levees at once. The river 
rose higher and more men were em- 
ployed. Citizens of the best classes 
worked side by side with the laborers. 
Since Thursday morning 5000 men, un- 
der the leadership of Mayor Cook, with- 
out sleep, with little rest and food 
snatched at intervals, have toiled un- 
ceasingly to strengthen levees and to 
do everything possible to save the city. 

Not a wheel of industry is turning in 
East St. Louis. The smokeless chim- 
neys of manufacturing plants stand 
lifeless while the flood whirls at the 
foundations. ‘The vast railroad yards 
are outlined by hundreds of half-sub- 
merged cars and here and there stand lo- 
comotives only half visible. Huge 
grain elevators stand surrounded by a 
veritable sea. 

To the south, beyond the railway yard, 
are thousands of homes, mainly humble 
cottages owned by laborers and contain- 
ing their all, submerged to the eaves. 
In northern East St. Louis the descrip- 
tion is repeated, but vot on so large a 
scale. 

Along the river front to the west a 
levee of sand bags from two to six feet 
high and two miles long keeps the 
river out. 

Without warning the river suddenly 
began to rise. The city was made safe 
along the river front, but suddenly a 
new danger menaced. Word wus re- 
ceived that the Illinois Central em- 
bankment skirting the river along the 
southern boundary of the city was 
threatening to give way. Couriers were 
sent on horseback and afoot to shout 
warnings to the inhabitants of the 
southern half of the city. Carloads of 
sand bags were rushed to the place and 
work was hurriedly begun. Accus- 
tomed to warnings of impending danger, 
the inhabitants did not leave their 
homes. Higher and higher crept the 
water until a thin stream began pour- 
ing over the embankment and suddenly 
it broke. 

The alarm spread like wildfire and 
whistles were blown, bells rung, shots 
fired and cries of warning were sounded, 
but with all this pandemonium, tbe 
majority of the aroused inhabitants did 
not leave their homes. 

Within an hour the houses stood in 
water that reached to the roofs of the 
one-story cottages. It is known that 
hunmbers of people fled to the Cen- 
tennial hotel, a four-story brick struc- 
ture, and to the large brick buildings 
of the Washington and Franklin high 
schools. But none of these bwidings 
contained more than 250 persons, and 
although the rescue boats found many 
peopie in second stories and on house- 
tops, there ure rows upon rows of cot- 
tages that do not show a sign of life. 
There is grave fear that many bodies 


will be found in the flooded cottages and | 


ip this section of the city. Ithas been 


practically impossible to learn or an 
thentical deaths, but from the 
reliable sources it is believed that 11 
persons were drowned, four of who'n 
perished ov the north side. 

As fast as scows could be 
they were launched and volunteers 
started on rescue missions. Word was 
sent out ge erally for more boats and 
the govervment responded through 
United States District Attorney Dyer 
In St. Louis. who issued an order to 
contiscate temporarily all boats seen in 
and around St. Louis, regardless of 
ownership, and rush them to East St. 
Louis to the desolated city. Volunteer 
oarsmen promptly manned every boat 
furnished and soon scores of craft were 
rescuing flood sufferers. 

When boats were rowed aloneside 
homes where the’ occupants were ma- 
rooned in second stories and on roofs in 
the great majority of cases the oven- 
pants could not be induced to leave 
They said that to leave meant that their 
belongings would be left to the mercy of 
river thieves and they would remain 
and stand guard. Strangely the women 
were those most unwilling to be rescued, 
although some of them wept in terror. 

Any thieves or possible levee cutters 
are to be shot down instantly. Martial 
law has not been proclaimed officially, 
but East St. Louis is practically gov- 
erned under such a condition during the 
fiood and there is no place for idle 
curious persons.

Denver, June 11.—Acting under in- 
structions from Washington, General 
Baldwin has ordered the United States 
troops from Fort Grant and Fort 
Huachuaca, Ariz., to proceed to Lo- 
rencl, Ariz., where 3000 miners are-on 
strike. The first of the troops should 
reach Morenci by noon today and the 
remainder early Friday.

Raleigh, June 11.—The supreme court 
has aflirmed the decision of the lower 
court in the ense of James Wilcox, sen- 
tenced to 30 years’ imprisonment for 
the killing of Miss Nellie Cropsey, near 
Elizabeth City. 


Suicide In Police Station 
Boston, June 11.—Joseph H. Carney 
committed suicide at station 4 by 
hanging with his necktie to the bars of 
his cell door. Carney had been placed 
under arrest for intoxication.

Louis is, or was, a city of 20,655 popu- 
lation by the census of 1900, about a 
fifth larger than Quincy. It is connected 
with St. Louis by two high bridges, 
and all the railroads from the east, 
north and south centre there and cross 
the river. Early in May the Mississippi 
river was so low that the Monitor 
Arkansas which participated in the 
World’s Fair dedication was unable to 
return to the Gulf of Mexico. Then 
there was over 80 feet headway for 
steamers under the Kads bridge, but 
today the river has risen nearly forty 
feet, and steamboats are unable to pass 
under the bridges. It is a serious time 
in the low lands along the Mississippi 
river,

MAINE’S FOREST FIRES 
Reeulted In Loss, From Stump to 
Saw, of About $10,800,000 
Bangor, Me. June 11.—Reports com- 
tng In from the fire swept districts of 
northern Maine indicate that tho esti- 
wates of damages by the great forest 


fires have been far too low rather than 
exaggerated, as many at first thought. 
While detailed reports have not been 
received from all sections, Jobn Cassidy 
of this city, one of the foremost lumber- 
men of the state, basing his estimates 
on what already is known, gives as his 
opinion that the total loss on standing 
timber alone will exceed $10,000,000. 
Mr. Cassidy says that at least 360,000 
acres of timber bad been burned over, 
upon which, at an average of 2000 feet 
to the acre, stood about 900,000,099 feet 
of timber. Ihe stumpage is worth frou 
$2 to $4 per M, and at an average of $8 
per M the owners would lose in stu:mp- 
age fees not less than $2,700,000 

But, says Cassidy, the actual loss by 
the timber fires is far greater than the 
value of the stumpage. The loss to the 
various industries, from stump to saw, 
must be considered, and taking it all to- 
gether he sets the loss to the people on 
$00,000,000 feet, or $10,800,000. The 
timber destroyed is an amount equal 
to four years’ cut on the Penobscot river, 
and more than a year’s cut in the entire 
state. 


Eva Boover’s Presence of Mind 

Haverhill, Mass, June 11.—Mrs. 
Herbert Scannell had just left her house 
when an oil stove exploded. Eva 
Boover, aged 14, who was in the front 
room, ran into the kitchen and threw 
the stove out of the window. ‘The 
burning oi] had ignited the kitchen 
partitions afd floor. Eva picked up the 
14-months-old daughter of Mrs. Scan- 
nell and carried her out of danger into 
the yard, then going back and carrying 
out a 5-year-old girl who was too 
frightened to make her escape. The 
property loss amounted to several! hun- 
dred dollars. 


On a Terrorizing Tour 

Lynn, Mass., June 11.—A man who 
gave his name as Sidney Laraby ran 
amuck on Munroe street late last night 
and although no one was hurt more 
than 200 persons were badly frightened 
before the man was arrested. Laraby 
was armed with a huge dirkknife and 
every one who came along was made 
the object of an attack. Before mid- 
night Laraby had the street to himself. 
When Patrolman Thorn atempted to 
arrest the man Laraby attacked him, 
but after a struggige he was subdued 
and locked up. 


Death Won Brief Race 

Providence, June 11.—With an S& 
months’-old baby gasping in her arms, 
Mrs. Mary Brown ran ina frenzy 
through the streets at top speed, scream- 
ing to pedestrians not to interrupt her 
progress, from the home of Mattie 
Baldwin to the office of Dr. Duffy, oniy 
to find that fhe child had died on the 
way. Death was due to strangulation, 
a piece of bread having lodged in the 
baby’s throat. 


To Search For Young Clark 

Beverly, Mass., June 11.—The search 
for Wilbur Clark, aged 5, who disap- 
peared at Chebacco pond a yearago this 
month, will be resumed next Sunday. 
Before the systemactic search that will 
begin Sunday ends the 85 miles of wood- 
land about the Chebacco pond will be 
tramped over. ‘There is a reward of 
$1600 for the one who ean furnish the 
father definite information of the lost 
child. 


Flood Quickly Soaked Up 
Rarre, Vt., June 11.—A sharp elec- 
trical storm passed over this section, 
two inches of rain falling in two hours. 
Streams rose rapidly and almost as 
quickly receded, as the moisture was 
taken up by the ground. Lightning 
wrecked telegraph, light and telephone 
circuits and ignited numerous smal! 
structures, no particularly heavy dam-

REED CANNOT BE FOUND 


Disappearance of a Well 
Known Boston Lawyer 


LARGE DEBTS LEFT BEHIND 


Organized a Brewing Company Which 
Collapsed and Subsequently En- 
gaged In Mining Ventures—Has 
Been Hard Pressed by Creditors 


Boston, June 11.—William G. Reed, 
formerly one of Boston's leading law- 
yers and Republican politicians, has 
been missing from Boston for more 
than a mouth and none of his many 
friends appears to know his present 
whereabouts. It is a well known fact 
that lKeed is financially embarrassed 
and by many it ts alleged that this is 


the chief reason for his present absence 
from Boston. His indebtedness is said 
te exceed $100,000 and duriug the past 
two years many civil suits have been 
brought against him, everything that 
his creditors could lay their hauds up- 
on having been attached. 

Up to the present time nothing of a 
direct criminal nature bas been brought 
against Keed, although last March in- 
spectors connected with the bureau of 
criminal investigation made investiga- 
tions in regard to his dealings in cer- 
tain mining properties, as the result 
of complaints that were made to Chief 
Inspector Watts by people who claimed 
to have been his victims. However, the 
police were unable to secure a warrant 
for the urrest of Reed, as the result of 
the investigations showed that the 
dealings were more of a civil than a 
criminal nature. 

‘The information that Reed is missing 
from Boston came as a big surprise to 
many of his friends and acquaintances, 
although it was generally known that 
he had not been seen around his old 
haunts for a long time. 

Mr. Reed had attractive offices In the 
Board of Trade building, on State street. 
The agent who has charge of renting 
the property said that Reed had not 
been seen at the oftices for more than 
a month and that the Board of ‘Trade 
Building Trust had taken possession 
of the offices, as Reed owed consider- 
able rent. 

Mr. Reed was formerly prominent 
because of the fact that he was law 
partner of ex-Mayor Curtis. Ha be- 
came known as a promoter by organiz- 
ing the Hub Brewing company, which 
afterwards went into the hands of a 
receiver. A great many politicians and 
liquor dealers bought stock in the com- 
pany and when the company collapsed 
many people lost much money. Sub- 
sequently he was interested In fully half 
a dozen mining schemes. In connec- 
tion with el] these mining ventures 
Reed organized companies and in many 
of them he became the treasurer. He 
prevailed upon his friends in both the 
business, legal and political world, to 
invest thelr money, but in nearly every 
case the investments proved un- 
profitable, and Reed’s own possessions 
went along with theirs. 

Until recently he had ocenpied with 
his family (a wife and two sons) the 
liandsome residence at 207 Bay State 
road, Back Bay. The property was 
valued at $30,000, but Reed had only 
a small equity in it, as it was heavily 
mortgaged. The mortgagee recently 
foreclosed, nnd the property is to be 
sold at pubiic auction for unpaid taxes. 

Mr. Reed's oldest son has been at- 
tending Harvard university recently, 
but inquiry at that institution revealed 
the fact that he is also absent from 
the c‘ty, and the interpretation put upon 
these facts by those interested is that 
the entire family has gone away. 

Reed is a graduate from Dartmouth 
college and a member of a number of 
leading clubs. 


Americans Meet Kalser’s Wants

jam circulating in army and govern- 
tnent circles.

A TRIPLE MURDERER 


Mrs McKnight May Have Caused the 
Death of Fifteen Others 
Kalkaska, Mich., June 11.—After two 
week’s work Prosecutor Smith has se- 
cured the confession of Mrs. Mary 
McKnight to the cold-blooded, pre- 
meditated murder of her own brother, 


Jdohn Murphy, Gertrude Murphy, his 
young wife, and their 8-months-old 
baby: She said: “I did'nt inteid 


hurm to @ny of them. The hahy woke 
up and cried while its mother was gone 
and I mixed up a little strychnine ina 
glass with some water and gave a 
spoonful to the baby. When Gertrude 
came home rrd found the baby dead she 
got awfully nervous. She cume to me 
and said: Mary, can’t you give me 
something to quiet me? I said that 
I would, and I gave her one of the 
capsules. She had spasms right after 
that, and I suppose that It was the 
strychnine that killed her. John was 
feeling bad one night, a couple of weeks 
after Gertrude died. He came to me 
and wanted something to quiet him. I 
had two or three of the capsules on my 
dresser and I told Lim to go and get 
One of them. I thought {It would sooth 
him and then I thought that it would be 
for the best if he were to go anyway. 
He helped himself. Then he went to 
bed, and bye and bye he called me. 
Mother came too, and he began to have 
these same spasms. I suppose that 
the strychnine was working.” 

The whole of the confession was 
given voluntarily and Mrs. MeKuight 
signed it after Prosecutor Smith had 
written it out. 

Eight other persons besides the three 
to whose murder Mrs. McKaight con- 
fessed, investigation shows, have died 
in the past 15 years under cireum- 
stances that are thought to be very sus- 
picious. All of the eight were either 
relatives or intimate friends who died 
while living with Mrs. McKnight or 
while she was at their house. Al are 
said to have shown symptoms that are 
how believed to indicate strychnine 
poisoning.

Washington, June 12.—Fourth As-

throughout the country. 

The object is to determine the necessi- 
ty of such stations and whether influ- 
ence or ccllusion of any sort between 
officials and outside parties is re- 
sponsible for their existence. 

The recent acknowledginent of Gen- 
eral Dudley, former commissioner of 
pepsions, that he accepted a fee of $100 
for securing the establishment of a sub- 
station in this city for a druggist called 
the attention of the officials to the sub- 
ject. 

Postmuster Van Cott of New York 
bas been called upon for a report on the 
apparently ¢xcessive number of cashiers 
und sipilar employes in the New York 
oftice. 

rhe department officials want infor- 
mation as to the duties of the in- 
curffgents of the New York office and 
other data with a view to correcting any 
abuses that may exist. 

New York, dune 12.—Four additional 
postotiice inspectors have arrived here 
from the west to assist in the investiga- 
tions of the New York postoffice and 
48 men now filling places in the general 
postoffice as superintendents were in- 
formed by the first assistant postmaster 
general, through a letter to Postmaster 
Van Cott, that they would in all prob- 
ability have to be reduced to the grade 
of a coimmon clerk and in addition have 
their pay cut $250 to $1000 a year each. 

In the genera] postottice are 48 men 
designated on the payrolls and roster of 
the departinent as cashiers and tinance 
clerks. They are really superintendents 
of departments for which there is no 
Official classification or designation. 
That they might draw a salary in keep- 
ing with the work demanded they were 
placed on the rolls as cashiers and 
finance clerks. Through this classifiea- 
tion the men were paid $2000 and $2200 
per annum. The result of yesterday's 
order, unless modified, will be to reduce 
them to positions at $1400. 

Neither lostmaster Van Cott nor his 
son will talk except to say that neither 
intend to resign, The postmaster says 
he is doing his duty and that his son 
is doing his also and that is all there 
is to it. 

Young Van Cott denied with em- 
phasis that any stenographer employed 
in the postotlice was employed in any 

capacity in his private business,

General O'Connor returned to his nead- 
quarters today. 


Textile Workers Encouraged 

Philadelphia, June 12.—The granting 
of concessions in four mills and the 
coming out of the operatives in another 
has revived the hopes of the textile 
workers in an early settlement of the 
strike. Two of the four mills conced- 
ing the shorter work week included the 
granting of 60 hours’ pay for 55 hours’ 
work. 


Not Damaged by Grounding 

Halifax, June 12.—Steamer. Halifax, 
which ran ashore at Point Pleasant yes- 
terday, was floated with the aid of tugs 
at high tide last night. She is ap- 
parently littledamaged. The steamer is 
now taking in cargo and will sail for 
Boston this afternoon. * 


Watson Secures*$20,000 Bail

VERDICT T REACHED 


In the Case of Williaa Stearns, the 
Alleged Winchester “Siugger” 
Cambridge, Mass., June 12. -Phe trial 
of Willian) H. Stearns, the alleged Win- 
chester “slugger,” is concluded in tae 
Middlesex superior court and it is ex- 
pected that a sealed verdict will be re- 


turned today. The jury retired at 4:20 
o'clock yesterday afternoon for con- 
sideration of the evidence, and remained 
secreted in their room until about 10 
o'clock. They then left the court house 
for their homes. Had there been a dis- 
agreement and in the absence of special 
instructions from Judge Lawton they 
would have been compelled to remain in 
session uptij some decision was reached.

Shows Her Heels to Constitu- 
tion and Co'umbia 


SMOOTH SEA AND LIGHT AIR 


In a Race Over America’s Cup Course, 
In Which Great Scamanship Was 
Displayed—Won by Half a Mile 
From Closest Competitor 


New York, Jun2 12.—Tbat she has no 
equal in American waters in a smooth 
sea and a light wind, the Reliance em- 


phasized by another victory over both 
the Constitution aud the Columbia; but 
the new craft has yet to demonstrate 
her superiority in rough water and 
strong winds. 

After a sharp brush, which continued 
for nearly an hour, the Reliance got 
the lead over the Constitution and held 
it to the tinish, defeating her by 5 
minutes, 5z seconds. ‘The. Columbia 
lost five minutes by a shift of wind 
which placed her to leeward of the 
others. ‘the Reliance beat her by 12 
minutes, 54 seconds. The race was 
sailed over the America’s cup course, 
15 miles from Sandy Hook, to wind- 
ward and return, 30 miles around. 

It was a fauiticss sturt, the three 
boats crossing the line almost side by 
side, but Captain Rhoades had once 
more placed the Constitution in @ po- 
sition to blanket the Reliance, while 
the Columbia was in the lee of both. 
All carried club topsails and baby- 
jibtopsails. 

At the start the Columbia gave evi- 
dence for the first time this season of 
the sailing qualities that had made her 
a cup defender, In surprising fashion 
she drew out from under the Reliance’s 
lee, dropping the new boat astern, but 
to windward. For a few moments it 
looked as if the faithful defender had 
recovered her form of two years ago, 
for the first tack had placed ber to 
windward of the other boats. Then 
she began to drop astern, though hold- 
ing her windward position and, after 
half an hour’s sailing, tacked and 
stood iuway to the eastward, while Re- 
liance and Constitution kept on their 
tack southward. Meanwhile the contest 
between the Re!lance and Constitution 
was close and spirited. 


In the first five minutes the Rellance; 


began to outfoot the Constitution and 
to work out from her position under the 
lee bow of the older boat, so-that when 
the Constitution tacked at 12:21 the 
Reliance had got the coveted windward 
berth. By splendid seamanship and 
pinching his boat into the wind until 
her jibtepsail fluttered Captain Barr 
had worked the heliance 409 yards to 
windward of his rival. Failing to work 
cut of a position in the lee of the Re 
liance the Constitution went about and 
when the Reliance prdmptly followed, 
tacked again, only to fall into line with 
the leader, but farther astern than be- 
fore. She lost a minute in the effort, 
but was no longer in danger of being 
blanketed by the Reliance. 

Captain Barr theu resu:ned his tactics 
of pinching bis boat into the wind and 
the splendid racer responded to his 
seamanship. Inch by inch she worked 
up to windward, until after a little 
more than an hour from the start, and 
halfway to the turn, the Constitution 
was in the wake of the new boat and 
hundreds of yards astern. 

The wind had freshened to seven 
knots and suddenly hauled from south- 
east to south by east. The Reliance and 
Constitution could fetch the turn in one 
long slant, but the Columbia  suf- 
fered severely by making her early turn. 
She was three miles off to the east- 
ward of the others ard could not fetch 
better than two miles leeward of the 
turn. 

Under a growing wind the Reliance 
was footing fast, with occasional apurts 
of froth flying from under her bow 
end adding length by length to her lead 
over the Constitution. Approaching 
the turn she was nearly half a mile 
ahead. 

Fifteen minutes before the Rell- 
ance reached the mark the Columbia 
came about and headed for the turn. 
The Reliance had beaten thé Constitu- 
tion 5m., 27s., and the Columbia 11m., 
1s. 

Turning the tnark all the boats broke 
out balloon jibtopsails and spinnakers, 
and a pretty spectacle they made of it, 
with their tall triangles of billowing 
canvas towering over their lein bulls 
and long Lows, the Reliance leading 
the procession to the finish line a mile 
ahead of the Columbia and half a mile 
ahead of the Constitution. 

On the way home the wind hauled 
more to the south and spinnakers were 
taken in. ‘The Columbia carried hers 
longest and lost by it, but the Constitu- 
tion’s fine reaching qualities . almost 
held ber place, although the Reliance 
gained slightly on. her and neurly two 
minutes on Columbia on the home run.

Men Were to Strike 
Today. 


Company Say They Cannot Grant 
Nine-Hour Day. 


A New London dispatch of Thursday 
to the Herald says: Anticipating the 
strike of the 1700 shipbuilders of the 
Eastern Ship Building Company, Presi- 


dent Charles R. Hanscom this morning 


at an early hour caused notices to be 
posted at the entrances to the yard to 
the effect that the works would be 
closed for an indelinite period 

The men are instructed to call at the 
office on Saturday and receive their 
pay infull. The announcement of the 
lockout was a bigsurprise to the wor! 
men. President Hascom undoubted! 
had representatives at the mass meeting 
of the men last night, and was fally ap 
prised of their plaus. 

The strike leaders had directed the 
men to appear at their work this morn 
ing as they would on any day. At I? 
o'clock they were to quit work and 
gather at the office. A final demand 


for the nine-hour day was to be handed 
Mr. Hanscom, and upon bis refusal the 


men were to march in a body from the 
yard. 

The workmen held another mass 
meeting this afternoon. Evidently 
some communication was expected 
from the company, but uone came. 
President Kirk of the Shipwrights, 
Joiners and Carpenters’ Union of 


America addressed the men and urged 
them to keep together and work fora 
nine-hour day. 

The effect of the strike is already 
noticeable, quite a number of tntori- 
cated men being seen on the streets, 

Trouble, if any during the 
lockout will come on Saturday and Sun- 
day and the days following, for 
men will receive what is due them Sat- 
urday afternoon at the gate house of 
the company in Groton. The majority 
of the men will get a full week and one 
day’s pay. Sheriff George 0. Jackson 
ordered several deputies to report to 
a yard this morning, and tonight 
{there will be a force of 15 regular 
special officers in and about the yard. 

Mr. Hanscom talked freely to a 
Herald man of the situation, ‘‘We can 
not grant anine-hour day at present 
and compete with the ship building 
plants on the Delaware.’ 

‘“‘The contracts for the 
ships, the Minnesota and Dakota, 
signed three years ago, and the vessels 
are still uncompleted. The uncertainty 
of the iron market, the labor question 
and other things have combined to 
cause delays, and the marg protit 
is small, if any is left.

Mr. Hanscom is in favor 
hour day, and said the company would 
consider the possible nine-hour day in 
its new contracts.

The appropriation for street lighting 
made by the city is $21,000. Of this 
amount about $20,000 is paid to the 
Electric Light Co. for its 540 incandes- 
cent and 131 are lamps. 

There are before the City Council 
orders and petitions calling for forty 
incandescent and fifteen arc lamps, but 
can not be passed for lack of funds, 

The plan of the city in asking for a 
ten per cent. reduction, it is said, was 
not to curtail the amount paid by the 
city to the Electcic Light Co. but to 
increase the number of lights, so that 
if the reduction is granted the company 
will not receive any less revenue but 
will have to furnish more lights, 

The order as passed by the City Coun- 
cil called for a contract for one year. 
This it is understood the Light Co. 
object to. It is also intimated that 
Mayor Bryant would be willing to drop 
this clause and to execute a contract 
for three years if a ten per cent. reduc- 
duction is granted. 

Commissioner Knowlton, in an inter- 
view, said he was considering the mat- 
ter of street lighting and if no agree- 
ment was reached that some other 
method of street lighting would be 
adopted. 

The Kitson light such as were used 
in City Square Thursday night cost $60 
per year, burning all night, against $75 
for electric arc lamps, burning on the 
moon schedule. 

There is also a gasolene lamp which 
is being considered to take the place of 
the incandescent electric lights. This 
lamp will cost $8.50 each per year, 
burning on the moon schedule against 
$18.50 now paid for the incandescent 
lamps burning under the same schedule. 

The four lights erected on Hancock 
street Thursday were to show how they 
would work, They were not all in 
readiness to barn that night, however, 
and only those two near the First 
church were lighted. They gave a 
brilliant illumination in spite of the 
heavy fog.

Year in Ward Two. 


The Assessors report the number of 
polls assessed this year, as follows, com- 
paring them with the number by Wards 
last year:

Ward Four which has had the honor 
of being the largest, has been passed 
during the year by Ward Three. Ward 
Five gained more than Ward Three or 
Ward One, while Ward Six the smallest 
ward made the least gain. 

It is often customary to figure the 
population of a city at five times the 
number of polls, but in Quincy the 
population is to the polls as four to 
one. This gives the city a population 
of 32,480. 

The increase in polls since 1900, when 
the last census was taken, is 1783. 
Four times this, added to the official 
population of 23,899 give Quincy a 
population of 31,031. Whichever 
method is taken, it is evident the popu- 
lation of the city is in excess of 30,000, 
and that Quincy has passed at least 


three Massachusetts cities since 1900, 
viz.: North Adams, Everett and 
Gloucester.

TIMING EXPOSURES. 


A Work In Which Photographers 
Hecome Remarkably Accurate. 
The photographer was about to take 
a picture of a young woman. “It’s so 
@ark here,” he said, “that I guess I'll 
give you about thirty seconds,” and, 
drawing out the slide and removing 
the cap, he began to count in a meas- 
ured and mechanical tone, “one, two, 
three, four, five,” and so on. When 
the exposure was finished the sitter 
said: “You gave more than thirty sec- 
onds to that plate. You counted very 
slow—I'm sure it took you a full min- 

ute to count thirty.” 

The photographer handed his watch 
to the young woman. He said: “I'll 
count thirty again. Time me.” And 
he made the count exactly as before 
and he was just twenty-nine seconds 
making it. “One second off—not so 
bad. Near my old record, in fact,” 
said the photographer. “Ten years 
ago, when I made more pictures than 
I do today, I could by counting make 
exposures up to five minutes without 
being more than a second off. Usually 
I'd be a second under; but, over or un- 
der, it was only by one second that 
I'd be out of the way. But,” he added, 
“this gift is not remarkable. Nearly 
every photographer has it.

PAYING TELLERS’ ERRORS. 


These Officials Are Usually Ready to 
Rectify Mistakes. 

A bank officer, referring in a recent 
address to the responsibility of paying 
tellers, declares that the idea that such 
officials were rarely yeijlinpg to rectify 
mistakes had little basis in fact. He 
added: “How is it that there exists in 
the minds of wany the idea that pay- 
ing tellers are inclined to resent even 
the suggestion that they make errors 
in counting money? I have never 
known one who made the slightest 
claim to Infallibility. Who has not 
heard the ancient and oft told story of 
a teller who was asked by a person for 
whom he has cashed a check if he had 
not made a mistake? As the narrative 
usually runs the self satistied money 
counter behind the desk is inclined to 
become indignant and replies in a 
pompous and abrupt manner that he 
never makes mistakes. The cousider- 
ate party then states that the amount 
paid him exceeded that named in the 
check, but the teller still maintains 
that there can be no error either way. 
as he never makes mistakes. 

“Where is the teller who upon being 
told he had made an error would fail 
to politely inquire as to the nature of 
the same? The inference is that tell- 
ers are possessed of so much vanity 
and conceit that they lose the amount 
said to be overpaid rather than ac- 
knowledge an error. How unlikely 
and ridiculous!”—New York Post. 


Justus von Liebig. 

Von Liebig was skillful in correcting 
popular delusions on scientific subjects. 
A notable example of this may be 
found in the overthrow of the once 
much discussed theory of “spontane- 
ous combustion,” a comparatively mod- 
ern error, dating, it seems, only from 
the year 1725, but which persisted long 
after Lavoisier had explained the real 
nature of fire, which was from time to 
time put forward with success in the 
defense of persons on trial for murder 
and received its last support from 
Charles Dickens. His success in this 
direction throws a pleasant light on 
the progress of civilization. One won- 
ders what would have been the fate of 
Von Liebig had he opposed himself to 
such an error in the sixteenth century 
when Kepler could only save his moth- 
er from going to the stake for witch- 
craft by satisfying her judges that she 
possessed none of the signs essential 
to a witch. In those days Kepler did 
not dare to say that there were no 
such things as witches.—W. A. Shen- 
stone in Cornhill Magazine. 


Phrenology. 

Phrenology is usually thought to 
have been first expounded by Gall and 
Spurzheim and to be a comparatively 
modern so called “science.” But it 
can be traced back to the sixteenth 
century at least, for in a book pub- 
lished at that time by “Mayster Jhe- 
rome of Bruynswicke” is a profile of 
a head on which are most distinct- 
ly marked phrenological attributes. 
“Imaginativa” occupies the place now 
given on the charts to “ideality;” 
“fantasia” takes the place of the mod- 
ern “marvelousness,” “estimantia” of 
“constructiveness,” while ‘“‘cogitan- 
tia” is given instead of “hope.”

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DYNASTY BLOTTED OUT 


Obrenovitch Rule Prevailed In 
Servia Nearly a Century 


ASSASSINATION OF KING 


As Well as Queen, Her Two Brothers 

and Several Ministers, Was Care- 
fully Planned and Executed by Men 
of High Rank, Acting In Concert 
With the Army—Prince Karageorge- 
vitch, Pretender to the Throne, Pro- 
claimed King—Dead Monarch Had 
an Unenviable Record—People Gen- 


erally Approve Action 


Belgrade, June 12.—A military con- 


spiracy, which subsequent’ events 
shows had the sympathy of the majority 
of the Servian people, was carried out 
in the early hours of Thursday morning 
and King Alexander, Queen Draga, 
her two brothers and several ministers, 
Were assassinated.

Prince Peter Karageorgevitch, 


pretender to the throne, has 


proclaimed king by the army and there 
is every reason to believe that this de- 
cision will be confirmed by the Servian 
parliament, which has been summoned 


to meet on June 15. 

The revolution was executed without 
any opposition on the part of the people 
of Belgrade, and the capital and the 
country remain tranquil. 

While the main outlines of the event 
which took place within the royal 
palace are known, details are conflict- 
ing owing to the extraordinary secrecy 
with which the plot was contrived and 
carried out. The chief conspirators 
were all men of high rank, who acted 
in concert with the army. The partici- 
pation of the latter in the assassina- 
tions, which blotted out the Obreno- 
vitch dynasty, which has ruled Servia, 
with a short intermission, for nearly a 
century, is mainly due to the attitude of 
ing Alexander and his consort towards 
the officers of the army, whom he always 
treated with scant courtesy. His de- 
sire to remove the war schoo] from Bel- 
grade to Shebatz gave the officers of- 
fense. 

Yesterday's date isa sinister one in the 
history of the Obrenovitch house, being 
the 35th anniversary of the assassina- 
tion of King Alexander's great uncle, 
Michael, who was done to death by 
agents of Alexander Karageorgevitch, 
the then leading member of the house 
which has long disputed the throne of 
Sarvia against the Obrenovitch family 
ind whose head, Prince Peter Kara- 
georgevitch, has been proclaimed king. 

Dissatisfaction against King Alex- 
ander’s rule has been accentuated since 
his suspension of the constitution, last 
April, and it is from that time that 
the military plot dates. The organiza- 
tion of the bloody deed was carried out 
with consummate skill. The king for 
the past two months was thrown off 
his guard by the apparent quietude of 
the reception of his recent coup d'etat. 
In the meantime the conspirators had 
decided on June 10 as the date for the 
execution of the revolution for two rea- 
sons; first, it is the anniversary of the 
murder of King Alexander's grand- 
uncle, Michael, and, second, because it 
was feared that further delay would 
permit the skupschina (legislature) to 
settle the succession to the throne ac- 
cording to the king’s wishes, and it was 
belleved that the brother of the hated 
queen would be his choice. 

The prime movers in the plot were 
Ljubomir Schiokovics and Vojislay 
Velikovics, who have entered the new 
cabinet as ministers of justice and 
finance, respectively. M. Schiokovics 
was condemned to 20 years’ penal servi- 
tude for an atempt to assassinate former 
King Milan. 

The king and queen passed the eve of 
their death quietly. ‘They attended a 
choral f@stival, then took supper and 
afterwards retired to rest. Meantime, 
the conspicators held a meeting in the 
KXalimegdea park. The Sixth infantry 
regiment, which was chosen to carry 
out the coup d'etat, was recently pun- 
ished for hiving used its weapons 
against a crowd of demonstrators. 

About 1 o'clock in the morning the 
Sixth and Seventh regiments were 
called to arms and were led to the royal 
palace, which they entirely surrounded. 
A band of 80 officers, led by Colonel 
Maschin and Colonel Mischies, forced 
their way into the palace, shooting all 
who atempted to bar their passage. 
They were assisted by treason within. 
The aide-de-camp on duty, Colonel 
Naumovies, had been won over by the 
conspirators and was entrusted with 
the plans for action within the royal 
enclosure. Several doors leading to the 
royal apartments were blown in by 
dynamite, Colonel Naumovics himself 
bursting in the door of the royal bed 
chamber with a bomb. The officers had 
called on the king to open, but he had 
curtly refused. As the door fell the 
king rushed to a window and appealed 
for assistance, but no answer came. 
Realizing the situation he returned to 
the queen, holding her in his arms to 
protect her, and awaited the conspira- 
tors. Colonel Naumovics and the offi- 
cers then entered the room. Naumo- 
vics presented to the king a form of 
abdication for his signature. The docu- 
ment contained the statement that by 
marrying a “public prostitute,” the king 
had degraded Servia and that he must 
abdicate’ The king's answer was to 
draw a revolver and kill Naumorics on 

the spot. Colonel Mischics picked up 
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the document and presented ft again. 
King Alexander waved it from him. 
The officers then, with their drawn re- 
volvers, fired a hail of bullets and the 
royal couple fell together to the ground. 

The band who carried out the «ssas- 
sinations appear to have met with a 
great resistance on the balcony side of 
the palace, where the curtains are torn 
ond the window broken as though the 
occupants bad tried to escape into the 
garden. Torn gloves and articles of sol- 
diers’ clothing lie scattered below. This 
resistance was probably offered by two 
loyal aides-de-camp, who were killed. 

A single cannon shot announced the 
execution of the plot, all the terrible 
details of which may perhaps never be 
accurately known. Detachments of 
troops immediately marched to the 
bureaus of posts and telegraphs and 
the railway stations and occupied them. 
Other troops immediately marched to 
the barracks and proclaimed Prince 
Karageprgevitch king. 

Enthusiastic shouts were raised of 
“Long live Karageorgevitch” and “Long 
live the army.” The warmest weicome 
was extended to Queen Draga’s 
brother-in-law, Colonel Maschin, one 
of the regicides. The troops at the 
barracks received the news with joy. 
There was only one objector, General 
Nikelics, commander of the Danube 
division, who was promptly shot down 
and severely wounded, but not before 
he’ had shet and killed Lieutenant 
Gagics. 

The newspapers are almost unani- 
mous inapproving the revolution. Some 
compassion is felt for the unfortunate 
king, but the people generally admit 
that no other solution to an intolerable 
situation was possible. The radical 
papers assert that the recent scandalous 
elections were the -chief causes of the 
conspiracy. ‘There is some talk of a 
republic, but the majority of the neople 
desire the accession of Prince WKara- 
georgevitch. 


The new ministry last night published 
the following statement: 

“Certain differences which arose at 
court have led to the intervention of the 
army and 2 conflict in which the king 
and queen lost their lives. With a view 
to maintaining peace and order in the 
country—at the present moment diffi- 
cult and fateful—the revresentatives of 
all the political parties have hastened 
to come to an understanding to forma 
provisional government in order to re- 
establish the constitution, existing be- 
fore March 22. 1903, and to reassemble 
the representatives elected under the 
constitution of April 6, 1901. 

“At a sitting to be held on June 15 
the national representatives will elect 
a sovereign and assume control of the 
situation. According to the reports re- 
ceived up to the present time from the 
civil and military authorities, order has 
not been disturbed in any part of the 
eountry and the government will take 
steps to maintain it. The government 
feels convinced that by acting thus it 
will ensure for the new order of things 
the sympathies of all the European 
powers.” 


Alexander I., the murdered kiag ef 
Servia was born Aug. 14, 1870. He 
was the son of King Milan, whose im- 
moral life and bitter quarrels with his 
Queen Natalie led to his divorcing her 
and soon after, on March 6,1889, abdi- 
cating the throne in favor of his son. 
The -young king was put under a re- 
gency, but on April 13, 1893, a year before 
he had reached his legal majority, ata 
Lanquet at which two regents and all 
the ministers were present, Alexander 
declared the regency terminated, im- 
prisoned the regents, and assumed con- 
trol of the government. After a liber- 
tine youth, which was almost inevit- 
able under the circumstances of his 
training, and the repulse of his attempt 
at a matrimonial alliance with various 
of the European royal houses, Alexan- 
der, on Aug. 5, 1900, married Draga 
Maschin, a widow, whose husband had 
divorced her. ‘The new queen had been 
a lady in waiting to Queen Natalie, and 
had been used by King Milan to 
strengthen his influerce over his son, 
whose marriage he bitterly opposed, but 
was unable to prevent. 

Queen Draga, who was the divorced 
wife of a physician, belonged to a Ser- 
vian family of no distinction. While 
she was lady of honor to Queen Natalie 
of Servia, she maintained inti nate re- 
lations with the young king, Alexander, 
whose devotion to her soon became a 
public scandai. In 1897 Natalie, for 
this reason, dismissed her from her ser- 
vice. Afte~ the failure of Alexander's 
inatriomnia! attempt in various nations, 
his infatuation with Draga Maschin 
again possessed him, and on Aug. 5, 
1900, in the fact of strenuous opposition, 
especially from his mothér, Queen Na- 
talie, he married the woman of his 
choice, who was reputed some eleven 
years his senior. ‘The personal con- 
gratulations of the czar of Russia to the 
pair made impossible the social boycott 
which the Servian capital was inclined 
to proclaim against the new queen. In 
a few months, the first promises of 
peace from the union disappeared with 
what was regarded as Draga’s attempt, 
early in the next year, to deceive the 
king by presenting her sister's child as 
her own. The affait caused a great hub- 
bub in the capitals of Europe, and the 
neglect of the czarina to receive Draga 
signalized a decline in Draga’s prestige, 
which was intensified by gossip of vio- 
lent differences with theking. A large 
proportion of the Servians apparently 
admired the independence of the king 
{n his choice for a wife, but the failure 
of an heir, and the scandalous reports 
of Draga’s attenipted fraud on the king 
and nation, rapidly destroyed that 
slender support Her attempts to have 
Ler brother proclaimed heir-apparent, 
nnd the likelihood that the king wonld 
yield, bitterly ircensed the Servians. 


Prince Peter “Astonished” 
Geneva, June 12.—Prince Peter 
Karageorgevitch, whom the Servian 
army has proclaimed kinz, has been 
living in Geneva since 1891. He ap- 


peared greatly astonished on féeteiving 
the vews from Belgrade, which he 
said had reached him through a private 
telegram from Vieuna. 

Over the telephone he said to The 
Associated Press correspondent he had 
not yet received any official notice re- 
garding the events which took place in 
Felgrade Wednesday night. Hedid not 
even know whether it was true that he 
bad been proclaimed king and said he 
did not know when or whether he would 
start for Belgrade. The new miuistry, 
he added, included several of his ad- 
herents, but he was unable to speak 
definitely on this subject, as a number 
of names had been mutilated in tele- 
graphic transmission. 

Through the Russian consul, an in- 
timate friend of Prince Karageorge- 
vitch, The Associated Press corre 
spondent obtained the following state- 
ment: 

“Prince Karageorgevitch declares 
himself innocent of any knowledge of 
the tragedy at Belgrade. He said that 
through his grandfather he had un- 
doubtedly the best right to the Servian 
throne and intended taking it, if pos- 
sible, for the suke of his son, but he ex- 
pected to aieet with great difficulties 
and hoped for assistance from Austria.” 

From other sources it is learned that 
the prince will leave secretly teday 
for Vienna, whence he will proceed to 
Belgrade. " Rujors have been current 
here for three days of ‘expected troubie 
in Servia, and Prince Karageorgeviteh 
has been receiving 1n enormous quan- 
tity of telegrams for a week past, Many 
of them frow the frontier of Servia. 

During bis residence in Geneva, 
Prince Karageorgevitch weut freely 
into society. It has been a subject of 
general remark among the aristocracy 
and the people that he has looked ex- 
tremely careworn for some months. 

The prince is a widower, aged 5%, and 
appears older. He is of medium height 
and build und his face, distinguished by 


long military moustaches, is rather 
tierre. He has three children: George, 


his heir, 16 years old; Alexander, 1! 
years old, and Helene, aged 19 years 
He lives in un extremely simple manner 
and occupies a whole house, an unusua! 
thing in Geneva. ‘he house is clegant- 
ly furnished, though the prince is not 
rich and keeps only a woman servent 
and a valet. He has several times pro- 
claimed himsclf heir to the Servian 
throne, but has no entourage, as his 
poverty is known and the presence of a 
court would have excited suspicion. 

Russian money was undoubtedl; used 
in the revolution which, according to 
general belief, was planned here. It is 
recalled that when the Austrian em- 
press was murdered by the anarchist 
Lucheni in this city in 1898, Prince 
KNarageorgevitch openly applauded the 
deed. He is extremely popular here 
with all classes. 

The prince usually visited Vienna 
and St. Petersburg every year, but te- 
cently the prince has been several times 
to Vienna ed has also visited St. 
Petersburg, where his son is at school. 

He is stiil considered to be a member 
of the Montenegrin royal family, into 
which he married. 


Alleged Heir of Milan 

Brussels, June 12.—The Petit Bleu 
asserts that the Obrenovitch dynasty is 
not extinct. King Milan left a second 
son by a Madame Cristles, whom he 
legitimized and who will dispute Prince 
Karageorgevitch’s claim to the Servizn 
*hrone.

fopic For the Week Beginning June 
14—Comment by Rev. S. H. Doyle. 
Topic.—Gold or God.—Luke xviii, 18-38 
In the sermon on the mount Jesus 
said, “No man can serve two masters, 
for either he will hate the one and 
love the other or else he will hold to the 
one and despise the other. Ye cannot 
serve God and Mammon.” In these 
words the Master clearly lays down the 
principle that it is absolutely impossi- 
ble for any one to have two supreme 
aims in life. This principle is one the 
force of which is easily recognized. 
First place in the heart and life cannot 
be given to two objects. Only one thing 


can be supreme, and all else will re-, 


yolve around it. This principle applies 
to God and money. It is absolutely 
impossible to give the supreme place 
to both God and money. Many would 
like to do it, and many have tried to do 
it, but it cannot be done. Of this fact 
we have an illustration in the rich 
young ruler who came to Christ. “God 
and gold” had been the desire of his 
life, but Christ soon convinced him 
that it must be God or gold. Both can- 
not have the supreme place, and all 
must therefore choose between them. 

Since it cannot be God and gold, but 
must be God or gold, there should be 
no question as to which should be giv- 
en the first place. Money is not to be 
despised. Its possession is not to be 
lightly esteemed. Honestly obtained 
and properly used, it is and can be a 
great blessing, but to make money su- 
preme and everything else secondary, 
to make it the master and everything 
else the servant, is a false and disas- 
trous basis of life. God should always 
be given the first place and everything 
else in life made secondary to Him. 
Yet, alas, bow many turn from God 
and worship the golden calf, as the Is- 
raelites in the wilderness! To how 
many money is everything, although 
they may not realize it! It was so with 
the rich young ruler. Little did he im- 
agine perhaps what a hold his riches 
had upon him until Christ put him to 
the test. True, he left Christ “sorrow- 
ful,” and yet he left Him.

Soon after the time of the assaults, 
Stearns was arrested on suspicion, At 
the jail to which he was taken both 
Miss Bolton and Miss Burke positively 
identified him as the man who had 
struck them. These identifications 
constituted the feature of the case of 
the government.

By this it was seen that 
the palace was carefully closed and 
that dunger was suspected. Hurrying 
up stairs to the first floor, the revolting 
officers attracted the attention of the 
palace attendants and the royai couple 
by the noise of shooting. Lieutenant 
TPetrovitch, eiarmed by the unwonted 
hubbub, hurried forward, a drawn re- 
volver in one hand and in the other a 
sword. 

“What do you want?’ he cried 
‘Show us where the king and queen 
are,” came the reply. “Back,” cricd 
Petrovitch, and at the same momenta 
ball stretched him on the ground. 

The revolutionaries pressed forward, 
when suddenly the electric light gave 
out. ‘All stood in darkness. In the 
createst excitement and feeling their 
way, the revolutionaries climbed the 
stairs and got into the dark anteroom 
to the king’s apartments. Here they 
found cand!es and litthem. This see1s- 
ingly slight circumstance was decisive 
to the whoie action. Without light they 
could not have found the victims, who 
tled from their sleeping apartment 
through corridors and numerous rooms 
and might have escaped, but part of the 
officers with Lurning candles and others 
with pistols commenced to search for 
the royal couple. In breathless haste 
the conspirators ran through the rooms, 
opened wardrobes and looked behind 
curtains, but in vain.

THE SOUP PLATE. 


A Seventeenth Century Cookbook 
Tells Why It Was Invented, 

A valet of Louis XIV. published a 
cookbook in 1635 in which he gives as 
follows the reason for the invention of 
the hollow soup plate: 

The plates of the guests will be hol- 
low in order that they may help them- 
selves to as much soup as they may 
want without being obliged to take it 
spoonful by spoonful, because of the 
disgust they may have for one another 
on seeing the spoon go from the mouth 
to the tureen. 

Guests, it will be seen, used their 
own spoons to fill their plates, the large 
spoon to be used for serving the soup 
not being invented till some time later. 
Yet even a hundred years after the in- 
vention of the soup plate (1749) a work 
on civility advised that all the dishes 
should be so placed on the table that 
every one could reach them with his 
spoon and that if the soup was served 
in a dish (tureen) every one should 
help himself with his own spoon with- 
out seeming to be in a hurry. A work 
on manners that appeared just before 
the French revolution deemed it best 
to advise its readers that it was impo- 
lite to pass the spoon back and forth 
between the mouth and the tureen. 


A Plea For Descriptive Titles. 

Setting aside the flood not to be 
counted as literature, the naming of a 
book that is worthy of a name is a 
matter of real moment. Two methods 
seem to have been followed—that of 
using the name of a leading character, 
as “Jane Eyre” and “Rob Roy;” the 
other that of giving some hint of the 
nature of the book, as in “Vanity Fair” 
and “The Cloister and the Hearth.” 
The first method has no justification. 
What we plead for is that a title shall 
contain the soul or the keynote of the 


book. Then the author and reader 
start on fair terms. Jane Austen, a 
consummate artist, understood this 


well, as in “Pride and Prejudice,” but 
forsook her advantage in “Emma”—a 
better book and susceptible to as tell- 
ing a title. It is difficult to estimate 
what would have been the loss to lit- 
erature if “The Scarlet Letter” had 
been labied “Hester Prynne” and 
“The House of Seven Gables”—a title 
that has worked its way into architec. 
ture—had been led “The Pyp-

In a gorge of rock little more than 
200 feet wide the United States gov- 
ernment has decided to construct a 
dam of solid masonry at the Tonto 
basin site that will create in the val- 
leys of the upper Salt river and Tonto 
creek in Arizona the largest artificial 
lake in the world. 

From it the now arid plain will be 
irrigated and millions of gallons of 
water will be secured for every acre 
of lower valleys tributary to these 
streams. : 

Water power will be used in generat- 
ing electricity for the construction of 
the dam. Great quantities of lime and 
clay in the vicinity will be available 
for the hydraulic manufacture of ce- 
ment, to be used in the bottom and 
sides of the reservoir. 

The great basin will impound storm 
waters in sufficient volume to reclaim 
and liberally irrigate approximately 
200,000 acres of land. The cost of 
construction will amount to $2,500,000. 
The length of the artificial lake {s esti- 
mated at thirty miles, and the average 
width will be about ten miles.

Weighing a Field of Turnips. 
The English farmer makes use of 
| mathematics in his work, says a Lon- 
| don paper. Suppose, for example, that 
| 


he wishes to know the weight of his 

turnip crop while it still in the 
| ground, which is sometimes a matter 
of importance, a simple calculation 
will give him the information. 

It is the custom in England to plant 
| turnips in ridges twenty-eight inches 
apart; this makes ninety ridges to the 
acre. The farmer selects a row where 
the crop seems about the average and 
pulls up all the turnips in a measured 
| yard of the row and weighs them. 

Assuming that they weigh ten 
pounds, 2 simple calculation shows 
that the crop averages a little more 
than twenty-eight tons to the acre. If 
they weigh eleven pounds, the average 
will be about thirty-one tons to the 
acre. ‘

Another battleship has been awarded 
to a New England firm to build during 
the next four years, for the Vermont, 
the type-ship of the 16,000-ton class, 
will be built at Quincy, by the 
River Ship & Engine Company. The 
vessel will be the largest ever built 
New England and will be exceeded 
size only by the 18,000-ton war ship 
now building in England. ‘Two sister 
ships will also be built—the Kansas at 
Newport News, Va., and the Minnesota 
at Camden, N. J. 

The ships of the Vermont class, as 
they are officially designated, are to be 
450 feet long on the 456 
feet 4 inches long over all, which is 
about 15 feet longer than our next 
largest battleships—those of the New 
Jersey class, of which the New 
and Khode Island, building at 
River are nearest to completion. 

The moulded breadth is 7 feet 
one-half inches and the extreme 
outside the armor, 76 feet 10 
With a depth of 46 feet these gigantic 
steel hulls will draw 24 feet 5 inches of 
water, when two-thirds of the 
and supplies are aboard, 

There are seyen decks 
mont—the upper deck, which is 
superstructure; the main, gun, berth 
and protective decks; add upper and 
lower platforms, which are occupied 
largely by magazines and 
Six turrets—big ones forw 
and a smaller one at each corner of the 
superstructure—will carry the heavier 
pieces of the armament, which is to be 
the most formidable ever put afloat. 

The main battery consists of four 12- 
inch breach-loading rifles, two in each 
of the main turrets; eight $-inch rifles, 
two in each of the lesser turrets; and 
twelve 7-inch rifles, the latter placed 
on the gun deck and constituting the 
principal broadside battery. 

a secondary battery is made up of 
20 3-inch fourteen-pounder rapid fire 
guns of 50 ealibre, 12 three-pounder 
and six one-pounder semi-automatic 
rapid fire guns, two 3-inch field pieces, 
two 3-calibre machine guns and six 30- 
calibre automatics. 

There are no superimposed turrets 
such as the ships of the New Jersey 
class have, but on top of each of the 
single turrets is one of the semi auto- 
matic pieces—a three-pounder over the

12-inch rifles and a one-pounder above 
the 8-inch rifles. 
Furthermore, there is a step beyond 


what has ever been done in the past; 
each of the large steam cutters—one 36 
feet long and the other 50—will have a 
30-calibre automatic gun permanently 
fixed in it. 

With this tremendous armament there 
must, of course, be correspondingly 
heavy armor. The main belt, along 
the water line, which is the most vul- 
nerable point, where a shot wound 
could do the greatest damaye by start- 
ing a serious leak or crippling the 
machines that are the ship’s vital 
organs, is nine feet three inches wide 
amidships, tapering to about eight 
feet at stem and stern, and nine inches 
thick for 284 feet of its length, reduced 
in three reductions to four inches at 
the ends. 

The positions of the 7-inch guns are 
covered witb 7-inch armor plate, worked 
above the main belt and around case 
mate through which the rifles protrude, 
and the transverse armor, which crosses 
the hull from side to side and 


comes 
out at the gun ports is seven inches 
thick above the deck and six inches 
below. 


The barbettes that protect the work- 
ing of the turrets are tremendously 


heavy, being 10 inches through in 
front and seven anda half inches in 


the rear above the gun deck and six 
inebes below it for the 12-inch turrets, 
and six inches thick in front and four} 
inches in the rear forthe 8-i nch turrets. 

The 12-inch turrets themselves have 
a front plate that measures a foot 
through, the side and rear being eight 
inches through and the top twoand one- 
kalf inches; while the S-inch turrets 
present a face of six and one-half inches 
thickness, with a back six inches and 
top two inches. 

The conning tower and its shield are 


nine inches thick. The communica- 
tion tube, through which the conning 
tower is reached, and which shelters 


the speaking tubes and wires, is six’ 


inches in thickness, 
signal tower, which stands under the 
afte: bridge. All of the 38-inch guns 
are sheltered bebiod two-inch nickel 
steel and the steel deck all over the 
ship is half-inch plating. 

The protective deck is covered with 
nickel steel plates an inch and a half 
thick on the flat and three inches on 
the slopes and is backed with three 
inches of teak wood which would act as 
a cushion and break the force of a shot 
blow, preventing the cracking of the 
armor if, by any chance, it should be 
struck at just the right angle for such 
a mishap. 

As if this were not enough, 28 tons 
of cornpith cellulose are stored back of 
the plating along the waterline in a 
cofferdam seven feet high and 30 inches 
wide. Should a shot pierce the ship's 
skin sufficiently to let inthe sea, the 
contact of the water would immediately 
swell the cellulose and stop the leak 
until the vessel could be hauled out and 
her plating renewed. Furthermore, the 
double bottom is divided by watertight 
bulkheads in such a way that the ship 
is practically unsinkable. 

Of course, it takes a tremendous 
power to move such a mass as this new 
Vermont at all, to say nothing of send- 
ing her through the water at a speed of 
18 knots an hour, as the specifications 
require. The work of turning the 
great twin screws is to be done by two 
four-cylinder, triple expansion engines, 
capable of developing 16,500 horsepower 
supplied with steam from 12 watertube 
boilers of the latast type that have a 
heating surface of 46,750 square feet 
above 1100 feet of grate surface and can 
maintain a working pressure of 265 
pounds to the square inch. Like the 
other newer large ships of the navy, 
the Vermupnt will have three smoke 
funnels and two military masts. 

Beside her tremendous propelling 
engines, this new battleship has any 
number of auxiliaries. Its generatiag 
plant, for example, consists of eight 
100 kw. 125-volt machines and not only 
lights the vessel but furnishes power 
fur operating cranes, pumps and deck 
winches, the 22 ammunition hoists and 
the power doors and hatches, and for 
turning the turrets and handling the 
guos—a supply of electricity sufticient 
to run a good-sized city. 

There is steam steering gear, a flood- 
ing equipment to protect the ship 
against the danger of exploding maga- 
zines, a fire protective system—although 
there is little anywhere aboard that 
would burn—and a wireless telegraph 
outfit. 

When she has her full complement, 
the Vermont will carry, beside her 
officers, 814 men.

Gov. Bates said it was no task but a 
privilege for him to say a word at the 
beginning of these exercises. The 
occasion and surroundings tell a more 
eloquent story than it was possible for 
him to do, If there is any place where 
the stars and stripes belong it is over 
these old homes, the birthplaces of two 
men who bave had much to do inshap- 
ing the destiny of the United States. 
It was such menas John Adams who 
made Lexington, Concord and Bunker 
Hill possible. 

He was one who not only signed, but 
urged with all the strength he 
possessed, the constitution. He was 
one of the few who at that time had 
written of the possible development 
here of a nation of English blood. He 
felt sure a great nation would result. 
How well bas his and other predictions 
been fulfilled, 

Jobn Quincy Adams also determined 
very much the course and future of the 
nation. After bolding the highest office 
in the gift of the nation, he went back 
to the balls of Congress to bea counsel- 
lor as long as be lived. He urged the 
nation on to the great contest which 
made the nation of states an inde- 
structable union. This was an old flag 
as flags go, older than the flag of most 
other nations, yet young when compared 
with the age of nations. 

Gov. Bates remarks 
hearty applause, 

Miss Elsie Adams, a daughter of 
Hon. Charles Francis Adams, theo 
stepped forward, and assisted by Asa 
A. Pope and Luther Parrott of Paul 
tevere Post, both of whom were Kear- 
sarge veterans, hoisted the flag to the 
masthead.

Since Thomas Boylston 
Adams the houses have never been oc- 
eupied by the Adams family. Then 
came the period of mortification. They 
seemed to have become desecrated. 
Then Mr. W. G. Spear of the Quincy 
Historical society was given charge of 
the John Quincy Adams house, and 
later the John Adams house was given 
to the Daughters of the Revolution, 
and he hoped they would be so occupied 
for many years. 

Mr. Adams tben read from letters 
written by Abigail Adams in the old 
houses to her husband. 

Continuing he said that as a matter 
of history it was dueto John Adams 
that George Washington was nominat- 
ed as General of the Colonial army. 

Most of the men in the Colonial 
army around Boston were New England 
men and were oflicered by Massachu- 
setts men; yet Adams waived all this 
and went to Philadelphia and said to 
Samuel Adams, Today, I am going to 
take a decided step and I want your 
support, I am going to have Mass- 
achusetts join with Virginia and will 
propose a Virginian, George Washing- 
ton, be nominated to command the 
army around Boston. 

So I say with Goy. Bates that there 
is no more appropriate place in the 
Union for a flag than over the birth- 
place of the man who placed a Virginian 
at the head of the army. Itis with a 


sense of profound satisfaction that I 
congratulate you that the ancient flag 
at last floats over it. ‘ 

Rev. L. B. Bates spoke briefly of the 
flag, and Dr. William Everett who had

Without a second’s warning, there 
came a crash as the schooner tora her 
way over one rock to strike another a 
few moments later; then to drive bard 
and fast on the reef. 


E ghteen Baptized In River 

Boston, June 15.—Hight thousand peo- 
ple saw Rey. William H. Piper, New 
England overseer of the Zionist Chris- 
tian Catholic church, administer bap- 
tism to 13 women and five men in the 
waters of the Charles river at Maga- 
zine beach, Cambridge. Boats of all 
sizes and shapes lay at anchor near the 
beach and many persons with cameras 
crowded the bathing rafts waiting to 
snap the 13 as they were immersed.

Added to That of Assassina- 
tion and Bribery 


EWEN’S HOTEL IS BURNED 


Because Proprieter Refused to Accept 
Five Thousand Dollars to Repudi- 
ate Testimony Against Slayers of 


Lawyer Marcum 


Jackson, Ky., June 15.—The burning 
of Ewen’s hotel yesterday is nut ouly 
considered as incendiary, but also as 
accessory to other acts of intimidation 
in connection with the pending trial of 
those accused of the murder of J. B. 
Marcum, who was an attorney of the 
contestants tor county offices wow 
held by leaders of the faction with which 
the defendants were identified. It Las 
openly been predicted that arson would 
go along with assassination. it is 
stated that other witnesses for the com- 
monwealth sre not property owners, 
but that the jurors, who are farmers, 
and witnesses who could not be found 
when detachments of troops were trying 
to bring them into court, are property 
ewners. The burning of the Ewen 
property not only has caused renewed 
tear for both life and property, but also 
las increased the general doubt of con- 
viction of either of the prisoners. 

Captain Ewen was the chief witness 
for the prosecution in the pending trials 
of Curtis Jett and Tom White. He 
testified that he saw Jett he ad- 
vanced with pistol in hand to fire the 
last shot into Marcum’s prostrate 
body, as it lay in the courthouse door- 
way. Through fears for hisown safety, 
he testified that he did not dare to allow 
Sheriff Callahan and County Judge 
Hargis to know what he had scen. 
When it did become known, he was first 
a prisoner in his home and then he 
fled the county until he could have the 
protection of troops. His house had 
been under guard of soldiers for several 
weeks, and as a more stringent pre- 
caution against assassination he slept 
in camp ut the provost marshal’s head- 
quarters, 

Several days ago a man visited him 
at his home and made him a proposition 
thet if he would repudiate what he had 
related on the witness stand, saying that 
he testified to what was not true, be- 
cause of the excitement which he was 
under, he would be given $5000 by a 
certain prominent citizen, and that if 
did not accept this offer he would be 
assassinated. 

He encouraged his visitor to retarn 
in the afternoon and stationed two wit- 
nesses in a closet, who overheard a 
repetition of the proposition and the 
threat, which was accomparied by the 
tender of five $1000 notes. Noone has 
doubted that Ewen was in actual dan- 
ger, but few were prepared for a step 
so desperate as that which came yes- 
terday, and it is believed generally that 
the incendiary fire was due to the state- 
ment made to State Inspector Hines 
about the attempted bribery, as well as 
te Ewen’'s testimony. 

Fifteen guests were in Ewen's hotel, 
but all escaped without injury. There 
Was no insurance on the structure and 
the hotel with its furnishings and the 
«effects of the guests is a total loss. 
Jacksoa has no fire department and its 
citizens were awakened by the firing 
of pistols and gins and much excite- 
ment prevailed. A detachment of 
militia came on the double quick from 
their camp across the river and rendered 
valuable aid in assisting the guests to 
escape and preventing the flames from 
spreading.

Chicago Hotels “Apparently Getting 
Upper Hana of Big Strike 

Chicago, June 15. —Although no 

progress has been made tow ard settling 
the hote] and restaurant strike still 
there is noticeable improvement in the 
service offered by the different estab- 
ishments where the employes have 
quit work. All the hotels are open for 
business and with few exceptions suc- 
ceed in taking care of all guests that 
apply for accommodations. The vlaces 
of the strikers are being filled as fust 
as help can be imported frora outside 
cities and several of the hote!s an- 
nounce that by tonight they will havea 
full force of employes. 

Offers by the Hotel Keepers’ asso- 
ciation to submit the controversy to ar- 
bitration are still spurned by the stiik- 
ers, and it is declared that the work of 
closing up all the places the 
proprietors refuse to sign tle new scale 
will be continued. 

An effort was made by the strikers 
to have the steam power courcil calla 
sympathetic strike in all houses where 
the waiters are out of all the men be- 
longing to the union affiliated with that 
body. The request was refused. This 
means that the engineers, firemen and 
elevator men will remain at work, and 
is a severe blow to the strikers. The 
members of the steam power council 
declare that the striking unions are un- 
reasonable in their refusal io submit 
the difficulty to arbitration.

SENTIMENT FOR STRIKE 


Not Lacking In Convention of 
Anthracite Miners 


THE COMMISSION'S AWARD 


Not Lived Up to, In the Opinion of 
President Mitchell, Who Hopes to 
Find Honorable Way Out of Calam- 
ity—Anti-Strike Talk Disapproved 


Scranton, Pa., June 16.—Thbe special 
convention of the United Mine Workers 
of the three anthracite districts, called 
for the urpose of dealing with the re- 
fusal of the operators to recognize the 
conciliators appointed by the joint ex- 
ecutive board, opened here with Presi- 
dent Mitchell presiding and G40 dele- 
gates in attendance. The corciliation 
matter and all other grievances the dif- 
ferent districts want to have considered 
were referred to a committee on resolu- 
tions, composed of seven delegates from 
each district and the three district presi- 
dents. 

The committee met last night and 
will later present a report for revision 
or adoption. The sentiment almost 
unanimously expressed in the motions 
and speeches was in favor of the con- 
vention contenting itself with endorsing 
the action of the executive board and 
leaving it to the operators to accept the 
three district presidents as couciliators 
or take the consequences of their re- 
tusal. Not a few of the delegates de- 
clared openly for a strike to eaforce ac- 
ceptance of the district presidents’ 
credentials as they now stand. 

In opening the contention President 
Mitcbel!l made a brief speech, reviewing 
the events that have transpired since 
the close of the strike and making sug- 
gestiong as to what plan of procedure 
the convention should follow. 

Several delegates spoke in favor of 
having the district presidents report 
what had been done at the conciliation 
board meeting, but this was voted down 
as unnecessary, the convention call hay- 
ing outlined all that the presidents 
would have to report. 

President Mitchell said: “What the 
district presidents have to report.can be 
told in a nutshell. The operators re- 
fused to recognize your representatives 
on the conciliation board, on the pretext 
that the commission did not mean what 
it said. The committee said that ié 
there was a majority organization exist- 
ing in all three districts such organiza- 
tion should appoint. fhe word ‘ap- 
point’ is used twice. No mention ismade 
of the word ‘elect.’” The operators say 
that meant something else. As I un- 
derstand it the three representatives of 
the operators are not agreed as to just 
what the committee did mean. We don’t 
propose to ailow the operators to be the 
sole interpreters of the eommittee’s 
award. It was written in plain Eng- 
lish, and we understand the English 
language quite as wellas they. Be- 
sides, we have an authenticated in- 
terview from Judge Gray, in which he 
says that the appointment might be 
nade by the regularly constituted ofti- 
cers of the majority organization, and 
that certainly means the three exccutive 
boards.” 

Secretary Hartlein followed with a 
spirited speech, in which he provoked 
resounding cheers by declaring: “I can 
see a six months’ strike in every one 
of your faces to get what we are en- 
titled to.” 

A colored delegate, William Tarr of 


Shamokin, arose to protest against 
Secretary Hartlein talking strike. 
“We've had enough of strike. We've 


had our belly full of it,” be declared. 
“What we're here for is to avoid strike.” 

Tarr was interrupted frequently with 
cries of “put him out” and the like, and 
when he had been induced to subside 
a delegate arose and fomally made a 
motion to eject him from the hail. Presi- 
dent Mitchell smiled and went on with 
the business. 

Time and again motions were inade 
which, thouzh differing in form, were all 
substantially in favor of haviug the con- 
vention endorse the action of the joint 
executive board in selecting the con- 
ciliators, but President Mitchell each 
time staved off a vote by oue ruling or 
another. Finally he advised that no 
motion be made contemplating final 
disposition of the matter. Instead, he 
advised the convention should express 
its sentiments and leave it to the com- 
mittee on resolutions to frame the senti- 
ments in proper orderand then take ac- 
tion. This advice was heeded. The 
convention then adjourned until today.

tee of the Western Frderation of 
Miners, President Roosevelt is se- 
verely taken to task for ordering fed- 
eral troops te quell the disturbances at 
Morenci, Ariz. The resolutions charge 
that as a member of the Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Firemen, the president 
by his action has been guilty of treason 

to the principles of organized isbor.

TRAIN’S OBSTINACY 


Causing Much Worry on the Part of 
Health Officials of Stamford 

Stamford, Conn., June 1t.-—George 
Francis Train, who has been isolated 
at the city pest house suffering from 
an attack of smallpox, has again be- 
come @ source of worry to the physi- 
clans. He positively refuses to eat or 
Grink anything and has not spoken a 
word since noon yesterday und cannot 
be induced to do so. 

The trouble was caused by the efforts 
of the health authorities to disinfect the 
pest house preparatory to Ttain’s re- 
moval. All the clothing of the patient 
was burned, as was also a lirge num- 
ber of letters and some manuseript 
which had been written by him during 
his illness. During these proevedings 
Train became furious. The physicians 
in charge say that Train wil! be re- 
moved to the home of his daughter to- 
day. Mr. Train, angry becase of the 
proceedings, insists that he shall not 
make the trip voluntarily. ‘I'he physi- 
cians,have met this stand by ann ine- 
ing that the patient will be removed 
even if it is necessary to use force to 
earry out their plans. Meanwhile 
Train's condition is not being improved 
by his refusal to take nourisiment.

Burlington, Vt., June 14.—Mayor 
Burke, who is acting chief of police 
since he displaced Chief Lrownvll, last 
night suspended Patrolman Rivers on 
the ground that when he was appointed 
by Mayor Hawley on April 25 he war 
neither a taxpayer nor a voter of tke 
city. It is understood that other sus 
pensions are to come, Mayor Burke 
also ordered all work stopped on the 
new Carnegie library, claiming that the 
contract price did not include many 
necessary things which would inake the 
cost of the building many thousands of 
dollars more than the $50,000 given by 
Mr. Carnegie.

FIVE HUNDRED LIVES LOST 


Morrow County Seat Almost Obliter. 
by Fiood 


Cloudburst— Boulders Carried With 


ated Resulting From 


Curreut Crushed Out Many Lives 


Portland, Ore., June 16.- Five liundred 
people lost their lives in a cloudburst 
that alinost eutirely destroyed the town 
of Heppner, Ore. Heppner is the county 
seut of Morrow county, and has about 

250 inhabitauts. 

All the telegraph and telephone wires 
are down and no accurate information 
can be obtained, but the esiilaate of 
loss of life is based on most reliable re- 
ports. A report from Ione, 17 miles 
trom L[leppner, is to the effect that 300 
been recovered. A mes- 
senger Who arrived at [one said thata 
wall of water 20 feet high rushed down 
into the gulch in which Heppner is 
situated, carrying everything before it. 

The tlood came with such suddenness 
that the inhabitants were unable to 
seek places of safety and were carried 
dowr to death by the »wful rush of 
water. Almost the entire residence por- 
tion of the town was destroyed, but 
some of the business part, which is on 
higher ground, escaped. 

Huge boulders were carried down by 
the current apd many people were killed 
by being crushed against the rocky 
tuff. Karly in the afternoon a thunder- 
storm occurred, covering a wide region 
of country, and later a heavy rainstorm 
set in, many of the small streams over- 
flowing their banks in a short time. 
Bridges were swept away iike straws. 

As soon :is possible after the tlood had 
subsided the work of relief was coin- 
menced by the citizens of the town. 

Dozens of bodies were found lodged 
along the bends of Willow creek and in 
several piaces they were piled over one 
another.

The buildings which were not car- 
ried away were moved from their 
foundations or toppled over. Hun-

At Ione, 17 miles away, considerable 
damage was done to buildings, although 
no loss of life is reported from there.

NEW FOOTBALL RULES. 
| Close Formations to Be Restricted. 
More Open Play Assured. 

Walter Camp, the chairman of the 
football rules committee, broke his si- 
lence the other night over the work of 
the committee, says a New Haven dis- 

| patch to the New York American. He 
said the following changes in the rules 
were decided upon at a recent meeting 
of the committee at Philadelphia: 

“Between the twenty-five yard lines, 
from one twenty-five yard line to the 
other, seven men shall be kept in the 
line. Within the respective twenty- 
five yard lines toward the goals the old 
style of mass play is allowable. 

“Between the respective twenty-five 
yard lines, practically the center of the 
field, the quarter back will be permit- 
ted to run with the ball without previ- 
ously passing it to any one, provided 
he crosses the line of scrimmage at 
least five yards from where the ball is 
put into play.” 

These changes have been adopted 
with a view to making the play of the 
great college game more open or spec- 
tacular. While the changes in the 
rules will have this effect, the rules are 
not so sweeping as they seem at first 
| glance. 

When the teams are within twenty- 
five yards of a goal the side in posses- 
sion of the ball can use the guard back 
| or tackle back formation; in short, the 
style of mass play that has been in 
vogue on the gridiron during the past 
few years. 

While the quarter back can now run 
with the ball, he only has this power to 
| a very limited degree, as he will have 
to cross the Ine within five yards of 
where the ball was putin play. About 
all he can do is to plunge straight for- 
ward or at an angle. He could hardly 
accomplish an end run with this re 
striction. Again, he has only this priv- 
ilege in center field between the twen- 
ty-five yard lines. 

Another rule practically adopted by 
the committee is to allow the side 
scored against to have the choice of 
kicking off or taking the defensive 
| 


when the ball is again put in play.

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KING PETER THE FIRST 


Karageorgevitch Dynasty Be- 
gins Reign In Servia 


SINGULAR IMPASSIVENESS 


Characterizes the Whole Proceedings 
of Electing the New King—Troops 
Take Oath of Allegiance In Utter 
Ignorance of What They Are Doing 
—New Constitution Gives Radicals 


Perpetual Tenure of Power 


Belgrade, June 16.—With scarcely the 
excitement which marks an ordipary 
fete day in the capital, Servia instituted 
a new dynasty. Within less than two 
hours from the time of meeting in the 
wing of the royal palace where King 
Alexander and his queen were shot 
down, the senate and skupshtina in joint 
session had legally and with due 
formality elected Prince Peter Kara- 
georgevitch King of Servia and had tele- 
graphically notified him of the fact. 


The senate and skupsbtina on assem- 
bling listened to a proclamation read 
by President Velimirovitch. The mem- 
bers then proceeded to eburch, return- 
ing a little later to the palace. ‘Lhe 
ceremony of electing the king was con- 
ducted in the Salle des Fetes. which had 
been specially arranged for the occa- 
sion. 

The formal motion that Prince Peter 
Karageorgevitch be elected King of 
Servia was moved by a Radical deputy 
named Naschics. Immediate'y a shout 
arose from the assembly of “Long live 
Karageorgevitch.” Each member was 
then called by name and rose from his 
seat and gave his vote for “Peter Kara- 
georgevitch.” There was absolute 
unanimity, no other name but that of 
Prince Karageorgevitch being pro- 
nounced. The result was greeted with 
loud cheers and then the minister of 
justice hastened to the balcony over- 
looking the street and announced to the 
people: 

“Peter, the first of the dynasty of the 
Karageorgevitches, is your new king. 
You are congratulated upon the unani- 
mous vote of your representatives.” 

The crowd responded with cheers. 
At the same time a royal] salute of 101 
guns was fired. ; 

The proceedings closed with brief 
speeches by President ‘Velimirovitch 
and Premies Avakumofics, who con- 
gratulated the national assembly upon 
its unanimous choice. The deputies 
then streamed forth froin the palace, the 
soldiers on guard marched away and in 
five minutes the space in front of the 
palace had resumed its normu! aspect. 

The day’s proceedings, en the whole, 
were characterized by singular in- 
passiveness. Only in the uareserved 
admiration shown for Colonel] Maschin 
and the otber conspirators could it be 
seen that the event was »mineutly popu- 
lar. It was evident during the cere- 
mony, where Maschin stood conspicu- 
ously, how proud he is of his work. 

When, later in the day the late Queen 
Draga's regiment, with the other troops 
of the garrison, took the oath of al- 
legiance, it was obvious that they were 
in complete ignorance of what they 
were doing. ; They swore allegiance toa 
constitution; which has not yet been 
formulated. \The utter vacancy in their 
faces showed that they would as readily 
have taken on oath of allegiance to the 
ezar or to the @mperor of Austria. 
Servia, having no nobility, is governed 
by the military and official classes, 
whom the masses blindly obey. 

The town 1s full of unsavory gossip 
concerning the late quesn, and there is 
not a scintilla of sympathy for the mur- 
dered royal couple. 

At 7 o’clock last evening u telegram 
to the government arrived from the 
new king. It ran: 

“The splendid proofs of devotion from 
my beloved people, my falthful army 
and patriotic government have deeply 
touched me. From the botom of a true 
Seryian heart I thank providence, ¥ bich 
has vouchsafed me to ascend the throne 
of my famous ancestors. 1 beg you to 
accept my royal acknowledgment with 
the assurance of my particular good 
will.” 

The resolutions adopted hy the na- 
tional assembly have practically 
granted immunity to all concerned in the 
coup d'etat; the attitude of the assembly 
has been recognized and approved and 
gratitude has been extended to the gov- 
ernment for the patriotism displayed in 
such a fateful crisis; all tne govern- 
ment’s measures have been endorsed 
and it has been empowered to conduct 
affairs until King Peter's arrival. 

This apparent unanimity, however, 
was not reached without a contest. An 
informal meeting of the skupshtina was 
held yesterday and lasted over eight 
hours. The public were excluded hut, 
according to the accounts given by 
Various members, the proceedings were 
lively. The adherents of a Republican 
form of government were couipelled to 
fall back. A wordy battleraged long, and 
lieans more effective than eioquent are 
said to have been employed to persuade 
the opposing elements intoacquiescence. 

The Servian constitution of 1888, 
which the national assembly bas taken 
as the basis of the new constitution, 
is the most liberal of all that the late 
King Milan gave his subjects, it bay- 
ing been granted when he was ex- 
ceedingly unpopular. It was drawn up 

by the Radicals and is said to ct ean 
Perpetual tenure of power for that 
party. It will be modified in the direc- 
tion of making the line of succession to 
the throne clearly confined to males in 
the direct line, 
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The new king is said to have accepted 
this constitution, but the whole Latter 
is very vague and the fact that this 
question was not settled before King 
Peter was elected is the occasion for 
much dissatisfaction in the ranks of 


the members of the skupsltina. It is 
stated that the draft of a scbeime in King 
Alexander’s handwriting was found in 


the palace, showing his intention to pro- 
claim Queen Draga’s brother heir to 
the throne on July 28 and on the same 
day to proclaim martial luw and con- 
demn to death many politicians, includ- 
ing the present premier, the minister of 
justice and commander of the Nish 
division of the army. 


Peter Accepts 

Geneva, June 16.—Prince Peter 
Karageorgevitch bas telegraphed his 
acceptance of the Servian throne. ‘The 
king also telegraphed to the emperors 
of Russia and Austria and to the King 
of Italy, announcing his election, and 
ndding that he hoped to work for the 
good of Servia. 

King Peter has issued a proclamation 
tanking the Servians who have shown 
a desire to return to the traditions of 
their ancestors. He promisesto be 
faithful to those traditions, drawing 
special inspiration from the memories 
of his regretted father. ‘The king prom- 
ises to ignore al] that has happened dur- 
ing the past 40 years and not to bear 
ill-will to those who opposed him. He 
concludes with promising to respect the 
rights of all employes of the state, 
whom he Invites to remain in the 1osi- 
tions to which they are legally entitled 
and to resume the normal! conduct of 
their duties. 

King Peter's residence is watched by 
private detectives. The many callers 
are rapidly filling up the new king’s 
visitors’ book with their 
tions.

Washington, June 16.—The executive 
committee of the Indepeudent Order of 
the B'’Nai B’Rith waited on the presi- 
dent and Secretary Hay and made rep- 
resentations to them regardiug the mas- 
sacre of the Jews at Kishineif and the 
treatment of Jews in Russia generally. 
After the interview a member of the 
committee said: “We have hada very 
satisfactory interview with the preal- 
dent. While committing himself to no 
line of action he has promised to take 
our representations undér careful con- 
sideration and we are williug to leave 
the matter in his hands.’ 


Employers Changed Their Minds 


Pittsburg, June 16.—The lockout or- 
dered by the Master Contractors’ asso- 
ciation and the Stone Contractors’ esso- 
ciation and approved by the Builders’ 
league, and which threatened to throw 
about 50,000 men out of eniployment 
indefinitely, has been called off. The 
employers decided that it was not neces- 
gary to resort to such drastic measures 
to compel the warring bricklayers and 
stone masons to settle their differences. 
Building operations over the entire 
Pittsburg district have been resumed.

Baltimore Took Extraordinary Pree 
cautions to Protect the President 
Baltimore, June 16.—President Roose- 

velt, who was the guest of Lenor at the 

grand concert last night of Ue North- 


eastern Saengerfest, arrived in Bualti- 
more in a special carat 8:20. ‘he presi- 
dent was accompanied by Baron Von 
Sternberg, the German ambassador, 
Senator McComas of Maryiand, und 
Private Secretary Loeb. 

A cordon of mounted policemen sur- 
rounded the president’s carriage cud the 
route to the Fifth regiment armory was 
begun. Ten of the officers rode ciose to 
the curbs of the streets en route, v bile 
a solid phalanx preceded tue carriage 
and a squad followed with the noses of 
their horses remaining near the Lind 
wheels of the vehicle. Along the route 
400 picked men in uniform and plain 
clothes lined the curbs so as to prevent 
any one approaching too neur the chief 
e. cutive’s carriage. At the armory a 
large force of policemen and detectives 
had cleared the approach to a private 
entrance and the president was escorted 
to a retiring room, where he awaited 
the completion of one of the choruses. 
As the party entered ihe president's 
box the immense audience cheered to 
the echo. 

The same method was observed on the 
return trip to Union station. When 
asked why such apparently extraor- 
dinary precautions had been taken to 
guard President Roosevelt, Marsbal 
Farnan said: 

“There are thousands of persons in 
the city and it was thought possible that 
some anarchistic or other ‘crank’ might 
be among them. We did not want any- 
thing unpleasant to occur and simply 
took precautionary measures.” 

Washington, June 16.—The president 
returned here at 10:55 o'clock last night.

Reliance Lcses Her Topmast 
In the Larchmont Race 


IS FORCED TO WITHDRAW 


Constitution and Columbia Continue 
the Contest, and the Former Beats 
Old Cup Defender 
Reaching and Windward Work 


In Ruuning, 


New York, June 18.—Two minutes 
after she had crossed the starting line 
for a 80-mile race with the Columbia 
and Constitution over the Larchmont 
Island 
sound the Reliance’s topmast snapped 
off under the pressure of her big club 
topsail and balloon The 
tangled mass of sails, spars and rigging

jibtopsail. 


fell to leeward and hung partly sus- 
pended by the torn clubtopsail and its 
bolt ropes, und with only 10 feet of a 
ragged stump of her topmast standing 
above the masthead withdrew 
from the race a cripple. 

The accident ccurred in a seven or 
eight knot breeze. C. O. Iselin, manag- 
ing owner, said he did not know what 
had caused the spar to give way, but 
Was certain the Reliance would sail in 
the race on Friday. She was towed to 
New Rochelle. 

Tie Constitution and Columbia con- 
tinued the race and the Constitution out- 
sailed the former cup defender by 9m. 
46s. elapsed time, and won the cup of- 
fered by Commodore Adams of the 
Larchmont club. The course was a 
triangle, having two legs of six miles 
each and one of three miles. 

Mr. Morgan for the first time teok a 
hand in the jockeying and sent the 
Columbia over the starting line the 
only boat not handicapped. ‘'‘he first 
leg was a series of baffling, shifting 
winds and calm streaks 1n which the 
Constitution twice got the lead and 
twice lost it. When the wind wame 
through about eight knots from the 
south they were on fairly: even terms 
and miles off their course. 

The Constitution then quickly toox 
the lead and added to it steadily on 
every leg and on every point of sailing, 
running, reaching and in windward 
work. For an hour and a half they 
reeled off the miles in quick time and 
once in passing Glen Cove caught a 
Smart puff and lay over to it prettily, 
but the finish was ina softening wind.

|CLOUDBURST PHENOMENA 


River Changed Location 

Concord, N. H., June 18~- Superin- 
tendent Cummings of the White Moun- 
tain division, Boston and Maine rail- 
road, has reported upon the damege 
occasioned in the mountains by <he re- 
cent cloudburst. Between Crawfords 
and Jefferson, says Cummings, 12 
bridges are gone on the Concord and 
Montreal road and in severa! places the 
river has changed its location and runs 
for a mile or more on the location of 
the road. E. A. Crawford, who has 
had charge of the work on the road, 
estimates that it will cost as muci to 
put the road in shape as it did to build 
it in the first place. In one place 100 
acres of land slid off the mouniain on 
the travelled way. 

The original appropriation for ihe 
road was $10,000, and as much more was 
appropriated by the legislature of 1903. 

Considerable damage was done to 
the railroad by washouts at Bowmans 
on the White and Jefferson road, and 
between Fabyans and the hase of Mt. 
Washingtor. i 

According to Cummings the rain 
lasted only a couple of hours und was, 
in fact, a cloudburst such as had never 
been experienced before in the north 
country.

Drawn 
through Boston's streets, wher? cheer- 
ing thousands voiced a warmest wel- 
come, Philadelphia's Liberty Lell passed 
in triumphal procession to add to the 
glory of Charlestown’'s annual celebra- 
tion.

of Jews in the street hers yesterday. 
He was stabbed in the neck by one of 
the Jews, but the wound is not believed 
to be fatal. His assailant was ecap- 
tured. 


Previous dispatches from St. Peters- 
burg said the press, with the exception 
of the anti-Semitic organs, were unani- 
mous in pointing to Wroushevan’s 
paper, The Bessarabeth, as the author 
of the ritual murder calumnies against 
the Jews and the prime instigator of 
the massacre. 

IKroushevan, after the massacre, ad- 
dressed the Jews in The Bessarabetz 
as follows: “Become Christians and 
our brothers. If not you have one year 
to go where you please. After thattime 
there must not remain a single Jew in 
Russia unless he is Christianized, and 
thereafter entrance to Russia will be 
forbidden to the Jews forever.” 

Dy. Barth, the leader of the German 
Radical Liberals, on May 30 published 
a communication in his Berlin paper, 
The Nation, from a person behind the 
scenes in Russian court life, in whica 


it was said that Kroushevan, in his 
anti-Jewish propaganda, acted us an 


agent of Interior Minister Von Plehye, 
who wished to impress the ezar with 
the untitness of the common people to 
have any share in local self govern- 
ment by a spectacular outbreak in the 
province. In Kroushevan’'s interest, 
said the writer, Von Plehve suppressed 
the rival paper in Kishineff, giving 
Kroushevan the exclusive {eld for bis 
anti-Jewish articles and obtained for 
him two government subventions. 


Postmaster Failed to Retnrn 

Camden, N. J., June 18.—-No_ tidings 
bave been obtained of the w hereabouts 
of Louis T. Derousse, postmaster of 
Camden, and his disappearance has 
created a sensation. Derousse left bis 
office at 11 o'clock yesterday morning 
while two United States postal inspec- 
tors were in the office. He told them 
he would be back in 10 minutes. The 
inspectors were making their regular 
annual tour. Derousse has been prom- 
inent for years in political and social 
life of the city. He had been sweaker 
of the house of assembly and served 
three terms as a member of that body. 


Two Hundred Killed at Heppner 

Heppner, Ore., June 18.—The work 
of clearing the streets of the great piles 
of wreckage, which were lodyved in the 
town by Suaday’s flood, has commenced 
in earnest. Bodies are being recovered 
almost every hour and the most accurate 
estimate of the number of dead is 200. 
The exact number of victims will pzob- 
ably never be known. Provisions are 
plentiful, large quantities having been 
received from various sections of the 
country.

NOTABLE FUNERAL. 


Many Descendants of Presidents 
» at Services of Miss Adams. 


The funeral of Miss Elizabeth Coombs 
Adams was held Tuesday afternoon 
from the First church beneath whose 
portals rest ber illustrious ancestors. 

The services were simple and were 
characteristic of her life. The black 
covered casket was placed in front of 
the altar, and around it were a number 
of beautiful floral pieces, includes one 
from Adams chapter, Daughters of the 
Revolution, tied with bruad ribbons of 
buffand blue. A large wreath was 
also placed on the family pew. 

Rev. Ellery Channing Butler conduct- 
ed the services which 
scripture reading, prayer and _bene- 
diction. The church quartette sang 
‘*There is a Land of Pure Delight,’’ 
and ‘*Come Ye Disconsolate”’

The-following sketch of Miss Adams 
from the Transcript will be of interest: 

Miss Adams was born at the old 
John Quincy Adams homestead on 
Franklin street in the same room in 
which John Quincy Adams was born. 
She is said to have lived there until 
the latter part of October, 1818, when 
ber father removed to the old Adams 
bomestead on Adams strect, now occu- 
pied by Brooks Adams. Abont that 
time Mrs. Abigail (Smith) Adams died, 
and President Adams requested that his 
sgn, Thomas Boylston Adams, and 
family should make their ‘?fome wth 
The family of four 
sons and two daughters. 

Miss Adams while she lived in her 
grundfather’s home met many dis- 
tinguisbed persons, including President 
Thomas Jefferson and General Lafayette. 

After the death of President Adams, 
July 4, 1826, Miss Adams’s father, 
Thomas Boylston Adams, continued to 
reside at the Adams homestead until 
October, 1828, when he purchased the 


him. consisted 


house on Elm street, in which Miss 
Adams died. The house was known 
as the Ruggles house. The structure 


was two stories in height. ‘The rear of 
the house was originally a separate 


building. It was erected in 1641 by 
George Ruggles. In 1753 the bouse 
passed into other hands, and the new 


owner built an addition on in front. 

The old Thomas Boylston Adams 
homestead, as the place has since been 
known, has become 
landmarks, It is near Washington and 
Hancock streets, near the foot of Bige- 
low Hill and near the estate of Chief 
Justice George Tyler Bigelow of Massa- 
chusetts. Opjosite the house is the 
old Miller estate, now owned by Dr. 
William Everett. 

There are many eboice relics in the 
house, In the sitting-room are a Chipp- 
endale table, rush-bottom chair, two 
mirrors and three pictures, which were 
owned by President Adams. There are 
also hung on the walls old-style pictures 
of Washington, John Adamsand William 
Henry Harrison. 
a frame a lock of the hair of Washing- 
ton. There is a chair owned by Presi- 
dent Adams in a room in the second 
story, in which he spent many leisure 
hours, especially in the last years of his 
life. 

While Miss Adams made Quincy her 
home, she spent much time away and it 
was not until six years ago that she 
passed her entire time at her home. 
She was a great traveller, and, with 
her brother, Isaac Hull Adams, spent 
much time in foreign countries. 

Miss Adams was naturally very 
reserved, and made few acquaintances, 
She had few callers, most of ber rela- 
tives of her own period being dead. 
She rarely went out in company when 
she began to reside permanently in 
Quincy, and after the death of ber 
brother, Isaac, in 1898, she never left 
the house. The only other inmates of 
Miss Adams’s home during the last 
three years have beens housekeeper 
and a domestic.

Foundj Upon Investigation to 
Have Been Correct 


MANY QUESTIONABLE ITEMS 


Disbursed Under Direct Order of Su- 


perior Authority During McKinley 


Administration—Payne Removes 


Head of Money Order System 


Washington, June 18,—-Postmaster 
General Payne has made public the re- 
ply of Fourth Assistant Postmaster 
General Bristow to the 
Seymour W. Tulloch, former cashier 
of the Washington city postoflice, re- 


elarges of 


garding the irregularities in the postal 
administration, and also reports of in- 
spection and investigation of the Wash- 
ington postoflice by inspectors between 
June 30, 1829, and July 31, 1900, to- 
gether with the transcript of the 'ful- 
loch charges made some years ago ard 
the conclusions thereon then reached 
by Postmaster General Smith. 

These papers constitute the most 
Significant Cocuments yet made pablic 
as a result of the sweeping postal in- 
vestigation. The reports show the ex- 
istence of many irregularitics during 
the period involved. ‘The inspeetor 
who investigated the irregularities re- 
ports that the files of the postottice 
cashier show direct orders from  gu- 
perior authority for the disbursement 
of all the questionable items cited. The 


inspector urged “that the responsi- 
bility for the many illegal appoint- 


ments, the payment of two salaries to 
one and the same person and the dis- 
bursement of thousands of dollars for 
which practically no service wus per- 
formed, should be placed where it prop- 
erly belongs and the many abuses cor- 
rected.” 

In a summary of the several] reports, 
the postmaster general Suys: “The 
charges of Mr. Tulloch is iu its essence 
against President McKinley and Post- 
master General Smith. Pvresident Me- 
Kinley is no longer living; L‘ostmaster 
General Smith, who carried out Presi- 
dent McKinley’s policy, hus answered 
for himself. With regard to the present 
management of the Washiugton post- 
office and the conduct of any and all 
men charged +vith wrong doing” who 
have been in the postal service under 
the present administration, a thorough 
and searching investigation is now be- 
ing made, and when it is ended ll the 
facts in the case will be made publie, 
as also whatever action may be taken 
in view of such facts.” 

Mr. Payne quotes from the recently 
published reply of Mr. Smith and adds 
that these papers are now published 
“in order to complete the public under- 
standing of a matter, a large part of 
which has already been published. 
The papers are filed without nection, for 
the reason that they relate to the busi- 
ness of a prior administration. ‘The 
subject matter af complaint is four 
years old and all action thereunder 
was closed over two years ago.” 

The documents show that on May 1 
last Mr. Payne wrote a letter to Mr. 
Bristow calling attention to the pub- 
lished interview with Mr. ‘Tulloch ard 
esked Mr. Bristow “what truth, if any 
there is, in the statements and nar- 
ticularly upon that part which speaks 
of your connection and that of the post- 
office inspectors.” Mr. Bristow’'s reply 
was given three days later. 

As a result of alleged indiscretion in 
matters pertaining to the award of con- 
tracts for printing the moaey cider 
forms of the government James T. Met- 
calf, for many years superintendeut of 
the money order system 09f ‘be pest- 
office department, has been removed 
from office by the postmaster general. 

The dismissal is the result of acts of 
Metcalf in opposition to the bid of Paul 
Herman of Rutherford, N. J., the lowest 
bidder by $45,000, and in favor of the 
next highest bidder, the Wynkoop, 
Hallenbeck, Crawford coropany of New 
York, of which Mr. Meteaif’s sun is an 
employe. 

Mr. Payne's voice trembled with 
emotion as he announced the dismissal 
to the newspaper men late in the efter- 
noon. He seid it had beconie } is duty 
to make the removal and it wasa step 
which he could not avoid in the proper 
discharge of his duties. He said that 
ho consideration had been given as yet 
as to the appointment of a successor, 
but-that the duties of superintendent 
for the present would devolve Lpon 
Metcaif’s assistant, E. F. Kiaball of 
Massachusetts, who has been in the 
service 17 years. 

Mr. Metcalf originally was ap- 
pointed from Iowa and has been in the 
postal service since 1882. During his 
administration the money order service 
has been widely extended. His salary 
was $3000 a year. 

The Wynkoop, Hallenbeck, Craw- 
ford company has been the contractor 
for the money order blanks for years. 


Paul Herman, the lowest bidder for j 


the next contract, formerly was in the 
employ of that company, as also is 
Norman Metcalf, the 27-year-old son of 
the deposed superintendent, who now 
draws a salary of $2250 from the com- 
pany. Herman assisted in the drawing 
of the specifications for the contract 
and when the bids were opened it was 
found that Herman had become a 
competitor cf the old company, under- 
cutting their bid by about $45,900. The 
company protested against Herman's 
bid on the ground that he lacked the 
facilities for doing the work and F 
man asked fora hearing.

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END OF THE SCORPION 


British Monitor Founders In Ameri- 
can Waters While In Tow 
Boston, June 18.—The British moni- 
tor Scorpion, which for years bas been 
used as a target for the guns of the 
British war yessels on the West Indian 


station, sunk 80 miles off Georges 
shoals while in tow of the British tug 
Powerful on the way to St. john. The 
tug reached here last night and Captain 
Russell reported the loss of the monitor. 
The 15 men who were on the monitor 
were rescued by the crew of the Power- 
ful, after a struggle, as the weather was 
very heavy at the time. 

Captain Russell states that the tow 
left Bermuda last Wednesday, the 
monitor being bound to St. John # be 
broken up as old metal. On Fvitlay 
the tug ran into the easterly storm and 
the monitor began to labor, her low 
freeboard being no. protection aguinst 
the high waves. As the storm increased 
the monitor began to strain and then to 
leak. Captain Harding, her master, 
signalled the tug to sheer olf in order 
to ease the vessel and permit the crew 
to man the pumps. The storm did not 
abate and finally the pumps gave out. 

Early Tuesday the tug was asked to 
take off the Scorpion’s crew, as there 
seemed no lupe of keeping the monitor 
The tug ran down to the monitor 
and the crew launched the lifebout, 
making three trips for the Scorpion'’s 
men. It was a struggie, us most of 
the men had to be hauled in by lines 
and the lifeboat time and again narrow- 
ly missed being smashed against the 
monitor. Some hours later the monitor 
disappeared. Captain Russell then 
made for this port to report his loss. 


Further Hearings Unnecessary 

Washington, June 18.—Following the 
appearance here of the executive coun- 
cil of the B’Nai B’Rith a number of 
other Jewish organizations have ad- 
dressed the president and Secretary 
Hay requesting hearings on the status 
of the Jews in Russia. The president, 
however, has come to the conclusion 


that the ground was completely coy- 
ered at last Monday’s conference. The 
petition prepared by the council of 


B'Nai B’Rith cannot be forwarded to 
the Russian government officially, and 
it may be that the publicity given to 
the petition will be regarded as suf- 
ficient to meet the needs of the case. 


Ammon Convicted by Jury 
New Yor, June 18.—At the eonelu- 
sion of testimony in the trial of Robert 
A. Ammon, former counsel for W. F. 
Miller of the Franklin syudicate, Am- 
mon’s counsel moved for the dismissal 
of the case on the ground that the prose- 
cution had not proved the charges that 
Ammon had received any of the :noney 
fraudulently obtained by the syndicate. 
Justice Newburger denied the :10tion 
and the case went to the jury. which 

soon returned a verdict of guilty. 


Liquor-Selling Law Contest 

Plymouth, Mass., June 18.--Charles 
H. Minchan of Boston, a liquor sales- 
man, charged with soliciting orders In 
this town, which for several years has 
voted no-license, was declared guilty 
by a jury. The defense maintained 
that there was no law which made such * 
an act a crime. Counsel for the de- 
fendant will argue for a new trial and 
in event of this being refused they de- 
clare their intention to carry the case 
to the supreme court. 


For Training of Embryo Jackies 

Washington, June 18.—Plans for the 
two sieel training ships, Cumberland 
and Intrepid, authorized by the last 
congress, have been approyed by the 
board of construction. The Cumber- 
land will be built at the Boston navy 
yard and the Intrepid at Mare Isiand 
and they will be used on the Atlantic 
and Pacific coasts respectively for the 
training of landsmen appreutices in 
the navy. 


Message From the Deep 

Halifax, June 18.—Postmaster Hoop- 
er at Fourchu, C. B., reports that a bot- 
tle was picked up on the shore there 
containing the following: “Schooner 
Shamrock, thick fog, vessel damaged 
and pounding in heavy sea. Crew giv- 
ing up hopes of rescue.” The Shamrock 
sailed from Halifax on June 5 for New- 
foundland and no word of her arrival 
there bas reached her owners in this 
city. 

Manager Charged With Stealing 

St. Thomas, Ont., June 18—A4 war- 
rant has been issued for the arrest of 
George Rowley, the manager of the 
suspended Elgin Loan company. He is 
charged with stealing from the com- 
pany. It is said that the affairs of the 
company were in such bad shape that 
the directors decided to go into liqnida- 
tion and it was this decision that caused 
Rowley’s disappearance.

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TO STAND BY COLONIES 


England Practically Committed 
to Retaliation Policy 


A CHAMBERLAIN VICTORY 


Balfour Forced Into Colonial Secre- 


tary’s Arms on the Preferential 


Tariff Proposals—Retreat From Full 
Diseussion Is Cut Off 


London, June 18.—The whole of last 
evening in the house of commons was 
occupied with the discussion of a mo- 
tion to adjourn, made by the Liberals, 
in order to obtain further light regarding 
the government's position on the pref- 
erential tariff question. ‘he motion 
was finally rejected by 252 votes to 152. 

While the opposition was scarcely 
more successful than heretofore in 
Grawing the government iuto a discus- 
sion on the general scheme of prefer- 
ential trade within the empire, Premier 
Balfour and Colonial Secretary Cham- 
berlain both emphatically declared that 
the government of New South Wales 
Was under no misapprehension regard- 
ing the attitude of the home govern- 
ment. 

Mr. Balfour said that with regard to 
preferential trade the cabinet were as 
one with the government of New South 
Wales in desiring a thorougn investiza- 
tion. He denied emphatically that the 
government had raised any false hopes 
in the colonies. The only chance where- 
by the colonies might regard their hopes 
as false would be in case the opposi- 
tion assumed power and carried out 
their implied intention to abandon the 
colonies to the trade discrimination of 
the whole world. 

Sir Charles Dilke having referred to 
the premier’s statement as a mo- 
mentous one, committing the govern- 
ment to a policy of retaliation which 
Was a direct step towards avowed pro- 
tection, Mr. Balfour retorted that he 
had not said a word about retaliation, 
but he would not shrink from retalia- 
tion if he were satisfied tiat there was 
no other method. 

Mr. Chamberlain then -.ros2 and re- 
ferred te. Germany's action towards 
Canada as a proof that there was a 
hostile discrimination against the col- 
onies. He did not blme Germany so 
léng as the British policy was to He 
down under that treatment. 

Then, endorsing the premier’s state- 
ment regarding retaliation, the colonial 
secretary expressed his contidence that 
Germany would not compel Great 
Britain to consider retaliatory meas- 
ures, but if it did he wouid say with 
Balfour that it was the government's 
duty to find a remedy. 

The result of yesteday’s debate is 
recognized as a great personal triumph 
for Chamberlain. The intention of the 
Liberals was to drive a wedze hetween 
the colonial secretary and the premier, 
who has throughout endeavored to 
maintain a non-committal attitude 
towards the preferential tariff pro- 
posals. Instead of attainlnz this aim, 
the effect of the debate was to drive the 
premier into the colonial secretary’s 
arms and practically commit the goy- 
ernment-to a policy of retaliation. 

A feature of the situation was the 
changed attitude of the Conservatives 
towards Chamberlain. In nrevious de- 
bates on the same subject Chamberlain 
was treated with a certain degree of 
coolness; last night, on the contrary, le 
was greeted with ringing cheers 
throughout bis speech, and he bim- 
self wore the brisk and satisfied air of 
a man foreseeing his triumph. Whether 
Balfour was equally pleased at being 
forced into the open adoption of the 
colonial secretary’s policy is doubtful, 
but it is recognized on all sides that 
Chamberlain has immensely strength- 
ened his position and cut olf any re- 
treat from a full discussion of his 
subject. 

Some rumors are circulating in the 
lobbies to the effect that the debate will 
result in the resignation of Chancellor 
of the Exchequer Ritchie, the Duke of 
Devonshire and other free traders in 
the cabinet, but these reports are not 
regarded seriously. It is believed, how- 
ever, that the government’s position is 
more than ever precarious and nothing 
can delay an appeal to he country on the 
question. 

Except as being an attack upon Ger- 
many, Chamberlain’s speech was a 
repetition in more convineed and 
forcible tecms of his previous sj:-eeches, 
He made a great point in showing that 
the mere talk of a change in Great 
Britain's fiscal policy had aiready pro- 
duced a change of tone in the German 
nhawspapers, which no longer tulked of 
tetaliation, the object of which, he 
taid, “was less to punish Ganada than 
to read a lesson to any British colony 
daring to discriminate in favor of the 
mother country.” 

Mr. Chamberlain added that the feel- 
ing on the subject in the cotonies was 
so strong that he would have neglected 
his office had he failed to bring up the 
matter before the British electorate, 


Agrarians Snowed Under 

Berlin, June 18—The most striking 
result of the elections, aside from the 
Socialist gains, are the losses of the 
two Radical factions and the disap- 
pearance of the members of the 
Agrarian league. The latter, with four 
members in the present house, failed 
to re-elect any of them.

Interfered With by Chancery 
Court In Virginia 


LAUNCH OF THE GALVESTON 


Prohibited by Injunction Secured by 
Creditors oi Trigg Company—Navy 
Department Will Seize Cruiser and 
Carry Out Prograin 


Richmond, June 19.—Judge Grinnan 
of the Richmond chancery court yes- 
terday granted an injunction restrain 
ing Lieutenants Theiss and Grosdeck, 
United States navy, from proceeding 


further towards the launching of the 
cruiser Gaiveston, under construction 
in the Trigg ship yards here. 

The injunction was granted on peti- 
tion of S. H. Hawes & Co. of this city, 
supply creditors of the Trigg company, 
now in the hands of a receiver, and re- 
strains the government officials and all 
other persons from in any way inter- 
fering with any of the property at the 
Trigg yards under control of Receiver 
Myers, and especially the cruiser Gal- 
veston and the dredge Benyard, under 
construction for the government. 

Lieutenants Theiss and Grosdeck 
were sent here by the navy department 
to superintend the launching of the Gal- 
veston, which it was the intention of 
the department to send to the Norfolk 
yard for completion. All preparations 
had been made for launching the vessel 
Monday next. 


Washington, June 19*-It is stated 
here that proper respect will be shown 
the mandate of the courts so long as they 
keep within their jurisdiction, but that 
the navy department cannot submit to 
any interference with its rights. The 
cruiser Galceston <t Richmond, it is 
added, will be launched when ready. 
Secretary Moody is not at all disposed 
to act hastily regarding the Galves- 
ton, but indefinite delay upon the con- 
struction of that vessel in the event of 
an international emergency might 
prove a grave matter, and the depart- 
ment, therefore, feels bound to proceed 
with the work as rapidly as possible. 
It is hoped that the vessel will be in 
condition for launching next Monday 
afternoon. 

Secretary Moody was informed last 
night of the action of the Richmond 
court restraining the government from 
further work on the Galveston, but de- 
clined to talk on the subject until after 
a conference to be held with the pres!- 
dent and the attorney general. At- 
torney General Knox also was unwill- 
ing to be quoted in the matter until 
his opinion rendered to the president as 
to the jurisdiction of the government 
over the Galveston, has been made pub- 
lic. It can be stated, however, that the 
attorney general regards as eminently 
well taken the contention of Rear Ad- 
miral Bowles, chief of the brueau of 
construction and repair, that no court 
has the right to interfere with work on 
&@ war vessel and that the government 
would be warranted in calling federal 
troops to protect its agents engaged in 
such work. 

Instructions have been sent Lieu- 
tenant Theiss and Naval Constructor 
Grosdeck, in charge of the work on the 
Galveston, to proceed with all possible 
dispatch in the effort to get the ship 
ready for launching on Monday. An 
invitation has been sent Miss Ella 
Sealey of Galveston, Tex., selected as 
sponsor for the vessel, to be present on 
Monday to christen the Galveston with 
the traditional bottle of champagne. 
Captain Train will act as the repre- 
sentative of the government. 

When the Trigg company failed last 
spring they ulso had under construction 
a hydraulic dredge for the war depart- 
ment and a revenue cutter for the 
treasury department. These vessels 
will be taken to the Norfolk navy yard, 
together with the Galveston, for com- 
pletion there. 

Locks, it is feared, may have to be 
constructed in the channel leading from 
the Trigg yard before the Galveston 
can be got out, and this work may re- 
quire six weeks’ time or more. The 
government has no objection to the sup- 
ply creditors of the Trigg company 
proceeding in the courts to protect their 
rights, but it takes the position that 
work on a warship is too important to 
the nation at large to be delayed while 
private firms are adjusting their 
financial difficulties with one another. 

The plan of action decided on is prac- 
tically unique in the history of the navy 
department. It was decided on only 
after the president, the attorney gen- 
eral and the secretary of the navy had 
given the subject their careful con- 
sideration. It is not expected that the 
people of Virginia will regard the ac- 
tion of the navy department as in the 
slightest degree reflecting on the

made public, for they would strengthen 
the Mayor’s side. One of the Council- 
men stated at the meeting this week 
that he had made an investigation, and 
found that Quincy instead of paying 
above the average was actually getting 
its lights below the average. 

Quincy people would like to see an 
actual conference on the part of the 
city and the company, and the ques- 
tion of price considered on its merits, 
without threats of any kind. Taxpay- 
ers want to see the city lighted as 
economically as possible, and second, 
they desire that the Electric Light 
Company shall prosper and pay divi- 
dends to stockholders, who are largely 
residents. Again, the company pays a 
large tax to the city, not only upon its 
plant, but its street lamps, ete. The 
recent expensive improvements made 
by the company, including new street 
lights voluntarily installed, ehow that 
the company is endeavor to give the 
best possible service. The city appro- 
priation for street lighting bas already 
been made, as recommended by the 
Mayor, so that, however, the contract 
is made it will not affect the tax rate 
this year. 

No one but the City Council can re- 
voke the locations granted for street 
lights, and the Council alone has 
authority to grant locations to the Kit- 
son Company or any other Company. 
The City Council has authority to 
order out the so-called exhibition 
lamps in City Square. We hardly 
think the city wants to take any un- 
just advantage of the Quincy Electric 
Light & Power Company. 


We can not too highly praise the per- 
sistent efforts of Mayor Bryant to have 
the Liberty Bell stopped for a short 
time in Quincy so that it might afford 
an object lesson in patriotism to the 
school children of our city, and a grat- 
ification to our older population who 
had never had an opportunity of seeing 
it. Ittook some hours of arguement 
and entreaty, both with the Philadel- 
phia committee and the railroad officials 
before matters could be so arranged as 
to admit of the delay of the train, but 
whatever the Mayor undertakes he 
somehow succeeds in accomplishing,

The Young Children Were Placed 
Upon the Bell. 


Quincy was honored Thursday by a 
visit from the historic ‘‘liberty bell.’ 
It was the first time that Quincy has 
ever had an opportunity and the privi- 
ledge to welcome it within her borders. 
It is very probable that it will never 
come again, at least not for many years. 

Many had already seen the bell, 
either in Boston during the past few 
days, or inside its glass case in Phila- 
delphia, yet all were anxious to get one 
more view o. it, especially the chil- 
dren. 

To Mayor Bryant is due the credit of 
having the train conveying the bell to 
Plymouth stop here, but the suggestion 
was first made inthe Ledger June 6 
and urged again on June 16. The 
Mayor’s first request was a flat refusal, 
but he was persistant, and late Thurs- 
day afternoon he carried his point. 

The Ledger announced oa Thursday 
that the bell would passthrough Quincy 
about 6.20, and while it was then un- 
certain whether the train would stop, 
it was assured that it would 
through at a slow speed. 

Late in the afternon Mayor Bryant 
telephoned that the train would stop 
in Quincey for five minutes, and that 
announcement was promptly bulletined 
in front of the Ledger office. 

The suggestion was made to the sex- 
tons of the First and Bethany church 
by the Ledger that their bells should 
ring out their welcome to the Liberty 
Bell. This suggestion was promptly 
carried out, and at 6.10 William 
Dewhurst manned the rope at the First 
church and hardly had the first notes 
sounded when George H. Joslin sound- 
ed the bell on the Betbany church. The 
bells were rung until the train had 
taken its departure. 

The ‘news of the expected visit be- 
came noised about, and the crowds 
began to wend their way toward the 
depot long before the time for the train 
to arrive. At 6 o’clock their was a 
thousand or more people at the depot 
and this crowd was being constantly 
added to so that when the train arrived 
there must have beemupwards of 4000 
people present. 

Every possible vantage point was oc- 


run 


cupied. The freight cars on the siding 
were the small boys vantage point. 
Others climbed trees, and the place 


was black with humanity. 

Chief Hayden and a squad of officers 
were on hand at short notice to assist 
the railroad officials in keeping the 
crowds back and in preventing acci- 
dents. 

As the clectric gongs sounding the 
approach of trains were heard the boys 
would set up a cheer, which would 
quickly die down when it was seen that 
it was but an every day passenger train. 

At 6.19 the gong again sounded, and 
as the engine rounded the corner it was 
seen that she carried a white flag denot- 
ing an extra. Then they knew that the 
train chad arrived. As the Pullman 
cars came in sight there wasa mighty 
cheer, and flags, handkerchiefs and hats 
waved their greeting, for the bell was 
in Quincy, the birthplace of President 
John Adams and John Hancock, 

The car containing the bell was on 
the rear and was guarded by four 
policemen. It stopped just south of 
the Saville street crossing and there 
was a rush by the crowd from the south 
end of the depot toward the north end, 
and in an instant the car was sur- 
rounded. 

Flagmen had been sent toward Wol- 
laston and toward South Quincy to stop 
any train that migbt approach from 


either direction, thus assuring the 
safety from trains. 
The ladies and gentlemen in the 


Philadelphia party crowded the win- 
dows aud platforms of their cars and 
threw handfuls of pamphlets giving 
the story of the bell and its visit to 
Boston. Hundreds of these were thrown 
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out and also souvenir badges and there| 


was a wild scramble for them. 

Mayor Bryant was on hand to extend 
the official welcome of the city, but 
|could not get near enough to the car to 
do it. The five minutes passed all too 
}quickly, and it seemed as though the 
train had hardly stopped before it be- 
gan to move again. 

The policemen on the car were 
noticed to extend the glad hand with 
members of the Quincy force. 

As the train started another cheer 
went up and a hundred or more young- 
sters followed it down the track to get 
one more look at the bell. 

While the train stood at the depot 
three youngsters were distioguished by 
having an opportunity to sit on the 
bell. Although too young to under- 
stand what it meant, later in life it 
will be something to tell about. Two 
of the three seemed to enjoy the sensa- 
tion of being lifted by a Philadelphia 
policeman, but one did not, if the 
frightened cry it gave out was an in- 
dication. 

Marion, the four-year old daughter 
of Rev. and Mrs. Edwin N. Hardy of 
Bethany church was first honored. 
Then Mary Frances, the three-year-old 
daughter of Benjamin and Frances 
Macomber of Saville street, was raised 
up, although she cried. ‘The third and 
last was Doris, the daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. Charles Sampson of Upland 
road, and the train started before she 
was handed back to her parents. 

The Liberty bell was handsomely 
mounted on a platform car of the 
| Pennsylvania Railroad. On the cradle 
|} on either side, as well as on the bell 
were the words: ‘‘Proclaim Liberty.’’ 
Under the bell were several bouquets 
of flowers. 

The crack in the famous bell was 
on the easterly side toward the depot 
and was plainly visible. 

There was a large crowd at the South 
Quincy station when the bell train 
passed through and the crowd cheered 
it. The train was moving at express 
speed and but a passing glance could be 
had of it. 

There were also many at the Atlantic, 
Norfolk Downs and Wollaston stations. 

After leaving Quincy the train pro- 


ceeded to Plymouth, stopping at 
Abington where the bell received an 


ovation. It was greeted by thousands 
and 500 school children sang, ‘‘The Star 
Spangled Banner’? and a wreath was 
placed on the bell. 

The bell also received an ovation at 
Plymouth, where it arrived at 7.45 
and was greeted by the ringing of bells, 
waving of banners and burning of red 
fire. There was a parade and reception 
to the visitors, The bell will probably 
arrive back in Philadelphia Saturday.

Lowell Strikers Have Become 
Tired of the Fight 


ASK FOR A CONFERENCE 


With Mill Agents, Who Reject Prop- 
osition That All Shall 
Places Held by Them Before the 
Strike, Which Is Practically Ended 


Receive 


Lowell, Mass., June 


19.—After a 
struggle for nearly three months, it ap- 
pears that the textile operatives of 
Lowell have tired in their fight for an 
increase of 10 percent in wages in the 
cotton mills and are willing to declare 
off the general strike which was in- 
augurated March 30. 

At one of their regular meetings yes- 
| 


terday afternoon the agents discussed 
a communication from the Textile coun- 
cil which is regarded as an overture for 
peace. Strikers are not inclined to dis- 
cuss the message, refusing to even 
acknowledge that it was sent, but the 
mill men, while unwilling to give the 
text of the message, are not secretive 
as to the effect of its contents. 

‘The main purpose of the strikers’ note 
is to secure a conference, but in addi- 
tion to this it contains a suggestion 
that the operatives be allowed to go 
back to the factories with the under- 
standing that all shall receive the places 
held by them before the strike. 

This proposition meets with a fat re- 
fusal from the manufacturers, who say 
that the strikers bad that opportunity 
preseuted to them when the gates were 
reopened a fortnight ago and refused 
it. One of the mill agents says that if 
his union help returrs they must do 
so as individuals and take the chance 
of securing employment. This is alse 
understood to be the attitude of the 
other manufacturers. 

The action of the Textile council in 
sending the communication to fhe mill 
agents is believed to be a move on the 
part of the executive committee inde- 
pendent of recommendation by the 
unions affiliated with the central or- 
ganization, and before the strike can be 
officially declared off these must first 
meet and vote on the question, after 
which it will come properly before the 
Textile council for final action. 

President Conroy of the Textile coun- 
cil said, when asked about the com- 
munication: “Don’t make any in- 
quiries from me concerning it because [ 
will not say anything. If the agents 
state that they Lave a communication 
from the Textile council there is noth- 
ing remaining for sne to say.” 

Agent Southworth of the Massachu- 
setts mills, who has been acting as 
spokesman for the cotton manufac- 
turers’ association since the declaration 
of the strike, is in the south, and the 
communication from the strikers was 
received by Acting Agent Wadleigh, 
who declines to give it out for pub- 
lication. 

Since the reopening of the gates on 
June 1 the strength of the strikers has 
been decreasing. With the exception 
of a few minor breaks in the ranks the 
beamers and mule spinners have held 
together solidly and ringspinners 
showed surprising loyalty to the or- 
ganized operatives; but loomfixers have 
been shifting away gradually, and 
these, together with the vast majority 
of non-union operatives who returned 
as soon as the gates were opened, have 
made it possible to run the mills with- 
out the strikers. 

The rise in the price of raw cotton, 
which followed closely after the 
declaration of the strike, operated 
against the cause of the strikers and 
was a large factor in their defeat. 


Operatives Ask For Week’s Shutdown 

Fall River, Mass., June 19.—At a 
meeting of the Textile council last night 
Secretary Taylor was instructed to 
communicate with the Manufacturers’ 
association and request that the mills 
of this city be stopped during the en- 
tire week which ends July 4. ‘Ihe op- 
eratives say that a day will be lost 
anyway, and as there is certain to be 
more or less curtailment during the 
summer, they would rather have all 
the mills shut down at one time than to 
have scattered mills shut down at in- 
tervals. s 


Miners’ Strike Averted 

Alteona, Pa., June 19.—Th2 trouble 
between the Webster Coal and Coke 
company and its men, which fere- 
shadowed a strike of 10,000 miners, has 
been settled amicably. ‘The arbitrators 
whe heard the evidence touching on 
the grievances met yesterday and ad- 
jJusted the differences. The machine 
cutters who were being paid $2.68 a 
day were granted the scale price of $3 
and $3.20, scrapers receiving a relative 
inerease. The company will allow a 
check weighmuan or. the tipple at Bens 
Creek, where the last man was ejected 
for overstepping his authority. 


Waiters’ Strike Not Settled 
Chicago, June 19.—Striking waiters! 
refused to arbitrate last night and de-| 
cided that the walkout be made more, 
general and engineers and elevator men 
be asked to join them. After midnight 
they began to send out committees to| 
call more strikes, With the battle 
practically won, as the hotel owners 
thought, a committee of three met a 
committee of strikers, but nothing came | 
of the meeting.

Rival Labor Organizations Change 
_ Places In Harney Bros’ Plant 

Lynn, Mass., June 19.—Th:ee hun- 
@red Boot and Shoe Workers’ union 
members employed by Harney Bros., at 
& meeting last night, voted to strike the 
factory and none of them went to work 
this morning. This action resulted 
from the action of Harney Bros. in sur- 
rendering the B. and S. W. U. stamp 
and reinstating the striking Knights of 
Labor cutters and stitchers. 

The Harney Bros.’ plant was one of 
the original 10 factories to adopt the 
B. and 8S. W. U. stamp and was one 
of the largest companies in Lynn af- 
fected by the K. of L. strike, which be- 
gan several months ago. About a week 
ago, apparently dissatisfied with the 
manner in which the B. and S. W. U. 
had kept its agreement under the con- 
tract made when the stamp was 
adopted, Harney Bros. surrendered the 
stamp and declared the shop free. Fol- 
lowing this action the K. of L. cutters’ 
assembly ordered the striking cutters 
and stitchers to apply to the company 
for their old positions. Many of them 
were reinstated and the meeting and 
decision of the B. and S. W. VU. em- 
ployes last night was a-result of that 
action. 

It is generally believed that the out- 
come of the troubl® at Harney Bros.’ 
factory will have a strony beariiag on 
the final result of the labor struggle 
which has been in progress in this city 
for several months. 


Jealousy Leads to Murder 
Boston, June 19.—Herbert M. Wolfe, 

n colored waiter at Hotel Brunswick, 
killed Frederick Moore, a colored waiter 
of the same hotel, at 62 Ruggles street. 
Moore was shot in the left breast and 
died in a few minutes. Jealousy caused 
the tragedy. Wolfe knew that his wife 
frequently visited Moore’s room. 
Coming home unexpectedly yesterday 
afternoon he found his wife away and 
later learned that she had gone to see 
Moore. He started for Ruggles street 
and on reaching Moore's room he burst 
in the door and found the coupie there. 
Mrs. Woife ran from the houses and im- 
mediately after Wolfe killed Moore. 
Wolfe then proceeded to a police sta- 
tion, told what he had done and was 
locked up. 


Shooting Without Known Reason 

Fitchburg. Mass., June  19.—At- 
tempts at murder and suicide were 
made in the Hebrew quarter of the city 
last night when Herinan Tilot, 40, shot 
Harold Brown, 27, in the left shoulder, 
inflicting a slight wound, and then 
shot himself in the head, causing in- 
juries that are likely to prove fatal. 
No motive for the shooting can be as- 
signed except that Tilot was low- 
spirited and ready to do almost any- 
thing. 


= Kidnapped Her Own Child 

Wallingford, Conn., June 19.—Mrs. 
Annie Levine was arrested here last 
night charged with kidnapping her own 
child from the county home in Colches- 
ter. She took it to New York and 
placed it in a hospital where, it is un- 
derstood, the child is suffering from 
scarlet fever. Mrs. Lavine says she 
will die in jail rather than to reveal 
the whereabouts of her offspring. 


Sentences None Too Severe 
Boston, June 19.—Two sentences for 
felonious assault on children were im- 
posed in the Suffolk superior criminal 
court, Leander Randall being sent to 
the state prison for not more than 15 
nor less than 13 years and James G. 
Hanscom, for a like offense, being sent 
to state prison for not less than seven 
and not more than nine years.

Emperor Will Officially Reprebend 
Assassination of Alexander 

Belgrade, June 19.—Russia has in- 
structed its representative to resume 
diplomatic relations with the Servian 
government. It is stated that the czar’s 
telegram of congratulation omitted to 
reprehend the assassination by an ar- 
rangement between the czar and the 
Emperor of Austria that the latter, be- 
ing the elder menarch, should admin- 
ister the lesson. 

King Peter has already assumed the 
reins of government by directing that 
all important matters should be re- 
ferred to him at Geneva. 


Threat In Congratulations 

St. Petersburg, June 19.—An official 
note in The Gazette recognizes Prince 
Peter Karageorgevitch as King of 
Servia and welcomes his accession. In 
brief, the note declares that it is in- 
cumbent upon King Peter to avenge 
the assassinations of King Alexauder 
and Queen Draga, and expresses the 
conviction that he will know how to 
punish severely the regicides, whose mis- 
deeds should not be visited on the en- 
tire Servian nation or army. ‘The note 
adds that it would be dangerous to the 
tranqullity of Servia to leave the crime 
unpunished. 


Benediction for Peter 
Geneva, June 19.—King Peter at- 
tended a solemn Te Deum at the Rus- 
sian chapel here. The archpriest re- 
celved the king at the entrance to the 
church and sprinkled him with holy 
water. The king then kissed the cross 
and the archpriest prayed for the pros- 
perity of Sarvia. King Peter received 
the priestly benediction kneeling. 
Strict police precautions were taken. 
The presence of the Servian military 
deputation created much curiosity in 
the streets. King Peter received the 


Servian officers with considera ble cere- 
mony. 


What Queen Dragu’s Valet Says 

Vienna, June 19.—Josef Kraus, who 
was for several years the late Queen 
Draga’s valet, has returned to Pilsen 
from Belgrade. He hid with the other 
royal servants during the assassina- 
tions in the palace and thus escaped. 
He asserts that many more were killed 


than have heen reported and says the 
assassins were drunk. 


Negro In Practical Slavery 
Macon, Ga., June 19.—W. V. Shy, R. 
F. Turner and Arthur Gleason, farmers 
of Jaspar county, were arraigned last 
bight on a warrant issued by the United 
States court charging them with 
forcibly deporting William Walters, a 
negro farmhand, from a plantation in 
Jones county, to Jaspar, whipping bim 
and otherwise misusing him. The three 
defendants were held in $1000 batl to 
a@uswer. Each gave bond.

Patriotic societies admitted free, although con- 
tributions are welcome to defray expenses of 
keeping house open and in repair. Small fee 
asked the general public.

In cellar is old town 
hearse, also box in which was brought from 
Washington the body of John Quincy Adams.

“T remember when I became blind. 
Everything was black and I thought I 
was left alone surrounded by black 
darkness. I was sad and discouraged. 

“Before I came here my friends used 
to write on the palm of my hand, and 
in that way I could understand what | 
they said. Later I was taught the 
manual alphabet, and when I had; 
learned to read spelling in the hand I 
could converse with the pupils here. 
The first book I studied here was a 
child’s history of the United States. 
My teacher put my Scripture lessons in 
moon (a raised type for the blind) for 
me. I soon became familiar with all 
the Bible stories. 

“I learned line (raised letters) from 
common glass bottles. For several 
years I had no books to read, except 
the old ones in moon type. Two years 
ago I learned to use a typewriter and 
recited most of my lessons with it. I 
like to use a typewriter much better 
than a pencil and paper. I have learn- 
ed to sew and knit and crochet. I love 
all kinds of flowers. Their fragrance 
cheers me. Mrs. Currier, the wife of 
the principal, sends me plants in pots, 
and I keep them on a window near my 
typewriter and enjoy them very much.” 

It is in her powers as a “linguist” 
that Miss McGirr surpasses Helen Kel- 
ler. The latter has been under the al- 
most exclusive instruction of one teach- 
er, while Miss McGirr has been taught 
by many instructors. She is skilled in 
all of the manual languages. Many 
persons who have conversed with her 
in this way have formed the opinion 
that she is possessed of telepathic pow- 
ers. She will signify that she compre- 
hends a word, although not more than 
two letters have been formed. Fre 
quently only two or three words of a 
sentence will be formed, but she grasps 
the entire sentence and makes quick 
reply. In this way a conversation is 
carried on with Miss McGirr with al- 
most incredible rapidity. 

She converses with her teachers as 
quickly as if both possessed the powers 
of hearing. The teacher employs only 
one hand in conversing with her, but 
by signs, much like the code in teleg-

Walking Leaves. 

Nature’s law being almost universal 
so far as the protection of the weak 
creatures is concerned, it is not at all 
wonderful! perhgps that she has formed 
insects into perfect counterparts of 
flowers, leaves, sticks, etc. Some of 
the “walking leaves,” those which are 
natives of India, China and Japan in 
particular, are large, grotesque look- 
ing creatures, their resemblance being 
strikingly like a bundle of yellow 
twigs joined together with faded, mac- 
erated leaves. The limbs of this spe- 
cies of insect are long, slender and 
very twiglike, the coloring being suited 
to that particular species of vegetation 
upon which the deceptive mimicker 
subsists. 

The “walking stick,” like the walk- 
ing leaf, is also very deceptive as far 
as looks go. The males have small, 
slender bodies, the legs or arms start- 
ing from it just as smaller limbs of a 
tree or weed start from larger ones. 

The “walking thorn” of Java belongs 
to this curious order of insects, as do 
also the “devil's horse” and the mantis. 
The “walking thorn” looks exactly like 
the large compound spine of our com- 
mon honey locust tree, even in color 
and general contour. 


Fow Eyes Are Tested. 

The theory of the optically perfect 
eye is that parallel rays of light enter- 
ing it are brought to a focus on its ret- 
ina. Any deviation from this condi- 
tion constitutes an error of refraction 
and requires for its correction an arti- 
ficial variation of the luminous rays. 
The generally adopted method of de- 
termining the refraction of the eye is 
to use test types placed at such a dis- 
tance that the rays of light emanating 
from them may be regarded in practice 
as parallel, and the deviation from par- 
allelism necessary to correct a refrac- 
tive error is effected by placing a lens 
in front of the eye. There are many 
other methods of changing the course 
of luminous rays coming from a test 
object, and of these the single convex 
lens is the simplest and most often 
used in optometry.

ALEXANDER AND DRAGA 


Anecdotes of Servia’s Late King 
and Queen. 


INOIDENTS OF RULER’S BOYHOOD. 


How He Rebelled at Being Parted 
From His Mother When She Was 
Banished From Beigrade—Instances 
of His Courage and Democratic 
Tendencies—Traits of Queen Draga 
and Her Determination to Rule 
Servia. 

Henry W. Fischer, a well known 
newspaper writer, relates the follow- 
ing incidents in the early life of Alex- 
ander I., the late king of Servia: 

Alexander was but twelve years old 
when King Milan, his father, issued 
the decree banishing the queen from 
Belgrade and commanding that the 
crown prince should be taken from 
her. Mother and son were at that time 
quietly living in Wiesbaden, and, as 
everybody knows, Prince Bismarck 
backed up, the Servian government in 
the dastardly attempt of enforcing its 
rulings on foreign soil. 

The boy was as much opposed to re- 
turn to Belgrade without his mother 
as Queen Natalie to separate from her 
cousin to 


son. The Princess Mornssi, 
the queen, tried in vain to argue with 
Alexander. 


“I will not follow papa’s command. 
I will stay with mamma,” was Alex- 
ander’s persistent reply to all her en- 
treaties. 

“But,” said the princess, “the Ger- 
man government also demands your 
departure.” 

“The German government has no 
right to interfere with the crown 
prince of Servia,” cried Alexander in 
return. 

“You must obey or they will take 
you by force.” 

Upon this announcement the boy 
leaned back in his chair for a few min- 
utes in speechless astonishment and 
then, stamping his foot with a fierce 
determination, strange in one so young, 
sobbed: 

“I will never forgive Germany for 
this.” 

When, later, the chief of police of 
Wiesbaden arrived to read the imperial 
decree to the queen, Alexander walked 
up to his mother’s side and declared, 
with much dignity: 

“Your majesty must not permit this 
insult! It is debasing for us to even 
listen to this man!” 

Alas, this brave face did not avail 
much! On the following day he was 
turned over to his father’s messenger 
and conveyed to Belgrade by special 
train. 

During the journey, lasting nearly 
three days, the prince spoke to General 
Proctics, his new governor, but once. 
When Proctics asked him on the sec- 
ond evening, “Why don’t you go to 
sleep?” he answered him in the sig- 
nificant words, “Because I must pray 
for poor papa.” 

The anecdotes bespeaking Alexan- 
der’s personal courage and his demo- 
cratic tendencies are legion. When 
scarcely eleven years old he spent the 
summer with his mother in Baden, 
near Vienna. His chief delight was 
bathing at a public open air establish- 
ment frequented by the townspeople. 
The customers of the bath were, of 
course, divided in swimmers, for whom 
a large and deep basin was reserved, 
and nonswimmers, who had to con- 
tent themselves with wading round in 
shallow water. Alexander hated shal- 
low water and at once entered upon 
swimming lessons. As he took to the 
element like the proverbial duck his 
teacher promised to promote him to the 
swimming basin after the tenth les- 
son. 

When, however, on the ninth day the 
teacher was preparing to dangle the 
crown prince on the pole and line the 
boy gave him the slip and jumped off 
the boards into deep water, where he 
at once began sporting with the other 
boys. Dr. Dokics, his tutor, who was 
responsible for his person, ran up and 
down alongside the basin entreating 
his royal highness to at once return to 
terra firma. The only satisfaction he 
got was: “Ob, yes. I will come out as 
soon as I feel tired.” 

“I will inform her majesty of your 
conduct,” cried the doctor in despair. 

“Oh, you will, will you?” gave back 

Alexander, sticking out his tongue at 
the same time as far as it would go 
and turning con his back to let himself 
float down the stream while he en- 
couraged his playfellows to join in his 
imnudent jest. 
* On another occasion, when he was 
already king in name, Alexander show- 
ed his true democracy even in a more 
pronounced form. He had been on a 
donely drive in Budapest. Getting 
thirsty, he bade his coachman to halt 
in front of one of the open air beer gar- 
dens on” Andrassy street. There the 
young king alighted, handed the cabby 
a cigarette and then sat down at a ta- 
ble near the sidewalk. He ordered 
two glasses of beer, and when the 
waiter brought them told him to take 
one beer to the cabby. 

“Excuse me,” said the waiter, who 
probably did not anticipate a large 
douceur from so young a customer, “I 
2m not the ‘ you know.” 

“Oh, I beg your pardon a thousand 
times,” answered the king, throwing 
him_a five florin note. He then drained 
his glass, took up the other one, and. 

walking over to the cab, added: “I 
guess I had better wait on him myself.

TO PREVENT FLOODS. 


Kansas Senator Declares Intaking 
Canals a Remedy. 
Senator J. R. Burton of Kansas, 
chairman of the senate forestry com- 
mission and an enthusiastic advocate 
of headwater reservoirs, thinks the re- 
cent floods could have been prevented, 
says a special dispatch from Abilene, 
Kan., to the Philadelphia Public Ledg- 
er. He said the other day: “The re- 
cent floods should awaken public 
thought to the necessity of providing, 
if possible, against such terrible dis- 
asters in the future. We can, perhaps, 
do nothing to either increase or de- 
crease the rainfall anywhere, but We 
can do a great deal toward the control 
of the water after it falls on the earth. 
“I see it is estimated that Kansas 
City and vicinity lost $20,000,000 by 
this flood and that Topeka lgst $4,000,- 
000 worth of property. This, perhaps, 
is exaggerated, but suppose the aggre- 
gate loss was $25,000,000? Less than 
that amount of money would con- 
struct intaking canals and receptive 
reservoirs sufficient to have prevented 
any destruction whatever by this flood. 
“Beginning with the Plains county 
at the foothills of the mountains and 
extending throughout the entire arid 
and semiarid belt, the waters can be 
impounded for irrigation purposes. By 
the time the beneficial use is thorough- 
ly understood it will be demonstrated 
that the waters that can be impounded 
in the rain belt can and will be used 
beneficially for irrigation, in addition 
to the prevention of destructive floods.”

torney General Knox presented a care- 
fully prepared opinion on the subject, 
strongly affirming the right of the gov- 
ernment to disregard the injunction 
granted in the Virginia court, which 
forbids the resumption of work on the 
Galveston pending a settlement of the 
claim of the sub-contractors who have 
not been paid for material furnished. 

It is understood that the opinion of 
Attorney General Knox, as submitted 
originally to the president and cabinet, 
was modified slightly before it was 
made pubiic. It was stated that the 
attorney general, in his opinion, upheld 
the right of the secretary of the navy 
to use force, if necessary, to carry iuto 
effect his orders, It was regarded by 
the cabinet, it is said, to be entirely 
likely that a way would be found ami- 
cably to adjust the apparent differences 
between the Virginia court of chancery 
and the authorities of the government. 

The president thinks a show of force 
under the circumstances will be inex- 
pedient and the navy department there- 
fore must content itself with awaiting 
the advice of the department of justice. 
Meanwhile it has instructed its agents 
at Richmond not to interfere with the 
order of the court until specifically in- 
structed. 

It is learned that all the workmen 
employed by the Trigg company left 
the yard when the company went into 
the hands of a receiver and the govern- 
ment is experiencing some difficulty in 
securing iaborers. This will prevent 
the vessels being ready for launching 
next Monday, and it is hoped the de- 
partment of justice in the meantinie 
will bave prevailed on the local court 
officials at Richmond to withdraw froin 
what it regards as their illegal position. 

Secretary Moody has requested the 
attorney general to instruct the proper 
district attorney to enter into a stipula- 
tion regarding the cruiser Chattanooza, 
which has been attached by creditors 
of the New York Shipbuilding company, 
that the government's rights may be 
adequately protected. 

As for the other 12 warships con- 
tracted for by the companies com- 
posing the United States Shipbuilding 
combine, the navy department has not 
been informed that work on any of 
them has been interrupted as yet, and 
for the present Secretary Moody can 
take no action. 

The case of the Galveston has been 
forced to a test so that the government 
may be sure of its ground in the event 
of complications with the United States 
Shipbuilding company.

The proposed demonstration at Lan- 
sing, Mich., of Bion J. Arnold’s new 
system of electric railway construction 
is only another one of several demon- 
strations and tests which are slowly 
and apparently surely paving the way 
toward the future abandonment of 
steam as the motive power in land pas- 
senger transportation. The system is 
known as “electro pneumatic,” and it 
is promised for it that it will reduce the 
cost of equipment from 20 to 40 per 
cent. , Substations are to be done away 
with, thus effecting a large saving in 
labor. 

In brief, the system “eliminates the 
present rotary converter substation 
system” and operates “by means of a 
high tension working conductor, carry- 
ing the current to a single phase alter- 
nating current motor by means of 
which the car is driven directly by 
the motor without the use of the di- 
rect current.” 

Much of the energy which is now dis- 
sipated through the stopping and start- 
ing of cars will be conserved under the 
new system, it is said, because the 
speed is to be controlled by compressed 
air, and the energy otherwise lost is 
stored and may be used later as if the 
tar were equipped with a storage bat- 
tery. 

This storage of energy makes it pos- 
sible to detach the cars from the main 
line, disconnect the conductor and with 
the stored power do necessary switch- 
ing without the use of energy from the 
power house. 

Consumption of Railroad Ties. 

The annual demand for railway ttes 
ls 400 for each mile of track, and the 
iverage life of a tie is seven years. It 
's an unusual acre of forest that has 
800 trees that will make three tles 
each, and it takes fifty years to grow 
a tree that will make three ties.

BARELY ESCAPES DEFEAT 


Constitution Comes In Less Than 


Two Minutes Behiod In Twenty-

Five-Mile Race—Time Allowance 
Would Have Made Old Boat Win

New York, June 20.—If Constitution 
did not defeat Reliance on time allow- 
ance in a 2%-mile race over the course 
of the Indian Harbor Yacht club in 
Long Island sound she gave the ad- 


mirers of the new boat a bad scare. In 
more than four hours of sailing Keli- 
ance outsuiled her by only 1m. 5¥s. 
elapsed time. Experts estimate that the 
new boat will have to allow Constitu- 
tion two to three minutes in a 30-mile 
race which, if true, might give yester- 
day’s race to the older boat as weil as 
one of the earlier races when Reliance 
beat Ler by two minutes and a fraction. 

Columbia was again outclassed from 
the stuart. Her gain of about two min- 
ufes on the second leg of the race was 
time wasted by the other boats in a 
lufling inatch. 

Between the leaders the race was hot- 
ly contested, first one and then the other 
getting the better of it by sudden shift 
of wind, which, when it began to blow 
steadily, left Reliance about one minute 
ahead. Constitution’s fast sailing was 
all the more remarkable and makes her 
all the more formidable from the fact 
that the race was sailed in light winds 
and smooti: water, under which condi- 
tions Reliance has often beaten her. 

Tke contest of the captains began at 
the starting line, when Captain Barr 
ef Relianc: robbed Captain Rhodes of 
Constitution of an advantage cleverly 
gained and forced Constitution to give 
way to him to avoida collision. Rhodes 
had Constitution at the windward end 
of the line and would have forced Reli- 
ance to take a leeward position but for 
Barr's movein poking Reliance between 
Constitution and the mark. Constitu- 
tion flew a protest flag, probably for 
that reason.. It is a question whether 
Barr had established the overlap re- 
quired to give him the right of way. 

The course was an elongated triangle, 
10 miles easterly and diagonally across 
the sound, five miles north straight 
across to the Connecticut shore, and 10

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END OF STRIKE NEAR 


Sentiment Among Lowell Operative 
In Favor of Resuming Work 
Lowell, Mass., June 20.—The general 


Strike of the textile operatives will in| 


all probability be officially declared off 
by the Textile council at the meeting 
of that organization Sunday afternoon. 
Unions affiliated with the central body 
of cotton miil operatives will hold 
special meetings today and tomorrow 
to act on the question and there is 
scarcely any doubt that they will de. 
cide to return to work. 

While the sentiment of the strikers 
appears to be decidedly in favor of sur- 
render, no action has been taken by 
any of the unions, although three spe- 
cial sessions were held yesterday. The 
organizations are eagerly watching one 
another, waiting for some one to take 
the initiative, and once the ice is broken 
it seems that the movement to declare 
the strike off will be openly acknowl- 
edged. 

Mule spinners, along with the other 
organizations appear to favor the plan 
to return to work, but if it is possible 
they will insist that the places of all 
the strikers be restored to the men who 
go back. Agent Connell of the Tremont 
and Surfolk mills refuses to recognize 
the union, but the other manufacturers 
have not expressed themselves on this 
point. 


Spinner Would Not Pay Dues 

Lowell, Mass., June 20.—Because one 
of the nembers of the union owed six 
weeks’ fees and refused to pay, 30 spin- 
ners in the Middlesex woolen mills 
walked out after Agent Saunders de- 
clined to discharge him. Nearly 300 op- 
eratives were thrown out of work by the 
action of the spinners. Agent Saunders 
says that while he is willing to recog- 
nize the union in avy reasonable re- 
quest he will not discharge any employe 
for such reasons as outlined by the 
strikers. 


Wouldn’t Serve on Trust Committee 
Boston, June 20.—A startling inci- 
dent of the session of the house was 
the refusal of Representative Hunt of 
Worcester to accept a committee ap- 
pointment in connectioa with the con- 
sideration of the geieral trust bill. 
When he was named as a member of 
the conference committee to meet a iike 
committee from the senate he said: 
“Mr. Speaker, I absolutely refuse to he 
a party to any such scheme, and I de- 
cline to go on the committee.” Hunt 
was promptly rapped to order, the 
speaker saying that no scheme was 
known to the speaker and that the com- 
ment was improper. Mr. O'Brien of 
Lowell was 1.amed in place of Hunt. 


Big Gun Shatters Much Glass 

Hull, Mass., June 20.—Although the 
residents of Hull had been notified that 
there would be a test of the new 12-inch 
rifle at Fort Revere and had been 
advised to open all the windows, the 
discharge of the heavy gun cane 
havoc. The test was made at 12:30 
Simultaneously with the report, the 
plateglass windows in Charter’s restau- 
rant, the postoftice and almost every 
store in town, were shattered by the 
concussion. In the restaurant five cases 
of tonic exploded and glassware in 
general waa broken. 


Insane Man Loose In Crowd 

Fall River, Mass., June 20.—An un- 
known man was taken violently insane 
rear the South park yesterday after- 
noon in the nidst of thousands of per- 
sons who were on their way to a -ircus. 
They scatterec in all directions and a 
patrol wagon full of police was hurried 
to the scene. He was taken to the cen- 
tral station and a physician called who 
ordered him to the city hospital. He 
died there after violently struggling for 
nearly two hours, and has not yet been 
identified. 


Badly Hurt by Electric Car 

Lawrence, Mass., June 20.—An wn- 
known man who was lying near the 
street railway tracks at Phippin’s turn- 
out was struck by an electric car com- 
ing from Haverhill last night. The 
fender of the car struck the man on 
the head. He was removed to a hos- 
pital in this city, unconscious. It is 
feared that he has concussion of the 
brain. 


Big Block Was In Danger 
Newton, Mass., June 20.—A fire that 
started probably from spontaneous 
combustion in the paint store of Hough 
& Jones this morning caused a loss to 
tenants estimated at $6000. The block

endangered. 


Smalipox In Rhode Island 

Warwick, R. I., June 20.—The small- 
pox outbreak in the Pawtuxet valley 
has spread during the past month until 
there are now 25 cases under treatment. 
The authorities have adopted stringent 
rules to prevent the spread of the pest 
among the mill employes.

Declared to Be Grossly Inac- 
curate as Printed 


EX~PRESIDENT WAS MISLED 


Alleged Interview Made Him Say 
He Had No Wish For Public Life and 
That No Prominent Leader Was Be- 
hind Fourth Candidacy Boom 


Princeton, N. J., June 20.—Grover 
Cleveland, on being shown the alleged 
interview reported by Mr. Bailey of the 
Galveston News, made the following 
statement to The Associated Press cor- 
respondent: 

“I am very much astonished to see 
such an outcome from a visit made to 
me by one who only gained friendly ac- 
cess to me by reason of his being a rep- 
resentative of a paper formerly con- 
ducted and owned by my deceased 
friend, Colonel Belo, and now con- 
ducted by his son. 

“I don’t know whether Mr. Bailey 
intended it or not, but he has given a 
very erroneous impression of what oc- 
curred between us. 

“If I had dreamed that he would 
attempt to construct an important in- 
terview, dealing w igh important sub- 
jects, out of what was said on the oe- 
easion of his visit, I would certainly 
have insisted, according to my habit, 
upon its being then and there reduced 


to writing and submitted to me. In- 
stead of giving the least intimation 


of such an intention on his part his first 
words were that he knew an ex-presi- 
dent was not a person to be inter- 
viewed, and he left me without the 
least hint that I bad been interviewed 
for publication. 

“All I care to add is that the substance 
of the interview as published is in some 
respects grossly inaccurate. There are

The Interview as Reported 

New York, June 20.—The alleged in- 
terview to which Mr. Cleveland ob- 
jects credited him with saying that it 
was absurd to suppose for an instant 
that he had any desire to re-enter pub- 
lic life or to bave even remotely enter- 
tained the thought since he left Wash- 
iagton six yeers ago. The article fur-

INVISIBLE LIGHT. 


Saly When It Strikes the Retina of 
the Eye Can It Be Seen. 

What is the simplest demonstration 
of the fact that light is invisible? 

The blackness of a midnight sky 
demonstrates this fact most readily. 
We may see the planets of the moon 
brilliantly illuminated by the sun’s 
rays, but the surrounding space is 
@ark, although we know that light 
must be passing there. 

The passage of a beam of light 
through a darkened room is only visi- 
ble on the dust in the air, and the cone 
of light seen when the sun shines 
through a small) hole in a shutter is 
not visible, but only light reflected 
from the motes in the beam. This can 
be easily and simply demonstrated by 
placing in the beam a glass vessel 
from which the dust has been carefully 
removed. The beam then may be seen 
before and after entering the vessel, 
but is invisible within. A Bunsen 
burner or a redhot poker held so as to 
destroy the motes will also render the 
beam invisible at that spot. 

Light is only visible when it strikes 
on the retina of the eye, and it can 
only do so when it reaches it in a di- 
rect line or is turned by a reflection or 
refraction into a direct line. Just as 
the bullets from a gun do a man no 
harm unless aimed or turned in their 
course toward his body, light is 
without effect unless it is aimed or 
turned toward the retina —Pearson’s 
Weekly.

First Women on the English Stage.

century. Kynaston, the chief boy actor, 
survived tif 1699, long after the ladies 
had ousted him from the principal 
parts, and in 1661 Pepys, who saw him 
in the “Silent Woman,” speaks of him 
as “the liveliest lady for a boy” he had | 
ever seen.

GREAT CONTEST ENDED

Failure of Strike Involving 17,- 
000 Operatives at Lowell 


UNIONS VOTE TO RETURN 


Disturbance of Balance Usually Ex- 
isting Between Stock and Prices ln 
Various Departments of Mills May 
Delay Starting Up In Full 


Lowell, Mass., June 22.—The Textile 
council Has declared the great strike 
in the Lowell mills at an end. Every 
union afhliated with-the council was 
represented and the vote was unani- 


mous. Muiespinners and loomtixers 


were included in this yote, despite 
statements that they would oppose a 
return to work. 

The meeting was called at 3 o'clock 
Sunday afternoon and about one hour 
later the press committee was ready 
to receive reporters. ‘There was no dis- 
sension. The situation was discussed 
carefully and with no suggestion of ex- 
citeinent. The vote showed every 
delegation favorable to a return to 
work, and the sentiment was that the 
vote take immediate effect. 

Wien asked for a statement, Presi- 
dent Conroy said: “We now worship at 
the altar of defeat, but later we shall 
rise again and conquer.” 

Agent Southworth. secretary of the 
agents, said when interviewed: Et 
will be impossible to start the balance 
of machinery so as to employ at once 
all who will come back. Ruoning 
with an incomplete force for three 
weeks has disturbed the balance that 
usually exists between stock and prices 
in the various departinents. <A mill 
may have depleted its stock in certain 
kinds of yarn, and for that reason be 
unable to start all of its looms, even if 
the full complement of help is avail- 
able. It is for the selling agents and 
the treasurers to decide, in view of the 
market, whether we shail attempt. to 
run in full.” 

The strike began on March 30 and 
involved about 17,000 operatives. ‘The 
mills were shut down till June 1, when 
the agents opened the gates and the 
majority of the operatives went back 
to work. ‘The strike has cost in wages 
about $1,300,000. 

It is understood that the agents will 
take back all the old help they have 
room for and will make no discrimina- 
tion against the leaders of the strike 
movement. 

The high price of cotton precluded 
any hope of the success of the strikers’ 
campaign for a 10 percent increase. 

The strike affected the seven big cot- 
ton corporations, operating about 40 
mills in all. It resulted from the re- 
fusal of the mill managers to grant the 
10 percent advance in wages demanded 
by the operatives. Of the total number 
of operatives, over 11,000 were women. 

The mill men claimed that the condi- 
tion of the cotton manufacturing in- 
dustry did not warrant the advauce 
asked for. They claimed the profits of 
the mills during the past year were so 
small that to pay any higher wages 
would totally wipe out all dividends 
for stockholders. 

Soon after the strike was begun a 
large number of French-Canadian op- 
eratives 1@t for Canada, and a num- 
ber of skilled help found work in other 
cities. It was estimated that witbin 
three weeks after the strike began 
fully 6000 operatives had left the city. 
Of these many have come back witbia 
the past two weeks. 


Six Men Killed by Lightning 

Cambridge, O., June 22.—Lightning 
struck a hut stored with 3000 pounds 
of dynamite ut the new mines now be- 
ing opened near Senecaville, killing 
six men and injuring a score of others, 
besides ruining the mine shaft and 
breaking nearly all the windows in 
Senecaville, a mining town of 300 peo- 
ple, half a mile from the mine. 


Old Chief of Poncas Resigns 

White Eagle, O. T., June 22.—White 
Eagle, the aged chief of the Poncas, 
has resigned and conferred his title up- 
on his son, ''ahgy. In honor of the new 
chief 700 ponies were given away as 
presents and 2000 Indians participated 
in the sun dance. Thousands of whites 
witnessed the celebration. 


Dennett Missed the Target 

Millinocket, Me., June 22.—John 
Sutherland was shot in the left shoulder 
while walking along the street by a 
stray rifle bullet. Wesley Dennett and 
his wife were engaged in target prac- 
tice some distance away at the time and 
it is suspected a bullet from Dennett's 
rifle struck Sutherland.

NEW HAND AT HELM 


to Crush the Mad Mullah 

Simla, June 22.—General Egerton, 
who has been in command of the Pun- 
juab frontier force since 1899, has been 
appointed to the command of the 
Somaliland expeditionary force which 
is operating against the mad wullab, 
superceding General Manning. 

General Manning, who took command 
of the British expedition in Somaliland 
last November after a reverse suffered 
by Colonel Swayne, has not proved 
successful in his campaign. Columns 
detached from the force have been bad- 
ly beaten by the mullah’s followers, the 
most serious British defeat being the 
ambushing of Colonel Plunkett's fly- 
ing detachment of 208 men with two 
Maxims, on April 17, when Plunkett, 
all bis officers, and practically the en- 
tire force was wiped out. ‘The last 
advices, received in London, June 16, 
were to the effect that Manning him- 
self was surrounded and unable to as- 
sist Colonel Cobb, whose column was in 
a serious corner and was on half ra- 
tions. 

The operations against the mad 
mullah, whe first raised the tribes 
against the Brirish in 1899, have al- 
ready cost $2,000,000. A desire bas been 
manifested to abandon the campaign, 
but in view of the predicament of Man- 
hing’s forces it has been found neces- 
sary to order British troops in India to 
Somaliland. 


Davidson Bros Free From Debt 

Chicago, June 22.—Discharges in 
bankruptcy have been granted by Judge 
Kohlsaut to John A. and Alexander 
Davidson of the Davidson Bros.’ Marble 
company. ‘the debts thus wiped out 
amount to $1.431,838. One of the 
claims scheduled by John A. Davidson 
was that of Louise Montague for $100,- 
000. Miss Montague, known to the 
theatrical world as the “10,000 beauty,” 
sued Davidson for this amount on the 
ground that he had induced her to 
withdraw from the stage by promising 
to build a costly marble palace for her 
in New York. . 


Big Winnings For The Picket 

Chicago, June 22.—-The Picket, a 
horse that never before flashed first past 
the post, won the American derby. 
set the pace every step of the distance, 
was never challenged and won in a gal- 
lop by six lengths. He ran the derby 
distance, 1% miles, faster than it was 
ever run before in the race. His time 
Was 2:33. A crowd of 70,000 people 
witnessed the 16th running of theevent, 
which was worth $52,275 gross value. 
Betting on the result began in March 
and continued until the horses went to 
the post. 


Postmaster Campbell Held 
Baltimore, June 22.—Miss Dora 
Campbell, former postmaster at Mays- 
ville, Ga., who was arrested on a war- 
rant charging her with the embezzle- 
ment of $600 postal funds, was brought 
before Conimissioner Rogers here and 

comiitted for a further hearing. 


Charged With $10,000 Theft 

New York, June 22.—Frank J. Jappe, 
cashier and bookkeeper for the Frank 
Leslie Publishing company, was _§ar- 
rested at Fordham, charged with rob- 
bing the company of about $10,000. 
Jappe bas been employed by the eom- 
pany for 14 years. 


Steamer on Bed of Rocks 
Oswego, N. Y., June 22.—During a 
dense fog steamer St. Joseph, Toronto 
to Oswego, ran ashore on Ford shoals, 
three miles west of this port. The St. 
Joseph is hard on the rocks. Her crew 
of nine is safe.

FIREBUG CONFESSES 


Haverhill Are Accounted For 
Haverhill, Mass., June 22.—In the 
arrest of Fred Brasseur the police and 
fire officials of this city at last have 
found a soiution to the many mysterious 
incendiary tires here during the past 
four months. Brasseur has confessed 
to having set six of these fires. 
When the fire department was called 
to fight a fire in the rear of Thayer, 
MacGuire & Field’s shoe factory on 
Friday night, they found Brasseur 
among the first on the scene. He at- 
tracted attention by numerous sugges- 
tions which he gave the firemen as to 
how they could most easily reach the 
seat of the fire and subdue it. ‘The 
flames were extinguished by 
from the protective wagons. 
tle damage was done. 
Owing to threats recently made by 
the firebugs, unusual vigilance has been 
exercised by both the police and the 
fire department, and Brasseur’s sus- 
picious actions at Friday night's fire 
were immediately investigated. As a 
result of this investigation the young 
man was arrested while at his work 
Saturday afternoon. He first denied 
any kuowledge of the cause of Friday 
night’s fire, but after rigid questioning 
finally admitted that he set it.

AN’ BX-COUNCILMAN, 


Death of H. N. Holbrook—Sketch 
of His Eventful Life. 


Ex-Councilman Horatio N. Holbrook 
died at his. home on Bowdoin street, 
Atlantic, Sunday, after an illness of 
some months’ duration, aged 79 years. 
Mr. Holbrook served in the City Coun- 
cils of 1893 and 1894 and was the senior 
member of those two bodies. 

He was born in what is now known 
as Millis, Nov. 23, 1823. His ancestors 
having settled in Braintree in 1633. 

In 1849 he went to Illinois where he 
commenced the study of law, after 
three years he was admitted to the bar 
in the Supreme Court of the State. 
After practicing less than two years his 
health failed to such an extent that he 
was compelled to return to Massa- 
chusetts. He recovered his health and 
engaged in the dry goods business for 
several years. Leaving that he then 
engaged in the journalistic business and | 
started a paper called ‘‘The Spirit of 
‘76’? and ‘‘National Union,’’ and pub- 
lished it successfully, having for sub- 
scribers many of the leading men of sid 
State and Nation, and was largely in- 
strumental in the organization of the 
Bell and Everett campaign of 1860, 

On the breaking out of the Rebellion, 
when the president called for 75,000 
men, Gov. Andrew authorized him to 
recruit a company,which he succeeded 
in doing the same day, April 16, 1861, 
in five hours, all being sworn into the 
service, it being the first company of

A FRESH POSTAL GRAFT 


Said to Have Been Discovered 
by Washington Post 


PRESSURE BROUGHT TO BEAR 


For Purchase of Devices Which, It Is 
Said, the Government Had No Use— 


Five Indictments for Conspiracy 


Returned by Federal Grand Jury 


Washington, June 23.—The Post says 
that among the matters which Fourth 
Assistant Pustmaster General Bristow 
is investigating is the purchase from a 
California company, the Postal Device 
and Improvement company, of some 17,- 
000 letter devices for indicating the 
hours of collection of mail. The in- 
vention is that of the postmaster at San 
Francisco, it is said. 

It is also said that 7000 of these de- 
vices originally were ordered at x cost 
of $4 or more each, or a profit of L0G 
percent on cost, and the allegation is 
made that a further order for 19,000 
more was placed, notwithstanding the 
original TU00 devices were not used, but 
Were reposing in a storehouse. The 
company controlling the device was 
largely made up of California postal 
employes and The Post says that it is 
informed that ex-Representative Loud 
of California, former chairman of the 
house postoitice committee, took an ac- 
tive part in their behalf and wrote sev- 
eral ktters urging the device in the de- 
partment, and in one of them said it 
would be an accommodation to him if 
the matter was attended to. 

After the company had difficulty in 
securing its money for the device, Mr. 
Loud, The Post says, appeared at the 
department in its behalf, but specitically 
disclaimed any interest in the company 
other than .t was composed of his con- 
stituents. He took the ground that 
whatever the necessity or lack of neces- 
sity for the device, constituents of his 
had secured the contract and furnished 
the articles called for. Therefore, he 
believed they should be paid, as_ the 
government had stipulated to pay 
them. The allegation was made, The 
Post says, that $45,000 ef the deliciency 
of $105,000 in the free delivery service 
with which Mr. Machen {fs charged was 
due to purchases of the devices In ques- 
tion, but at the postoffice department 
this was denied and the statement made 
thut, while the matter was under in- 
vestigation, the complaint might have 
been reactionary and intended against 
the investigation. Complaints also had 
been made, it was stated, that at the 
instance of Mr. Loud the rolls at the 
Presidio had been padded with postal 
employes, but at the postofhice depart- 
went they were without any knowledge 
of such a thing one way or the other. 

An effort was made to get a state 
ment from Mr. Machen on the subject, 
but he declined to either. atiirm or deny 
the reports. 

The grand.jury, which has been in- 
vestiguting postal affairs, bas returned 
aun indictment against August W. 
Machen, Diller B. Groff, Sanuel A. 
Groff, George E. Lorenz and Martha 
J. Lorenz, the two latetr being rest- 
dents of Toledo. The specitic charge 
is conspiracy to defraud the govern- 
ment. The indictment is based on sec- 
tion 5440 of the revised statutes, which 
provides a penalty of $10,000 or two 
years’ imprisonment, or both, in the 
discretion of the court. 

There are 12 counts to the indict- 
ment, 11 of which are substantially the 
same as those found previously against 
Machen and the Groffs. The first count 
of the present indictment, which relates 
to the conspiracy charge, sets forth that 
on June 29, 1900, in the District of Co-

and the Groff brothers, “conspired, com- 
bined, confederated and agreed to de- 
fraud the United States government of 
its moneys” by the following arrange- 
ment: 

Machen should advise and recom- 
mend to the first assistant postmaster 
general the purchase from the Groff 
brothers of a large number of the Groff 
fasteners for mail boxes at $1.25 each 
and should procure payment therefor, 
upon which the Groffs ghould retain 10 
percent of such payment, or 75 cents for 
each fastener; and the Groffs should 
then pay to Mr. and Mrs. Lorenz, either 
or both, the remaining 40 percent 
which was to be “converted, appro- 
priated and applied to the use of Mr. 
and Mrs. Lorenz and Machen.” 

The indictment says that this agree- 
ment was carried out by Machen on 
June 30, recommending the purchase of 
000 of the fasteners at the price men- 
tioned; that on Sept. 13 of the same year 
Machen recommended to the first as- 
sistant postmaster general the payment 
of that bill; and that the Groff brothers 
“having thereafter and on Sept. 22 of 
that vear received from the United 
States $7500 in payment of the bill.” 
Diller B. Groff, on Oct. 20, same year, 
paid $8000 to George E. and Martha J. 
Lorenz. 

Assistant District Attorney Tag- 
gart says that the indictment was found 
against Mr. and Mrs. Lorenz by rea- 
son of the fact that the evidence ad- 
duced before the grand jury showed 
them to be the go-betweens for the 
Groffs and Machen. 


Popular Vote For Senators 

Jackson, Miss., June 23.—The state 
board of election commissioners has 
ordered a state primary election to be 
held on Aug. 6 This action means 
that the next United States senator 
from Mississippi will be chosen by 
popular ballot. Senator Money, the 
present incumbent, and Governor 
Longino are candidates. 


Attacks on Street Cars 

Richmond, June 23.—The street rail- 
way strike here has assumed a graver 
aspect. Several of the cars were 
obstructed by strikers or strike sym- 
pathizers last night and at one point 
there was a serious riot, a car being 
halted by a mob and pelted with stones, 
rotten potatoes and other missiles by 
men and women. Five arrests were 
made. 


Gil Gets the Presidency 

Santo Domingo, June 23.--General 
Gil, who recently became provisional 
president through the overthrow of 
General Vacquez, has been elected presi- 
dent of the Dominican republic. Gen- 
eral Eugenio Deschamp, who was a 
rival candidate for the president, but 
withdrew in favor of Genera! Gil, has 
been elected vice president. 


Judge Charged With Immorality 

Washington, June  23.—President 
Roosevelt, after a conference with At- 
torney General Knox, signed an order 
removing Judge Daniel H. McMillan 
of the supreme court of New Mexico, 
on charges of general immorality. 
Judge MeMillan originally was sap- 
pointed to the position from Buffalo. 
Judge Clement O. Smith of Hastings, 
Mich., has been appointed to succeed 
kim. 


Agents Acting In Good Faith 

Lowell, June 23.—The great majority 
of the strikers who returned to the cot- 
ton mills yesterday were taken in. 
Those of them who were turned away 
were assured that as soon as room 
could be mue for them they would be 
taken back. The agents have promised 
that they will deal with the strikers 
in good faith and the strikers believe 
that the agents are sincere. 


Barred From Washington Track 

Chicago, June 23.—E. J. Arnold, 
whose co-operative turf booking con- 
cern at St. Louis failed last winter, 
afer surrendering himself to the St. 
Louis police and giving bonds, came to 
Chicago. He went to the Washington 
park races yesterday and when seen 
by the club officials was asked to leave. 
He will hereafter be refused admission 
to the grounds. 


Conductor Got Rich Reward 

Asbury Park, N. J., June 23.—-David 
Johnson, a conductor on the New Jersey 
Southern road, was notified of the loss 
of a valuable jewel, which was left on 
his train by anunknown woman. Jobn- 
s0n found the jewel and returned it to 
its owner and he received a $1000 bill 
asa reward. The name of the woman 
could not be learned.

SUNDAY GOLF PLAYING | 


Not Illega!, In Opinion of Med- 
ford’s City Solicitor 


GUNSTRUCTION OF STATUTE 


That In Absence of Contest or Match 
a Person Batting a Ball Along the 
Ground For Physical Recreation Is 
Not Engaged In Sport or Play 


Medford, Mass., June 23.--Sunday 
golf, if indulged in merely as physical 
exercise and not in competition or 
match play, in the official opinion of 
City Solicitor Hallowell, is not a viola- 
tion of the statutes governing the 
observance of the Lord’s day. ‘The 
opinion of the city solicitor, given at 
the request of Mayor Baxter, in con- 
nection with the attempt of members of 
the city government to stop golf play- 
ing on Sunday, has been presented to 
the chief executive. 

The city solicitor quotes a Biblical 
commandment which says “thou shuait 
do no work” and notes that “the legisla- 
ture has seen fit to depart from the 
admonitions of the 10 commandments, 
by granting special dispensstions to 
many persons. ‘The legislature has 
not, however,” says the solicito:, 
“viewed the ordinary pastimes of 
ordinary men with such favor,” and 
the statute forbids any person to take 
part “in any sport, game, play, or pubile 
diversion.” 

Th? solicitor then considers the word 
“sport,” saying that it has 1 wider 
meaning than “game” or “play,” and 
embraces skating in winter, bicyelinz, 
automobiling, yachting, boating, eanoe- 
ing and driving in summer. He then 
points out that if all these are inc'ud -d 
in the term “sport” within the meaniug 
of the statute, an order passed by the 
city council directing the arrest of une 
class would assume the aspect of rer- 
secution against the class singled out. 

In the absence of a definite ruling on 
part of the supreme court, the solicitor 
says he prefers to give the siatute a 
“common sense” interpretation and 
discriminate between a person taking 
physical exercise or recreation. He 
says: 

“I shall construe the statute as mean- 
ing that in the absence of a contest or 
match play against others, a person 
cebtaining physical recreation by batting 
a ball along the ground is not ‘taking 
part in a sport, game or play, aud the 
recreation, therefcre, is not illegal; and 
the fact that two people are doing it 
together is 10 more evidence that they 
are engaged in a contest than it would 
by if two bicyclists were riding ulong 
the street together. The fact of the 
contest must depend upon other evi- 
dence than the fact that they happen 
to be together.” 

The opiiion concludes: “Under this 
interpretation of the statute thererore 
I must advise your honor that if any 
contest, tournament or match game is 
indulged in during the Sabbath day by 
the persons referred to in the resolve 
of the common council, those participat- 
ing therein come within the probiol- 
tion of the statute, If not, the mere 
physical recreation engaged in hy ~ hose 
persons is to be classed with the other 
forms of physical recreation which I 
kave already discussed and which do 
not come witlin the scope of the Jaw.” 

This decision will come as 2 great 
surprise to many of the people not only 
of Medford, but throughout the state, 
and will be hailed with joy by players 
who have wished to indulge in Sunday 
golf, but who have not wished to he 
placed in the position of law-breakers. 
That it will be a blow to the churches 
which asked the mayor to act to pre- 
vent Sunday play is a foregone cou- 
clusion, but until a test case iz made, 
and the matter is carried to the su- 
preme court, Mr, Hallowell’s opinion 
is likely to govern Sunday golf playing 
in Medford, which has been the centre 
of a vigorous crusade against the game. 


What a Runaway Train Did 

Skokane, Wash., June 23.—A  run- 
away train of 60 cars loaded with coal, 
without an engine, rushed four miles 
down grade through town, demolished 
a dwelling house, wrecked the Crystal 
laundry, killed four people, injured 
eight others and piled up a tangled mass 
of debris nearly 50 feet high. ‘The train 
slipped while standing on a heavy grade 
and soon gained a terrific speed.

SUCCESSFUL SOLAR MOTOR 


California Farm Irrigated With Wa- 
ter Drawn by Sun Power. 

Many attempts have been made at 
various times to use solar heat as a 
source of power. 

At last a practical solution of the 
problem seems to have been reached. 
There has been set up on Edwin Caws- 
ton’s ostrich farm at Pasadena, Cal., 
a contrivance which performs its work 
regularly and with certainty. From 
one hour and a half after sunrise to 
half an hour before sunset it drives a 
ten horse power engine, raising 1,400 
gallons of water twelve feet per min- 
ute. This is enough to irrigate about 
500 acres of deciduous trees or 300 
acres planted with orange trees. 

The solar motor is in shape like a 
section of a huge umbrella of very 
substantial construction, having a dl- 
ameter of thirty-three feet at its wid- 
est part and of fifteen feet at its 
narrowest. The whole inside surface is 
covered with mirrors, each 2 feet long 
by 34 inches wide. Nearly 2,000 of 
these long, narrow mirrors catch the 
sun’s rays and reflect their heat upon 
a slim boiler just where the handle of 
the umbrella would be. 

The boiler is thirteen and a half feet 
long and holds 100 gallons of water. 
When the concentrated heat from the 
mirrors is focused on it it soon be- 
comes so hot that a stick held against 
it smokes and bursts into flame. In 
about an hour steam is generated and 
is conveyed from the head of the boil- 
er through a flexible metal pipe to the 
cylinder of the steam engine, being 
thereafter used in the ordinary man- 
ner.

Weaving Silk by Electricity. 

In the plain of Lombardy, neara vil- 
lage called Merate, works have been 
established by Messrs. Gavazzi for the 
spinning and weaving of silk. Some 
five hundred workpeople, principally 
women and girls, are employed, and no 
fewer than 336 weaving machines as- 
sist in creating the deafening noise to 
which the visitor is subjected. Each 
of these weaving machines is fur- 
nished with a small electric motor hay- 
ing a simple starting and stopping 
gear placed within easy reach of the 
person in charge of the machine. To 
the women operating these machines | 
there is much less danger than where | 
a lot of driving belts are in use. To 
the proprietor of the mill there is the 
advantage that all possible risk of oil 
being dropped from any overhead | 
shafting on to the valuable material 


onthe machines is avoided. |

The lenses which nature has made 
for giving sight to animals have been 
adapted to actual use in photography. 

This odd discovery has not been 
made of commercial value on account 
of the extreme delicacy and perisha-

Two thin 
watch glasses of especial convexity 
were selected and the inner surfaces 
moistened with aqueous humor. 

The crystalline lens was taken from | 
the eye and immediately transferred to | 
the glasses. The edges were then | 
sealed together with black gummed | 
paper and the outside surfaces were |} 
covered with the paper except a small 
round diaphragm opening in the cen- 
ters. 

A lens prepared in this way can be | 
conveniently mounted in a camera in 
lieu of the regular lens. |

STORY OF A NEWSPAPER 


Arouses Ire of Third Assistant 
Postmaster General 


DECLARES IT TO BE FALSE 


Asks His Superior to Investigate Car- 
bon Paper Contract and Intimates 
That Firstor Fourth Assistant Pogt- 


master General May Have Erred 


Detroit, June 24.—Third Assistant 
Postimaster General Madden, who is 
visiting in this city, has sent a letter 
to Postmaster General Payne denying 
that he let a contract for carbon paper 
for the registry division of the postoilice 


without permitting competition and ask- 


ing the postmaster general to inime- 
diately investigate the story and its 


source. The letter says: 

“This morning’s Free Press of this 
city tells its readers, in an article with 
scare headlines, that the third assistant 
postmaster general is to be investigated. 
It alleges that I drew specifications of 
contracts for supplying the depart- 
ment with carbon paper and that they 
were so framed as to allow of no com- 
petition. The article makes Mr. Wynne 
say ke merely approved it asa routine 
matter. It gives the impression that 
the contract is one over which the third 
assistant has control and there is a 
broad inference that you consider the 
transaction corrupt. 

“The whole statement, insofar as it 
attempts to involve me, is absolutely 
false. I had nothing to do with the de- 
tails of the contract; in fact 1 never 
saw the contract if there is one. My 
sole interest and connection with the 
subject is limited to an expression of 
approval of the particular carbon paper 
in question because it is labor-saving 
and in other ways a great improve- 
ent over the old style manifold process 
and much better serves the needs of the 
postal service; and this approval was 
not given until after an investigation 
and recommendation to me by my su- 
perintendent of registry system and a 
recommendation by the superintendent 
of division of postoffice supplies of the 
first assistant’s office. 

“The contract, if there be one, was 
drawn and let by the office of first as- 
sistant postmaster general, and withitI 
had absolutely nothing to do except as 
before stated. Ifthe statements printed 
were given The Free Press corre- 
spondent from the office of the first or 
the fourth assistant postmaster gen- 
eral, they misrepresent the facts, and 
the publication thereof, and espe- 
cially in my home city, is calculated to 
put me in a bad light before the people 
with whom I have lived for upwards of 
40 years and where I have earned what 


reputation I have. It is miulicioua, 
cruel and without’ the slightest 
justification. 


“I know you too well to believe that 
You will sanction this attempt to in- 
volve and besmirch me unjustly and I 
beg you, not cnly as man to man, but 
as a consideration due my office, to at 
once institute an investigation and do 
what you can to ascertain whether 
these absurdly false and damaging 
statements were actually given out at 
the department and by whom, or 
whether they are purely the Invention 
of the writer. I ask that the pnblica- 
tion of the facts be not tardy.”

Washington, June 24.—The president 
has ordered a thorough investization of 
the affairs of the Kiowa and Comanche 
Indian reservation in Oklahoma and has 
appointed Francis E. Leupp of this 
city to make the investigation.

LYNN’S SHOE TROUBLES

Lynn. Muass., June 24.—This week is

Notices 
had previously been sent to the manu- 
facturers, but no attention had been 
paid to them, so Agent Chesley of the 
union and Organizer Donovan made a 
personal call upon Mr. Nicholson of the 
firm of the G. E. Nicholson company, 
the employes of whose firm is most in 
arrears. After a long conference Mr. 
Nicholson was given until the rirst of 
next week to have his men pay up 
their arrearages, and if not paid up by 
that time the stamp will be taken away. 

This measure is supposed to be an 
attempt to offset the failure of the B. 
and S. W. strike at Harney Bros.’ 
factory. It is thought that if the B. 
and S. W. U* can force the Nicholson 
company to make its men pay any ar- 
learages other stamp factories will fol- 
low suit, but if the stamp is taken away 
it is said that other stamp factories 
will give up their stamp as did Harney 
Bros. 


POSITION OF SERVIA 


Threatens to Become Untenable 
Through Action of the Powers 
Paris, June 24.—Although the French 

minister at Belgrade was not given 

specific ordars to withdraw, the of- 


ficials here say that the instructions 
sent gave him full liberty to adopt such 
a course if the majority of lis diplo- 
matic colleagues left the Servian cap- 
ttal. Reports received bere from other 
capitals showed there was a strong 
tendency to make an emphatic expres- 
sion of abhorrence at Servia’s tragedies. 

A prominent French officla! says the 
action of the powers will have added 
significance, coming at.the moment 
when King Peter is assuming au- 
thority. Commenting on the Belgrade 
reports that Servia is in a defiant 
mood, the official declares that Servia's 
Position will soon become untenable if 
the powers cct together. It is realized 
that the saverance of diplomatic rela- 
tions with Servia adds to the difficulties 
of King Peter's position; but it is im- 
possible to allow this to interfere with 
the proper punishment of tho guilty 
parties.

Vienna, June 24—King feter ar- 
rived here from Geneva at 9:45 p. m. 
and left agnzin for Belgrade at 10:10. 
In an interview which he gave while 
on his way Lither, King Peter dwelt on 
the difficulty of punishing the assassins 
of King Alexander and Queen Draga 
{in view of their pardon by the Servian 
national assembly prior to his election 
as king.

Iot Satisfactorily Explained 
to Government Authorities 


WRONGFULLY TOOK RECORDS 


While Assistant Commissiover of Im- 
migration at New York—Conference 
With President Followed by Order 


to Proceed With Prosecution 
Washington, June 24.—The case of 
Edward F. McSweeney, former as- 
sistant comm issiover of inmigration at 
New York, was before the 
again yesterday. By 
direction, on McSweeney’s request, 
United States Attorney Burnett of the 
southern district of New York heard 
McSweeney’s explanation of the 
charges ag: inst him byubstracting pub- 
lic records und docuinents of the United 
States, immigrant station at Ellis isl- 
and, on which matter a complaint had 
been filed with United States Coinmis- 
sioner Shields. General Burnett re- 
ported substantially as follows: 

The facts are not disputed that Mc- 
Sweeney took from the room where #e 
performed his official duties as- 
sistant commissioner and removed 
from their usual official places about 
4000 so-called quasi-official papers 
which were clearly official papers and 
records; that among this number were 
136 official documents beariag official 
file numbers and a large number of other 
original ofticial documents; that he 
caused these papers to be taken from 
their proper place of custody, packed 
them in boxes marked with his .ame, 
nailed and sealed them up, and caused 
their removal ‘from that place to be 
stored in another room and place as 
his personal property. 

The report holds that McSweeney's 
actions comes within the laws which 
punish the embezzlement or unlawful 
withdrawing of official records and 
documents; that McSweeney was given 
the fullest opportunity to explain the 
matters out of which the charges in 
the complaint have sprung, and that his 
explanations were not satisfactory and 
did not meet the charges, which are 
fully sustained by the facts brought oul 
during the hearing. 

It appears that among the papers al- 
leged to have been removed by Me- 
Sweeney were official communications 
from the commissioner general of im- 
migration criticising the Ellis Island 
office for furnishing statistics to out- 
side parties and directing the discon- 
tinuance of the practice; also a reply 
to the commissioner general (written 
by McSweeney) denying that statistics 
were being given out improperly. In 
addition there were a large number of 
letters from certain transportation com- 
panies calling for special statistical 
data. 

After conference between the presl- 
dent and the attorney general, and upon 
the latter’s recommendation, it has been 
directed that the prosecution procerd.

Will be Erected on Franklin Street 
at South Quincy. 


| Division 5, A. 0. H., has decided to 
erect a new hall building on Franklin 
street, which has been pending for 
some weeks. 

The building will be 108 feet by 56 
feet front. 

The basement will contain a large 
room to be used for a gymnasium, 
with shower baths, bath tubs, and 
lockers, and @ reading room, with 
|tables for games. Another large room 
will be separated from this by folding 
doors and will be used asthe banquet 
hall with a seating capacity of 200. 
; There will be a kitchen, pantry and 
|sewing roum, together with the heat- 
ing plant for the entire building adjoin- 
ing the banquet hall. 

On the street floor there will be the 
main entrance to lodge rooms at the 
rear and to the large hall on the second 
floor. On both sides of the main en- 
trance there will be two large stores. 
At the rear of these stores will be two 
lodge rooms separated by a sound proof 
partition and folding doors so that if 
required the rooms may be opened into 
one large hall with a seating capacity 
of 500. Each lodge room will have 
separate ante-rooms. 

The entrance to the main hall on the 
second floor will be from the main 

| corridor in the centre of the building 
jand by winding stairs on each side. 
|'There will be the ticket office, check 
}room and two large ante-rooms with 
| toilets. The hall with two gallieries 
wit] have a seating capacity of 1000. 
The stage will be 26 feet deep with 
an opening of 34-6 feet. On each side 
of the stage will be large dressing 
rooms. On the outside of the building 
will be an enclosed stairway leading to 


jthe floor below and te the banquet 
room, 
Each part of the building is entirely 


separate and independent of the other. 
It will be fitted throughout to be 
lighted either by gas or electricity and 
the gas lights will be lighted by elec- 
tricity. The floor of the dance ball 
will be of first quality maple and is in- 
| tended to be the best in the city. 

The building will be for the main 
part of wood but the front will be of 
aries and glass. It will cost when 
completed about $25,000. Everything 
is now ready for the erection uf the 
| building, and ground will be broken 
jnext week. The hall will probably 
be known as Hibernian hall and Division

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All That Coroner Found Left 
of Murderer White’s Body 


MOB VIOLENCE DEPLORED 


By Public Sentiment, but General 
Opinion Is That Fiend Met a Just 
Fate—Arrangements For Disposing 


of the Negro Were Complete 


Wilmington, Del., June 24.—The ex- 
citement attending the gruesome 
tragedy enacted outside the city limits 
when George F. White, the negro who 
outraged aud murdered 17-year-old 
Helen S. Bishop, was burned at the 
stake, has subsided. The swiftand dire 
punishment meted out to the perpetra- 
tor of the terrible crime is the sole 
topic of conversation, but now the de- 
tails are calmly rehearsed. Vublic 
sentiment appears to deplore the resort 
to mob violence, but the consensus of 
opinion is that summary vengeance 
alone could atone for the outrage. 

It is generally believed that bad the 
courts brought the murderer to speedy 
triul, Monday night's tragedy would 
have been averted. The judges ho 
had postponed action upon the case of 
the confessed assailant of Miss Bishop 
explain their action by stating that 
popular prejudice and indignation 
would have precluded the possibility 
of a fair trial. 

It is not known as yet what action 
the state authorities will take. Gov- 
ernor Huun says he will confer with 
Attorney General Ward. The latter 
made a brief statement last night in 
which he said that the state will xwait 
the result of the coroner's inquest and 
that every effort would be exerted to 
ascertain the names of the leaders. 

Deputy Coroner Killmer, who visited 
the scene of the lynching, found little 
to view. Ail semblance of the human 
form in White's body had been obliter- 
ated by the avenginy fire and the mor- 
bidly curious relic hunters. — 4-small 
portion of the trunk and one or two 
charred bones wer¢ recovered and taken 
to the morgiie. Of the hundreds of per- 
50n3 who visited the spot where the 
funeral pyre was lighted scarcely one 
left without something as a momento. 

One arrest was made last night. The 
prisoner's name was not divulged by 
the police, but it is said he is charged 
with having been a party to the lynch- 
ing. The police of this city have little 
to say regarding the affair. It is said 
that state and elity detectives were in 
the crowd and recognized some of those 
who participated in the burning. Other 
arrests, it is believed, will follow. 

During the show of resistance made 
by the police and the jail officials when 
the mob attacked the Newcastle county 
workhouse, Peter Smith, a 12-year-old 
boy, was shot in the back. ‘The bullet 
which struck him evidently came from 
na pistol in the crowd, as it is claimed 
by the prison warden that bis guards 
fired over the heads of the lynchers. 
Smith's condition is critical and he is 
not expected to live. Another young 
man, whose 1ame is unknown, was 
slightly injured. The only other per- 
sons known to bave been hurt were a 
man who was kicked in the abdomen by 
White, when the cegro attempted to 
escape from his torturers, and .nother 
man who had his arm burned. 

Mrs. Bishop, mother of the mur- 
dered girl, is in a state. of extreme 
nervousness. White was put to death 
within a few hundred yards of the 
Bishop hoine, and the glare of the fire 
and howls of the mob could be platly 
seen and heard at the house. 

The arrargements for the execution 
of White were complete. Bundles of 
straw were secured from a nearby barn 
and upon these were piled dry under- 
brush. Fence rails were split and 
added to the pyre, which was thoroughly 
soaked with kerosene. The negro was 
then bound from shoulders to feet 
with a heavy rope and thrown upon the 
blazing pile. Before the torch was ap- 
plied White confessed his guilt and 
prayed fervently for mercy. 

Colouel James McComb, a wealthy 
retired capitalist of Claymont, near 
here, called on the police authorities 
and told them he would go bail for all 
persons arrested in connection with the 
lynching. When he heard of iast night's 
arrest he again called at the police sta- 
tion and offered to go bail for the pris- 
oner, but this the authorities would 
not ailow.

Brother Jim and 1 were on a visit to 
Uncle Joe and Aunt Mary. The win- 
dow of our bedroom, or one of its three 
windows, looked out on the back yard, 
and just below it was the roof of the 
summer kitchen. 

We had been at the old farmhouse 
for a week, having a good time gener- 
ally and nothing happening out of the 
usual routine, 
night just as the clock struck 1 and 
found myself all a-tremble. It was 
bright starlight outdoors, and I could 
discern every object in the room as I 
sat up and looked about. The window 
referred to was on the north side of 
the room, while the bed was on the 
south. All the curtains were up. 

After a minute I thought I heard a 
movement on the kitchen roof, and I 
drew the bedclothes over my head and 
began kicking Jim. He uttered a grunt 
or two and turned over. After another 
minute I popped out my head, and now 
I saw a man with his face pressed 
against the glass of the lower sash of 
the window so as to survey the room. 
I tried to utter a yell, but could not 
make a sound. I tried to kick Jim, but 
my legs were paralyzed. I could not 
even draw the sheet over my head 
again. 

With my eyes wide open and my 
heart in my mouth I watched the fel- 
low gently lift the sash and fasten it 
up with a wedge. He could have en- 
tered any door or window below, but 
perhaps he feared that some one might 
be watching. It was three feet from 
the window sill to the roof. The man 
drew himself up and paused for a mo- 
ment in the opening. 

What I did I deserve no credit for, 
because it was born of terror, and I 
was an involuntary actor. I jumped 
out of bed to run downstairs. Then I 
remembered Jim and would not leave 
him. The bureau was close at hand, 
and by accident I touched a gourd that 
we had prought in from the garden to 
fashion Into a dipper. Picking it up, 
I hurled it with all my might at the 
man in the window. It was ripe and 
as hard as a brick, and it struck the 
man right between the eyes. The 
shock and the pain caused him to loos- 
en his hold and fall backward on the 
roof. In trying to recover himself he 
fell off the edge of it. 

As he went out of the window I 
yelled and breught Jim on end, and 
next instant we were flying down- 
stairs and who6ping like savages in 
chase. In about five minutes the 
household was ready to investigate. 
While we believed the man made off, 
we yet thought it wisest to look out- 
side. We had scarcely got outside the 
kitchen door when we found him. Un- 
cle Joe had a few days before placed 
a cider barrel under the eayes spout 
and coming down at the corner of the 
shed roof. It was an old barrel and 
about one-third full of water. In going 
off the roof the man turned over and 
fell head first into the barrel, and the 
first thing we caught sight of was his 
heels kicking the air. 

There was water enough to have 
drowned thea’ellow, and it was really 
wonderful how he could have plumped 
into the barrel without doing himself 
great injury. By pushing his hands 
down to the bottom he could keep his 
mouth above water, but he could not 
lift himself out of the barrel. 

When he heard us about he began 
shouting and cursing and kicking, but 
we realized that he was in a fix and 
were not at all frightened. Jim seized 
one of his feet and I the other, while 
Uncle Joe trotted around and got a 
piece of clothesline to tie them togeth- 
er. When we had him securely lashed 
Aunt Mary was given the candle to 
hold, and the other three of us got 
clubs and tipped the barrel over. The 
rush of the water almost strangled the 
robber, and while he was gasping and 
sputtering we drew his arms behind 
his back and tied them there. 

He was an ugly chap and no mistake. 
We got a knife and revolver off him 
while tying his arms, and when he 
finally got his breath he knew that he 
was helpless. Had he professed peni- 
tence and begged forgiveness I think 
Uncle Joe would have let him go. Aunt 
Mary, with her big heart, had already 
begun to find excuses for the prisoner 
when he suddenly opened on us. 

I have heard some tall cursing since 
then, but nothing to beat his record. 
He threatened, bluffed, commanded 
and demanded, and Aunt Mary had to 
flee and Uncle Joe to pretend that he 
didn’t hear. 

It was half a mile to the nearest 
neighbor's, and Uncle Joe didn’t feel 
like asking us to go or going himself. 
Neither did we want to remain out- 
doors until daylight. We solved the 
problem by dragging the man into the 
kitchen. He continued cursing for 
some time after; but, finding that he 
made no impression, he finally cooled 
off and became quite civil. Just at day- 
light a team passed by, and we sent 
word to a constable, and an hour later 
the robber was on his way to the coun- 
ty jail. 

When be reached that institution he 
was identified as an escaped convict 
for whom a reward of $500 had been 
offered. He had, as he admitted, 
Planned to rob the house, and by his 
being armed it was reasonable to con- 
clude that he would not have stopped 
at murder had he been interfered with. 
He had saddled one of the horses and 
led it into the road before mounting the 
roof, and his escape would have thus 
been assured. 

When the case came to trial the four 
of us were called as witnesses, of 
course. Uncle Joe wouldn’t bear on a 
bit, while Aunt Mary tried hard to say 
Something in favor of the prisoner and 
nothing against him. He got a sen- 
tence of ten years, while we got the 
$500 and made an equa! divide, 
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when I woke up one}

PAYNE IS NOTPLEASED 


At Madden’s Letter Concern- 
ing Postoffice Affairs 


THE GUILTY MUST SUFFER 


Says the President In a Letter to the 
Attorney General, Who Is Instructed 
to Increase His Staff In Order to 
Thoroughly !nvestigate Scandal 


Washington, June 25.—Postmaster 
General Payne has taken odlicial 
cognizance of the letter to him seat 
from Detroit by Third Assistant Post- 
master General Madden regarding 
criticisms of the contract for supply- 


ing carbon paper to the service. Mr. 
Payne conferred with his assistants on 
the subject. Subsequently he declined 
to say whether any reply had beea sent 
to Madden and similar reticence wis 
observed by those who discussed the 
incident with Payne. Mr. Madden's 
publication of the lptters in advance of 
its receipt by his superior officer, to 
whom it was addressed, and hie sug- 
gestion that the matter might have 
been given out by First Assistant Post- 
master General Wynne or Fourth -As- 
sistant Postmaster General Bristow, 
provoked considerable comment at the 
department. It is believed that Payne 
bas senta rather sharp reply to Madden. 

The president has sent the following 
letter to the attorney general: 

“As you know, the charges in con- 
nection with the postoffice departiusent 
are now being investigated by Fourth 
Assistant Postmaster General Bristow, 
who has had placed at his disposal by 
the postmaster general every resource 
of the department, including the ser- 
vices of Mr. Robb, whom you detailed 
from the department of justice to the 
postoffice department immediately after 
the removai of Mr. Tyner. Asa result 
of this investigation, a number of in- 
dictments have already been had aud 
and it is probable that otl r_ indict- 
ments will hereafter be asked for. 

“There can be no greater oifense 
against the government than a breach 
of trust on the part of a pubiie  of- 
ficial or the dishonest management 
of his office, and, of course, every effort 
must be exerted to bring such offenders 
to punishment by the utmost rigor of 
the law. The district attorney's office 
of the District of Columbia bas faith- 
fully and zealously seconded the efforts 
of the postoffice department in this 
matter, but the amount of work in the 
office is such as to make it dificult, with- 
out neglecting other important duties, 
to devote all the time nec essary to the 
prosecution of these cases. 

“[ suggest, therefore, that if you can- 
not detail some of your present stuff, 
you appoint special assistarts in these 
postoffice cases, not only to take up the 
eases in which indictments have been 
found, or hereafter may be found, but 
to examine into all charges that have 
been made against officials in the postal 
service, with a view of the removai und 
prosecution of all guilty men in the 
service and the prosecution of guilty 
men whether in the service or not, 
where the cases are not barred by the 
statute of limitations.” 

Carrying out the president's sugges- 
tion, Attorney General Knox has ap- 
pointed Charles J. Bonapurte of Bal!ti- 
more a special attorney to assist in 
these prosecutions, and upon his return 
here Holmes Conrad, former solicitor 
general, will be tendered a like appoint- 
ment.

The Magnet, 


Thousands of years ago a mineral | 


having the strange power of attracting

ly called Magnesia, in Asia Minor. The 
name of this country has given us the 
word “magnet.”

Verdict of Coroner’s Jury In 
White Lynching 


CORWELL NOT IMPLICATED 


—_—— 


Suspect Held In $5000 Bail, Which 
Is Promptly Furnished—Belief That 
No One Will Ever Be Punished For 
Work of the Wilmington Mob 


Wilmington, Del., June 23.—Artbur 
Corwell, who claims bis home is in Hart- 
ford City, Ind., and who was arrestad 
on the charge of complicity in the burn- 
ing to death of George White, the nezro 
assailant and murderer of Helen 
Bishop, was released on $5000 bail last 
hight. He will be given «a further 
hearing. 

Popular feeling in the tragedy of 
Monday night has not yet entirely dis- 
appeared. Last night about 2V00 per- 
sons gathered in front of city hall, 
where Corwell was confined, and madea 
The police authorities 
took every precaution to ‘prevent an at- 
tempt at rescuing the prisoner by the 
crowd. Extra police were on duty with- 
in the police station and all the police 
officials were on hand in case of trouble. 

The coroner’s inquest was concluded 
last night and when word reached the 
police station that the verdict did not 
implicate Corwell the authorities de- 
cided to release him on $5000 bail. This 
furnished by ‘Thomas 
McHugh of this city, a wholesele hquor 
dealer. 

When the inquest began the remains 
of White could not be found, gud after 
a long search they were found wrapped 
in paper on an ice chest. White 
weighed about 200 pouncs, but only five 
pounds of flesh and bone were left of 
him after the lynchers had concluded 
their work 

Thomas Leach, a farmer, and William 
Carter, a newspaper reporter, were the 
witnesses at the inquest, and Doth testi- 
lied to the finding of the small portion 
of the rémains of the victim of the mob. 
Some further testimony was offered 
after which the jury brought in the fol- 
lowing verdict: 

“Resolyed, that George White came 
to his death between the hours of 10 p. 
m. of June 22, 1905, and 4 a.m. of 
June 1003, by being burned in a 
field adjoining the road leading from 
Price’s Corner to the Ferris Ludustvial 
echooi, by a party or parties uukuown 
to this jury.” 

What the next step of the authorities 
will be is not known. The coroner's 
inquest having failed to reveal the 
identity of the leaders in the lynching, 
it is thought that the authorities are 
unable to proceed. 

Corwell declares he is innocent, and 
says he can prove that he was not at 
the lynching. 

The belief is growing here that no 
one will ever be punished for the work 
of the mob. Certain prominent citi- 
zens, although they deplore the oc- 
currence, stand ready to ralse a fund 
for the defense of any one who shouid 
be prosecuted for the offense. 

Peter Smith, the boy who was shot 
while the mob was in the workhouse on 
Monday night, died yesterday ufter- 
noon as a result of his injuries. The 
boy was an Italian. S 

After the crowd at the city hall dis- 
persed last night scenes of lawlessness 
were enacted in different parts of the 
city, especially in the colored settle- 
nmients. The entire police force was 
kept busy putting down disorders, In 
the section known as “Whitechapel” 
a negro assaulted a white man and sev- 
eral whites came to the rescue. This 
brought reinforcements to the negroes 
and a general fight was started. The 
negroes outnumbered the whites, who 
were getting the worst of it when a 
squad of police arived. Pistols were 
fired, and the negroes retired within the 
houses. Participants on both sides re- 
ceived cut heads, but beyond this it is 
not thought any one was injured.

YALE’S GREAT WINNING 


Takes the Varsity, Four Oar 


and freshmen Races 


HARVARD MADE GAMEFIGHT 


But Her Boys Rowed Out Their Last 
Ounce of Strength, While Yale Fin« 
ished In Fine Form, Her Varsity 
Stroke Plunging Overboard and 
Swimming to Meet Launch 


New London, Conn., June 26.— For the 
first time on record Yale triumphed 
over Harvard in all tliree of their boat 
races in the the 
Thames. The wearers of the blue won 
the eight-oaretl varsity 
boat lengths, 
race by 2 
four-oared race by 144 


annual regatta on 


race by 0% 
the freshman eight-oared 
1-4 lengths and the yarsity 
lengths. Jn all 
three races Harvard put up memorable 
defeats 
gallant struggles in which 


fights and went down to her 
after her 
boys rowed out the last ounce of their 
strength. ‘The official time for ihe races 
was as follows: 

Varsity race: Yale, 20m. 19 4-5s; 
Harvard, 20m, 29 3-5s. Freshman race: 
Yale, 9m. 43 1-5s; Harvard, Ou. 48 35s. 
Varsity four-oared race: Yale, 10m. 
59 2-5s; Harvard, 11m. 10 1-5s 

Yale’s three victories are attriuted 
by the experts to the superiority of the 
stroke taught Yale by John Kennedy 
over that taught Harvard by her 
graduate coaches. So fur as physical 
fornt was concerned there was no choice 
between the crews except with the pos- 
sible exception that the Yale fresh- 
men outweighed their Harvard rivals 
by over seven pounds per man. The 
varsity race was a surprise. The fresh- 
man race had been conceded to Yale, 
while the four-enared rzce was also 
given to Yale in the great majority of 
the predictiens. 

The story of the varsity race is one 
that will live long in the annals of col- 
lege boating. Harvard led Yale almost 
to the mile and a half flag. Over the 
first mile it looked like Harvard's race. 
With the Yale crew suffering from re- 
cent shifts and changes the Elis were 
afraid that if Harvard led for a mile 
Yale would her stroke aud would 
never get it back again. Wednesday 
night John Kennedy told his crew that 
they must strike a 52 per mirute stroke 
and hold it right through the race, no 
matter what happened. It takes good 
headwork and lots of nerve to row a 
lower stroke than the other crew when 


lose 


the other crew is leading. Wut this is 
just what Yale did. Harvard got away 
at 35 strokes to the minute, Yale at 02. 


Harvard had decidedly the best of the 
start and by the end of the first half 
mile was leading Yale by half a bout’s 
length. Over the second half ile 
Harvard held her lead over Yale. Lar- 
vard seemed to think that she hada grip 
on Yale and Captain McGrew eased 
his stroke down to 32. It was a re- 
markable coincidence that Harvard 
over this half mile held her lead with- 
out varying it by even the fraction ofa 
second. » 

The third half mile, however, showed 
that Harvard could not hold Yale v ith- 
out rowing a higher stroke. Ifarvard’s 
effort over the first mile had hegua to 
tell on the nerves of the crimson cight. 
Little by little, Yale’s boat began to 
creep up on Harvard's. Just before the 
1% mile flag the shells were even and 
by the time the flag was reached Yale 
had wrested the lead away from her 
old rival. ‘The blue reached the flag, 
leading Harvard by two seconds for 
more than half a boat length. Harvard 
raised her stroke to 38 but still Yale 
went ahead without raisiiz hers 
above 32. 

Yale reached the two-mile tlag with 
Harvard on her heels, only + 2-5 see- 
onds behind. There was just half a 
boat length of clear water between the 
two shells. Harvard was not yet 
whipped. She had held her stroke at 
$3 while Yale, after getting the lead, 
had dropped hers down to 31. The 
crimson eight was rowing without a 
break and their long, easy strokes still 
looked powerful. The only question 
was whether Harvard could put her 
stroke up again and hold it for a mile 
more. 

The next half mile decided this ques- 
tion. Instead of raising her stroke 
Harvard was compelled to drop back 
to Yale’s gait at 52. The resuit was 
that when Yale reached th2 2% mile 
flag she led Harvard by 6 4-5 seconds. 

Then for the first time Yale began 
to look reasonably sure of a victory. 
She was leading the crimson by justa 
trifle-less than two boat leneths. At 
the three mile flag Yale had increased 
her lead to nine seconds, and had prac- 
tically won the race. Harvard, in 
passing the three mile flag, wade her 
last spurt to get back her lead.  Al- 
though he was reeling and the Harsard

Captain McGrew raised his stroke 
to 34 to the minute, but even at that 
gait Harvard could not catch Y 
a few strokes the Harvard skeil guiz 
n trifle, but before the 334 mile flag 
was reached, Captain McGrew had been 
compelled to drop back to a 32. eait. 
Harvard was now tired and Yale 1 
gan to gain on every stroke.

“Yale, Yale, Yale,” while from the 
decks of 200 yachts the cannon were 
booming forth in salute to the victory 
and a bravo for the yanquishod. 
Tinally the flag dropped at the finish 
and the watches recorded 20:19 45 for 
Yale and 20:29 3-5 for Harvard. It 
was Yale’s race by three seod boat 
lengths, a close hard finish within nine 
and four-fifths seconds of the fastest 


time that any crew has ever made on 
the Thames course. The experts had 
made no mistake when they said that 
bofh universities had unusually fast 
eights, and likewise they had not been 
wrong when they prophesied a deusper- 
ate race with a narrow mursin for the 
winner. 

Captain McGrew, who had rowed for 
Harvard as gallant a race as any man 
ever rowed for any college, fell over 
limp on his oar, while Duffy sank down 
in the shell from sheer exhaustion. 
Swaim, at bow, had also rowed out the 
last ounce of his power and his 
slipped from his hands. 

Yale, strong with the nerve which vic- 
tory gives, pulled on below the great 
drawbridge for two or three boat lengths 
before her coxswain called his men to 
rest. Then a remarkable incident bap 
pened. Stroke Bogue, who had rowed 
like a demon ali the way, threw his 
oar out from his chest and sprang 
his seat into the river.

While the Fore River ship plant of 
Quincy is flourishing independent of 
the ship trust, it looks as if the trust 
was sailing on rough seas. A New 
York dispatch of Thursday to the 
Herald says: 

Irrespective of Judge Kirkpatrick's 
decision in the matter, is is feared by 
some interests that a receivership for 
the United States Ship Building Com- 
pany is inevitable. Two men were

SHIPYARDS BUSY. | JNGONSCIOUS CRITIC 


Government Anxious to Award 
More Contracts. 


Authorization of additional ships for 
the navy by the next Congress will de- 
pend largely upon the ability of the 
shipyards of the country to tura out 
more warships says a Washington dis- 
patch to the Herald. The present con- 
gested condition of the ship building 
plants is causing Secretary Moody 
great concern. There are now more 
than 40 warships under construction in 
13 different yards. 

Of the three battleships last authoriz- 
ed, one went to New York Ship Build- 
ing Company, one to the Fore River 
yard and the other to the Newport News 
company. The government is loath to 
attempt the construction of any more 
sbips itself until the building of the 
battleship Connecticut at the New York 
Navy Yard has proved a success or a 
failure. 

Moran Bros., at Seattle, Wash., are 
building the battleship Nebraska, and 
may not care at present to take any 
more government work. The Fore 
River yard at Quincy is thoughtto have 
as much navy work as it can handle. 
The Union Iron Works has five war- 
ships under construction. 

The Union Iron Works, the Lewis 
Nixon Company at  Elizabethport: 
woere six small ships are building; the 
Bath, Me., Iron Works, where the 
battleship Georgia is building; the 
Harlan & Hollingsworth Company and 
the Eastern Shipbuilding Company are 
in the trust, the involved condition of 
whose affairs causes the navy depart- 
ment to go slow about calculating the 
capacity of any of these yards in 
planning further naval construction. 

There is no disposition on the part of 
the secretary to halt the policy of 
naval increase. Consultation with the 
ship builders will soon develop whether 
or not battleships can be promptly con- 
structed if authorized by the next Con- 
gress. If they cannot, it is probable that 
attention will be given to the authoriza- 
tion of gunboats, scout ships, and other 
small crafts. 

The firat desire of the department, 
however, is for four or five new battle- 
ships, possibly some new armored or 
protected cruisers and a few scout ships.

In the year 1794 the beautiful and 
charming Duchess of Gordon raised 
that fumous regiment of soldiers call- 
el “the Gordon highlanders” by givy- 
ing each recruit a guinea in gold and a 
kiss from her own lips.

Upon learning that the government 
of the United States had decided to 
forward the petition to the Russian 
government, Count Cassini weut to the 
state department and consulted with 
Secretary Hay. 

The petition which will be trans- 
mitted to the Russian government ia 
the one which the executive council of 
the B’Nai B'Rith handed to the presi- 
ceut tentative document to be 
signed by leading citizens of the United 
States outside of federal oftice holders. 
It is expected that it will take about 
two weeks to secure these signatures. 

The czar and his ministers know 
perfectly well the horror and indigna- 
tion aroused throughout the civilized 
world by the barbarities perpetrated 
upon the unfortunate victims of that 
outrage, and if the universal execration 
it has called forth does pot prompt them 
to punish the perpetrators oud to pro- 
tect in the future their Jewish sub- 
jects from such barbarities, no official 
criticism from our government vould 
avail to that effect. The fact is that 
the Russian government has already 
notified the president, throngh its am- 
bassador, Count Cassini, as Mr. Roose- 
velt himself informed the Hebrew rep- 
resentitives, that proper punishment 
will be inflicted on the guilty parties. 
In the face cf such a declaration, for 
this government to impeach the good 
faith of the ezar by 
direct or indirect, 
received. 

There have been no lack of intima- 
tions from informed sources that the 
ezar will never be permitted to see the 
vetition, as the Russian prime minister 
Vill not receive it for transmission. It 
is realized that the Russian positioa 
is stil correctly described in the state- 
ment telegraphed from Washington op 
June 9 by The Associated I’vess, 
which this extract is taken:

Holiday. |

always supposed that America had a! 
national holiday or holidays and that 
the Fourth of July was one of them, if 
not the king bee in the holiday line. It 
has always been called our natal day, | 
the Birthday of independence with a 
big B, and all that sort of thing, and I 
took it for granted, as I am sure hun- |! 
| dreds of thousands of others do, that it | 

Was consecrated to liberty and inde- | 
pendence by some expression in the 
statutes of the land, but an investiga- | 
tion reveals the fact that there is not 
a line in the statutes on the subject, 
excepting here and there it is spoken of 
as a legal holiday. 

“But it is no more of a national hol- 

{day than is the 22d of February and 
| by no means so clearly defined as Me- | 
|morial day. This fact was bad enough, 
| and it may be thought that it was over- | 
| looked, but there is not a line in the 
statutes of any of the states of the 
United States giving the Fourth of 
July—the glorious Fourth, mind you— | 
any mention or preference in the mat- | 
ter of honor. The glorious Fourth is a | 
legal holiday all right enough and is 
pretty generally recognized, and it, 
| promises to be more generally recog- | 
nized this year than ever, particularly | 
in the south, but it is not a national 
| holiday and has never been so declared | 
| by statute. 

“The fact is, we have no national hol- 
iday, though there are several legal 
holidays during the year, Christmas, 
New Year's day, Washington's birthday, 
Labor day and Thanksgiving day, but 
congress only makes them legal hol- 
idays for this District. For instance, 
what we call Labor day in this District 
} and, which it is, a legal holiday is not 
recognized on either side of the Poto- 
mac from us. The states have their 
Labor day, but there is no unanimity }, 
about the day selected, as they have | 
arbor days, founders’ days and a lot of 
other days. Some of the states have 
state holiday day, but strange as it 
may appear there is no national hol- 
iday day. I don’t mean to be under- 
stood as saying that the Fourth of 
July is not recognized as a holiday 
throughout the United States, but I do 
mean to say that except by common 
consent there is nothing about it that 
makes it a national holiday. Of course 
, it is a legal holiday in the District, as it 

| is in several states, but it is not a legal 

' holiday in all of the states. For all of 
that, neither is Christmas nor Thanks- 
|giving day in many states. Washing- 
ton’s birthday is a legal holiday in this 
District, but just over in Virginia it is 
not, though if there is one state where 
/it should be a state holiday it is Vir- 
| ginia.”—Washington Star.

races, and while only one record was 
broken it is the general consensus of 
opinion that had the Corneli varsity 
crew been pressed the record would 
have been broken even in that race 
The varsity race, as a matter of fact, 
Was a miserable walkover, Cornell tak- 
ing the lead before the mile point had 
been reached and rowing away from her 
competitors in a manner so easy that at 
no time was she over pressed for the 
first place. The result was that in the 
last mile, where, if pushed, she would 
have rowed from 381 to 33 strokes per 
minute, she held a 28 clip almost to 
the finish, crossing the line at not over 
20 strokes per minute and fnlly nine 
lengths ahead of all competitors. 

But the work of Georgetown in the 
varsity race was a great surprise. At 
the second mile, wher it was supposed 
that both Georgetown and Syracuse 
would have been practically finisbed for 
any place except fifth or sixth, this 
remarkable crew pulled steadily out 
of the bunch, and while absolutely un- 
able to reduce the enormoua lead of 
Cornell showed their superiority over 
all the other crews in the race. 

Prior to the races the four-oared 
event was practically conceded to pe 
Pennsylvania’s because her four was 
known to have had more practice than 
the others and to have shown better 
form, but Cornell beat her by a third of 
a length, the nose of the Penusylvania 
shell being on a line with the bow oar 
of Cornell's shell as the fiag fell.

As one stands on top of the hill above 
the town and gazes over the valley of 
Willow creck below there lies before 
him a scene of devastation.

Hundreds of men 
have been clearing away the debris. 
Beneath piles of wreckage were dug 
out the beloved victims—fathers, wives, 
children. Sometimes a child was found 
at one place and one or ten miles below 
were picked up the bodies of the par- 
ents. 

Some say the rushing water was fif- 
teen feet high, others that it was fifty. 
Fields it laid waste, cattle it destroyed; 
but, saddest of fl, it took away be- 
tween 200 and 300 human lives. 

The singular thing about this cloud- 
burst was that the flood tide moved 
more slowly than would be expected. 
The horrible rush lasted about an hour 
in passing a given point, and it re- 
quired twelve hours for it to travel 
thirty-one miles. 

The water did not flow, but rolled. 
Friction held the bottom of the current 
Back. As the flood rolled along it 
picked up dust, fences, everything, and 
ere it had proceeded very far it was 
a stream of liquid mud mixed with 
debris. 

In some places it curled in eddies and 
its force was terrific. A safe weighing 
1,000 pounds was floated for a mile. 
The water stripped the bodies of 
clothes. Only two buildings were able 
to withstand the terrific force of the 
flood. 

The most striking evidence of the 
strength of the flowing stream was its 
effect upon the railway tracks. The 
flood picked up the heavy steel rails 
and bent them as a boy would a pin. 
One of the rails was hurled like a jave-

Now twostep four times, 
making two turns, half turn to the bar 
and counting one and two to a bar. 

“The Pamala, originated by John 
Hackett, who is instructor to the vice 
regal court of Canada, is a sort of re- 
fined cake walk to twostep time, and 
is bound to be used widely because of 
the undiminished popularity of the 
cake walk. The Schenectady dance, by 

F. S. Capello, is another sort of two- 
step cake walk. 

One of the most striking novelties is 
the American Belle, a new dance 
executed in trios and not in couples 
as are all of the time honored round 
and square figures. In this dance the 
lady is attended on either side by a 
gentleman and the movements are all 
forward, with some very pretty toe and 
knee work.

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‘SOUTH AFRICA’S BOOM 


Results of Boer War Described 


by J. W. Kirkland. 


ARE NEEDED. 
Demand For

After a journey of nearly 12,000 
miles John W. Kirkland recently 
reached Chicago from Johannesburg. 


He returns to America in the interest 


of the General Electric company, 
whose representative he is in South 


Africa, 

“Whatever else was done or undone 
| by the Boer war,” he said to a reporter 
of the Chicago Tribune, “South Africa 
the benefit of the ex- 
pensive advertising it received. The 
quiet little town of Durban as I knew 
it five years ago is now a bustling port 


and considerable of a city. All the 
South African ports thrived by the 
war. They took their toll from enor- 


{mous supplies and transportation and 
| derived a fair profit from the refugees 
and from the influx of foreigners inter- 
ested in the war. 

“People are coming 
the world. In Johannesburg, in spite 
of active construction, it is difficult to 
get a dwelling or a business building. 
Rents have gone up 50 per cent.” 

The present output of the gold mines, 
Mr. Kirkland said, is about 60 per cent 
of what it was before the war. It is 
difficult, he explained, to secure enough 
Kaffirs or “boys,” as many of them 
made money out of the struggle be- 
tween Boer and Briton and refuse to 
work. 

“There is, too, $25,000,000 being spent 
in extending the railroad systems,” he 
continued, “and this gives many of 
them employment. 'The demand prompt- 
ed by the gold mines is so great that 
there is talk of importing Chinese la- 
bor. The general demand for common 
labor of all sorts is incessant and great. 

“South Africa is probably the richest 
mineral country in the world. The coal 
is almost equal in calorific values to the 
standard Welsh. It is so convenient, 
often lying on the top of the gold mine, 
that it can be delivered for $8 a ton. 
One coal mine company will probably 
abandon its coal to dig for gold,” 

Recently a diamond mine has been 
discovered in the Transvaal, and fur- 
ther similar discoveries are expected, 
he said. 

Of the rule of the British Mr. Kirk- 
land spoke as follows: 

“The government at present is entire- 
ly that of a crown dependency, an ap- 
pointed governor and a legislative coun- 
cll appointed by Lord Milner and the 
governor of the Transvaal. There is no 
elective body. Had not the Jameson 
raid prematurely exploded the solid 
revolution that was being prepared by 
the foreign element the chances are 
that the Boer government would bave 
been liberalize, there would have been 
no British war and the country’ would 
now be living under a broad and satis- 
factory republican government. At 
present the English are conciliatory 
and sincerely trying to give us the best 
form of colonial governme nt. As the

LATEST POSTAL SCANDAL 


Superintendant of Washington City 
Delivery, Machen’s Chief subordi- 
mate, Will Be Asked to Explain 
Certain Alleged Irregularities 


Washington, June 27.—"The presi- 
dent has absolute contidence in Post- 
master General Payne and has no 
thought that he will leave the cabinet,” 
said Senator Hanna, after quite an ex- 
tended visit to the White House. He 
added: 
the work Mr. Payne is doing and ap- 
preciates his integrity and executive 
ability. Myr. Payne has no thought of 
resigning, but if he did, his resiguation 
would not be accepted by the  presi- 
dent.” 

Senator Hanna said it was unfortu- 
nate that Mr. Payne’s health was so 
poor and that he could not yo away and 
recuperate because his presence is 
needed in Washington at this time. 

It can be stated authoritatively that 
the reports that Postmaster General 
Payne contemplates retiring from the 
cabinet are untrue. Ill-health migut 
compel him to give up his work, but the 
idea of r&irement is not entertained by 
him. The president, itis said, has given 
expression to his own feelings in the 
matter by saying that he would permit 
him to resign only in the event thatit 
became a mater of life or death. 

The last meeting of the cabinet before 
the president’s departure from Wash- 
ington was devoted chiefly to the clear- 
ing up of routine departmental matters 
in anticipation of the president's de- 
parture, although Postmaster General 
Payne occupied considerable time, not 
cnly in presenting the current situation 
as developed by the investigation now in 
progress in the postoffice department, 
but in discussing his future plans rela- 
tive to the investigation. 

The case of Charles Hedzyes, super- 
intendent of city deiivery of the free 
delivery service, Machen’s chief 
subordinate, against whom scrious 
charges have been made, will be ac- 
tively taken up by Mr. Bristow in the 
near future. Hedges is charged with 
sending through the regular franked 
mail of the department advertising 
literature and circulars of mining com- 
panies in which he was interested. He 
is also accused of having used his of- 
ficial position to induce postmasters 
tg subscribe to the stock of - mining 
concerns, particularly of one of which 
he is president. Complaints have been 
received from several postmasters in 
northern states substantiating these 
charges. P

to the postoffice department yesterday 
owing to his ill-health. Except for bis 
attendance at the cabinet meeting, be 
spent the day resting in his apart- 
ments, where he signed the mail brought 
to him.

Bradley escaped 
from the state prison :bout 12 years 
ago, was returned to th» state prison 
and in 1901 escaped for the second time. 
He was caught in Texas for an offense 
committed in that state. EHe will be 
discharged from the Texas state prison 
July 4, and an officer has been desig- 
nated to go to Texas to get the man. 


Radical Measures Unnecessary 

Frankfort, Ky., June 27.—Governor 
Beckham has given out a_ lengthy 
statement in reference to his position 
in the Breathitt county matter.

Lloyd Discharged and Rearrested 

Portland, Me., June 27.—The case 
against Frank Lloyd of Lowell, 
charged with violating the contract la- 
bor law, was ended suddenly in the 
United States court by the prisoner be- 
ing discharged.

Automobile Law In Effict 

Boston, June 27.—Governor Bates 
has sizned the automobile law which 
recently passed the legislatire. It 
provides that all automobiles and motor 
cycles must be registered. ‘The law is 
rather complicated. It permits the 
cities and towns to make special regn- 
lations as to the speed of automobiles 
and motor cycles, and the use of such 
machines upon particular roads or 
ways, including the right to exclude 
them altogether therefrom.

The framework is of 
aluminium, the sail work, which is vo- 
luminous, of silk. 

The peculiarity of the new model, 
which is the invention of Lawrence B. 
Dare, is the flat under surface of the 
gas bag and the number of aeroplanes 
which lie below the gas bag and inter- 
yene between the engine and the gas.

Mr. Dare says that the use of propel- 
lers with eight blades will enable him 
to use shorter blades than those of the 
ships heretofore built with two bladed 
propellers and at the same time makes 
it possible to run the engine at one- 
fourth the speed which has been nec- 
essary in other cases, thus reducing the 
heat and danger of sparks. The gas 
used in the balloon is hydrogen.

THE FOURTH IN HISTORY. 


Events of National Progress Bearing 
the Classical Date. 

On the Fourth of July, 1804, the 
Lewis and Clark exploring expedition 
reached the country known as Kansas. 
On that date, ninety-eight years ago, 
the intrepid explorers stood where the 
city of Atchison is located to-day. 
There they celebrated the national 
birthday and at the same time estab- 
lished a new state and what is now one 
of the finest and most important cities. 

On the Fourth of July, 1817, the work 
of excavating the Erie canal was be- 
gun. ‘ 
On the Fourth of July, 1825, the MI- 
ami canal was commenced. This was 
intended to connect the Ohio with Lake 
Erie. 

On the Fourth of July, 1828, the cor- 


Chio railroad was laid at Baltimore. 


wooden rails on which flat bars of iron 
were spiked. 

On the Fourth of July, 1832, the first 
six miles of the Baltimore and Susque- 
hanna railroad were opened to travel. 
The motive power was a mule team. 
Within a year, however, the road had 
been lengthened to twenty-two miles 
and steam power introduced. 

On the Fourth of July, 1861, the first 

pole of the telegraph line from St. 
Louis to San Franggco was setup. A 
remarkable feature of the uhdertaking 
was the building of the eastern section 
of the line, that part between Omaha 
and Salt Lake City. It was carried 
through at the rate of ten miles a day. 
On the Fourth of July, 1874, the great 
steel arched bridge over the Mississippi 
at St. Louls was opened. This bridge 
cost $10,000,00G and is considered one 
of the greatest instances of engineering 
in the world. 
On the Fourth of July, 1848,.the cor- 
nerstone of the Washington monument 
was laid. This is the highest monu- 
ment in the world, its capstone» being 
555.5 feet above the base.

WANT TO STAY IN SIBERIA. 


Students Exiled Now Refuse to He- 
turn to Russia. 

In the gear 1902 a number of stu- 
dents were banished to the steppes of 
Siberia for taking part in political 
demonstrations in various European 
towns, and were forbidden, as the min- 
isterial decree reads, “to return with- 
out leave ta European Russia,” says a 
St. Petersburg cable dispatch to the 
Chicago Inter Ocean. ~ 

A few months,ago the czar revoked 
this decree, but the students refused 
to take any notice of the revocation 
and continued to stay in their place of 
exile. The Siberian governor gsked 
them courteously and even ordered 
them to return to European Russia, 
but without avail. 

The banished ones remained perfect- 
ly quiet in their banishment. At last 
the governor appealed to the minjstry 
of the interior and asked what steps 
should be taken against the graceless 
ones. The result is a decree from the 
ministry in which M. de Plehve “con- 
demns” the students to return to Euro- 
pean Russia and forbids them “to re- 
turn to the steppe regions of Siberia 
without permission for the space of 
one year.” 

Plan to Save Alpine Flowers. 

Alpine flowers and plants are so 
quickly becoming extinct that strong 
measures are to be taken in future for 
their preservation. The prefect of the 
Alps (Savoy) has now issued a decree 
forbidding under pain of very heavy 
penalties the uprooting of the edel- 
weiss, the bee orchis, the blue thistle, 
the Alpine clematis, silver geranium, 
mountain rhododendron, gentian, arni- 
ea and myny other plants. The sale or 
(Fansport of these plants is also forbld- 
den.

Chicago Minister G ves a P.ain 


Sermon on Lynching 


PITY FORINNOCENT WOMEN 


Ils Apparently Forgotten, Though Her 
Agony Is Tenfold Greater Than 
That of Her Violator Who Is De- 
stroyed by Fire 


Chicago, June 29.—"I am no advocate 
of lynching or of mob law, but I weuld 
rather see a community wrought to the 
highest pitch over crimes that would 
seem impossible this side of hell than 
to remain apathetic,” was the deckuwa- 
tion of Rev. Dr. W. A. Bartlett at the 
First Congregational church in a pre- 
lude on “Lynching from another point 
of view.” Dr. Bartlett said among 
other things: 

“I have seen so many sermons, edi- 
torials and resolutions against lynching 
and mob law that one gets the impres- 
sion that the citizens who hang or burn 
ibe destroyer of life, home and all that 
is held sacred by womanhood, are the 
race offenders rather than the monster 
whom they destroy. 

“We seem to be so absorbed with the 
majesty of the vague term ‘law that the 
notion appeurs to prevail thar the real 
criminals are those who do not wait 
for legal processes, and the violator of 
womanhood is the abused party. 

“We shudder at the torrure of the 
criminal who is burned, but appurently 
forget to shudder for the innocent girl, 
whose mental and spiritual agony is 
tenfold greater than that of the fire. 
This is not a race problem, except so 
far as one race are the offenders. ‘The

“The indignant uprising of the com- 
munity and some of the yest men in it 
to avenge a wrong of sucit awful migui- 
tude may be technically lawless, but the 
spirit which causes the uprising is the 
vetiection of a higher civilizatign. 

“There are crimes so dreadful that 
the pure and the chivalrous und the 
strong tind it well nigh impossible to 
endure the thought that such a de- 
senerite should pollute the earth by bis 
presence. It is easy to theorize about 
the anarchy of mob law, but the saine 
hand which penned the calm editorial 
night be the first to grasp the torch if 
it Was 1 mother, wife or daughter who 
was the victim. 

“L say that when you look at a lynch- 
ing from another viewpoint, it is simply 
the bursting forth of an indizuation and 
loathing that will not be checked. In 
the old testament days they made 
short work of such an offender. 

“Lynching Is certainly a bad methed 
and forms the habit of disorder ond 
makes man bloodthirsty. But if it is 
to be avoided there certainly is called 
for a more sure and speedy trial of these 
wretches, who often brazenly deny 
crime amid red tape of legal processes, 
but confess abjectiy when coufronted 
with determined men. 

“It is useless to bring to trial good 
men who rise up to protect their fire- 
sides. The community will not bear it. 
If men object to being burned let them 
cease from crimes which make 2 na- 
tion sick.” 


Riot at Monument Unveiling 

Dublin, June 29.—Durin: the unyeil-

LEE’S STATEMENT 


: Regarding Checks Received From the 


Sugar and Tobacco Trusts 
St. Louis, June 29.—Former Lieu- 
tenant Governor Lee makes the follow- 
ing statement: “Injustice has been 
done me by the publication of the re- 


ports about my having received $1000 
from Havemeyer of the Sugar trust and 
750 from the American Tobacco com- 
pany. It is also falsely stated that John 
H. Carroll offered me $25,000 to keep 
cut of the country until after Folk had 
left the circuit attorney’s office. I am 
trying to make an honest living and 
while these stories cannot make mat- 
ters much worse, it is neither right nor 
tair that they should be published.” 

Mr. Lee produced a statement show- 
ing that Aug. 19, 1902, he had de- 
posited a check received from the Amer- 
ican Sugar Refining company of New 
York. He also showed a snuall pamph- 
let made up of letters from grocers 
throughout the country relative to the 
proposition in congress to remove the 
tariff from raw sugar. 

“Not only were the communications 
printed in both of my papers, but I 
spent $240 in sending 12,000 copies of 
them to the newspapers of the country. 
I had no understanding with Mr. Have- 
meyer about the amount which I was 
to receive, but he voluntarily sent me a 
check for $1000. It waa for services 
rendered and had absolutely nothing 
to do with any legislation. 

“I was nominated for lieutenant gov- 
ernor June 5, 1900. I received a check 
for $750 from a representative of the 
American Tobacco company. This 
money was for campaign expenses and 
I took it simply as an act of friendship 
from the dozen or so former St. Louis 
tobacco men. Another tobacco man 
gave one of my managers a check for 
$250 for the same purpose. It was 
simply an act of friendship on their 
part and nothing more.”

‘Time Register company of 
Syracuse, have brought the Bundy 
Time Clock company, George W. 
Beavers, and others, to the front again 
in the postalinvestigation. ‘The charges 
have been referred to Fourth Assistant 
Postmaster General Bristow for in- 

vestigation. The Bundy coinpuny is a 
concern in which George W. Dunn, 
chairman of the Republican state com- 
mittee of New York, and Senator 
Greene of that state are Interested. It 
inude a contract to furnisn the post- 
ottice department with time clocks. The 
usual custom is to make such con- 
tracts for a year, but the Bundy com- 
pany somehow managed to get a four- 
year contract. Nor was there any ad- 
vertisement for bids or any competi- 
tion whatever, contrary to si depart- 
ment’s practice. 

The department paid for ue clocks 
from $100 to $125 each. ‘The regular 
market price runs from $55 to $60 
each, and a considerable reduction when 
the clocks are purchased in lots of a 
dozen or more. The department was 
loaded down with so many of these 
clocks that no more will be needed for 
a long time, which forestalls any com- 
petition for a new contract. Just be- 
fore the department and the Bundy 
people came to terms a successful test 
was made of a similar inyeution owned 
by the Dey company. But though 
Postmaster Merritt of Washington 
made a favorable report on it, the Dey 
people were, they allege, put off with 
excuses until the Bundy contract had 
been made without their knowledge. 
Beavers, before leaving the department, 
asserted that he did not execute the 
contract with the Bundy people, but 
threw the blame on Joln W. Master, 
then chief clerk to First Assistant 
Postmaster General Johnson, who 
signed the contract as acting first us- 
sistant. The contract was in the form 
of a simplé letter from Master. 


Lying Idle For Fourteen Years 
Milwaukee, June 20.—Evidence bear- 
ing upon the postal investigation has 
come to light in the Milwaukee post- 
office. Stored away in one corner of 
the basement is a big pile of Groff 
fasteners that were sent to Milwaukee 
for some unknown reason, 2nd without 
requisition; about 14 years ago. The 
fasteners, of which there are 2 1-4 tons, 
will probably never be used unless 
shipped to Washington. None has 
been used here sirice the day they were 
received. There are 1500 sets and the 
contract price was $1.25 1 set.

Columbia and 4:58 less than did the 
Constitution. 

What surprised the experts the n ost 
was the performance of the Columbia. 
In the previous races between the three 
90-footers the showing made by the 
older boat has caused people to say that 
she had gone back and at no time this 
season has the Constitution had any 
difficulty in beating her. <All the racing 
in which these boats have »articipated 
up to the present has been in light airs 
and smooth water, but yesterday there 
was a smashing good wholesail lreeze 
blowing and considerable jump to the 
water, conditions that are exactly suited 
to the Columbia. The old cup cefender 
sailed a grand race, reaching the wird- 
ward mark only 1:56 astern of the Re- 
liane? and 1:31 ahead of the Constitu- 
tion. 

On the run home, however, with 
spinnakers and balloon jibs hoisted, the 
Reliance pulled away steadily from 
both her opponents, while the Coustitu- 
tion gained considerably on the Co- 
lumbia. Captain Barr sailed the new 
sloop for all there was in her and gave 
her rigging and spars a thorough test: 
ing. Twice he wore ship when maneu 
vering for the start and on each Geca- 
sion a gust of wind heeled the craft 
down until the water was nearly up to 
the hatches. 

The race was the first of a series 
given by the New York Yacht club. 
The three 90-footers came down from 
their moorings in the harbor with their 
largest clubtopsails set in addition to 
the three lower sails. A breeze of 15 
miles an hour was blowing when tie 
first gun was fired. The committee had 
hoisted signals showing the course to 
be a beat of 15 miles to the eastward and 
a run to the finish. 

Reliance plainly outfooted a: out- 
pointed Columbia while the latter ‘as 
getting away from Constitution. The 
new boat acted well in the choppy seas. 
At 12.35 Constitution came about and 
Captain Barr followed suit at once, well 
ahead and to the weather of Coustitu- 
tion. ‘The two newest 90-footers stood 
along the cliff shore on the vort tack, 
Reliance crossing the bows of Co- 
lumbia by a comfortable margin and 
the latter doing the same trick to Con- 
stitution. When up to weather of the 
latter Columbia came about again. To 
get his wind clear Captain Whoades 
tacked to starboard once more at 12:41 


and Reliance went about at 12:46. Co- 
lumbia, to hold her wind clear, also 


tacked to the starboard before Reli- 
ance had crossed her bow. 

The newest boat was outpointing Co- 
lumbia, and tc keep Constitution in the 
rear €aptain Barr went about on the 
port tack at 12:56 and took up a posi- 
tion on the weather bow of Belmont’s 
boat. The old cup defander also took 
a port hitch and the three big sloops 
drove along at a great speed until 1:25. 
Then Reliance, having worked her way 
out across the bow of Col'mmbia, tacked 
to starboard, and with Columbla out 
ahead, but to leeward, steered up into 
the mouth of the Seakonnet river to 
take advantage of the smooth waterand 
favorable tide. Constitution trailed the 
other two half a mile astern. 

By this time the windward mark was 
in sight, and coming about to port both 
Columbia and Reliance bad to wear off, 
as they had overstood the first turn.

The run home showed that though 
Constitution is a yery fast craft down 
the wind Keliance is even better 
conditions like yesterday, for the latter 
gained steadily on both her rivals, 
while the Belmont boat picked up some 
seconds on Columbia.

Friend Harry :— 

I’ve made a discovery. They have 
a few yachts here and some yachtsmen, 
and the latter are all right, but I'll tell 
you all about it. 

Last Satarday afternoon I saw in the 
paper that the San Francisco Yacht 
club was to havea carnival of water 
sports, races, etc., at its club house at 
Sausalito on Sunday the 14th. Well I 
wasn’t very enthusiastic about going, 
but thought it would be a pretty good 
way to kill time, so Sunday morning 
went over to Sausalggo, which is just 
north of the Golden Gate, about seven 
miles from the city, and marched out 
to the club house and nailed a fellow 
at the door to let me in. He wanted to 
know who I was, and whenI said I 
was a yachtsman from Boston he gave 
me the glad hand, took me in, and in- 
troduced me to the commodore, port 
captain, committee in charge, etc., etc. 

In the course of conversation I men- 
tioned casually that I was a member of 
the Quincy Yacht Club, bad sailed on 
the Flasblight Hostess, Cleopatra, 
Bobolink, Poranoket, Polaris, Ella H., 
Teaser, anda few others, and was 
generally interested in Massachusetts 
yachting, and the crowd began to think 
I was ‘‘it,’’ and fell all over themselves 
to make me havea good time, (This 
isn’t George Ade. ) 

As soon as the sports were over, the 
port captain came around with an invi- 
tation for me to go to sail, which I of 
course accepted, and began to wouder 
what kind of an old booker he had, as 
there was only one real good looking 
boat in the fleet. It turned out that 
this was his boat, a Crowninshield by 
the way. I'll tell you more about it 
later. Well, we got aboard, about eight 
or ten in the party. He gave usas good 
a sail as I ever had, for the entire after- 
noon, covering a good part of the bay, 
and pointing out places of interest. <A 
good lunch went with the sail. 

The skipper asked me to take the 
stick soon after we dropped the moor- 
ing, and when I hesitated (the boat was 
a modern 26 footer) he told me I'd bet- 
ter as I wouldn't have a chance ona 
civilized boat again for some time so 
I took hold and sailed her. We had 
one of those elegant trade winds I told 
you about and méust have covered about 
30 miles that afternoon.

I 
went to sce him today, and after he bad 
taken me out to luoch, we went back 
and had quite a talk: The last thing 
he asked me before I left was if I hadn’t 
pull enough to get the sailing of the 
Solace postponed so that J could go 
with him on a short cruise which his 
club is to make next Saturday and 
Sunday. 

It seems that they have acup here 
Similiar to the Quincy cup, called the 
San Francisco Yacht club perpetual 
challenge cup. Idon’t know its history,

To strengthen a weak throat gargle 
daily with salt and water for several 
months. 

A paroxysm of coughing may often 
be arfested by taking a teaspoonful of 
glycerin in a little hot milk. 

For local application to boils and car- 
buncles the best thing is water almost 
hot enough to scald (applied frequently 
with a small cloth). It must be hot. 

Onions shonld be extensively used in 
the diet, as they are excellent for the 
nerves. They are also useful for 
coughs, colds, influenza, insomnia, con- 
stipation and for stimulating the appe- 


tite. a 


For relieving hoarseness try the fol- 
lowing mixture: To the white of an egg 
add the juice of one lemon and a tea- 
spoonful of sugar and take a teaspoon- 
ful at frequent intervals until the voice 
is clearer. : 

If you cut your finger, don’t tie a rag 
around it. Let water run on the finger 
till it feels numb with cold, and then 
sprinkle a little salt on the place. It 
will ache for a minute, but the bleeding 
stops at once, and the pain is only mo- 
mentary. 


An Aid to Grace. 

Every woman would like to be grace- 
ful, bot very few woman are by na- 
ture as graceful as they might be if 
they would take a litt!e trouble in the 
matter. English women, as a rule, are 
far behind French and Italian ladies 
in grace of bearing, and the reason 
probably is that their bodies are not 
so carefully trained. 

In Spain and Italy women of the 
higher class are generally expert 
swordswomen, for they esteem fencing 
as one of tlte best possible athletic ex- 
ercises, valuable alike for giving 
strength and grace to the body and 
alertness to the mind. Young girls, 
therefore, are taught to fence as care- 
fully as their brothers and as accurate- 
ly, and there are many schools where 
ladies practice not only with the foils, 
but with the broadsword. 

In America a few women of the 
“smart set” and a number of the 
younger actresses delight in fencing, 
but this form of athletics is by no 
means as popular as it deserves to be 
among the girls, and yet those few who 
take it up not only derive great phys- 
ical benefit from it, but find it a most 
fascinating and exhilarating exercise. 


Bubble Blowing For Beauty. 

Physical culturists say that blow- 
ing bubbles is the most entertaining 
way of doing the deep breathing exer- 
cise now so widely recommended to 
improve health and figure, and also 
that the practice, if adhered to, will 
round out hollowed cheeks and im- 
prove the contour of the scrawny or 
too chubby throat. To blow bubbles 
serlously take a clay pipe, dip it in 
soapy water and blow as large a bub- 
ble as you can while seated. This 
must be done slowly and gradually or 
the bubble will burst. Then stand and 
do the same exercise when it has be- 
come quite easy. Now lie flat on your 
back on the floor, with shoulders well 
back and chin as high as possible, and 
blow your bubbles in this position. 
Another exe¥cise is to lie flat on your 
face on a small square table, with feet 
extended and head and shoulders well 
back, then blow your bubbles. In 
both the last exercises it is well to first 
blow the bubble slowly and then bub- 
ble after bubble as quickly as possible. 


How to Boil Ham. 

It is not nearly so easy as it looks to 
boil ham in such a manner as to retain 
its juiciness and good flavor, and yet 
there are few things more delicious 
than plain boiled ham when properly 
cooked. After selecting a ham, we 
will say, in the case of a small family, 
one weighing seven pounds, it should 
be soaked in cold water for twenty- 
four hours. This will reduce the ex- 
treme saltiness disagreeable to some 
palates. Next dry with a towel, put 
it in a pot, cover with cold water and 
boil steadily for three hours. Remove, 
take off the upper skin and dredge 
while hot with sifted bread crumbs, 
decorating the shank, if you choose, 
with a paper ruffle. Then lay the ham 
in a roasting pan and brown in a slow 
oven, which should take about twenty 
minutes. Garnish with parsley and 
serve. 


Eye Brows and Lashes. 

If one’s eye brows and lashes are thin 
and short or inclined to fall out a sim- 
ple treatment, if kept up, will have re- 
markable and gratifying results. Ev- 
ery night and morning gently pull, in 
a sort of pinching massage, the brows, 
following their line as though shaping 
them into the penciled form; brush 
them with a soft brush and repeat the 
very gentle pinching process. This 
stimulates the circulation and strength- 
ens the roots. Do the same with the 
lashes, pulling them very carefully, of 
course, from the lid, not from the 
lashes themselves. About once a month 
clip the tiny ends, and every night be- 
fore going to bed apply a little vase- 
line on both brows and lashes. The 
growth will be stimulated and results 
noticed within a short time.

A SUBDEN SUMMONS 


fo Russian Leaders to Meet For Dis. 
cussion of Manchurian Question 
Pekin, June 30.—The Russian win- 
ister, M. Lessat, has been suddenly 
summoned to a conference with Gen- 
eral Kurpatkin, the Russian war min- 


ister; Admiral Alexieff, in command of 
the Russian fieet in the Pacific; M. 
Pokotiloff, manager of the Kusso- 
Chinese bank at Pekin, and other oifi- 
cers at Port Arthur regarding Russia's 
position in Manchuria. M. Lessar 
leaves here July 1. 

Oyster Bay, N. Y., June 30.—While 
President Roosevelt manifested the 
deepest interest in the dispatch from 
Pekin announcing a conference of Rus- 
sian officials at Port Arthur on the 
Manchurian question, he made no com- 
ment upon it for publication, It was 
the first news of the proposed confer, 
ence he had received, but Le is fully alive 
to its importance. The president 1s in 
close touch by telegraph with the state 
department and any developments of 
concern in foreign affairs will be trans- 
mitted promptly to him by Secretary 
Hay. 


Fine Point Adjudicated 

New York, June 30.—After a long 
contested law suit brought agaiast Lim 
by an English manufacturer of v oolen 
goods, James Talcott, a dry goods com- 
mission merchant, was given a de- 
cision which is of importance to all 
buyers and sallers of dry goods by 
samples. By it Talcott is not com- 
pelled to pay $17,028 claimed by the 
foreign house for goods which he says 
were not “up to sample.” “If « mer- 
chant purchased goods by sample and 
finds that they are not equal in quality 
to sample, he need not return them to 
the seller in order to recover for hreach 
of warranty.” This is the substance of 
the opinion given by Judge Van of the 
court of appeals. 


More Trouble Brewing In Hayti 

Port au Prince, Hayti, June 30.—The 
foreign minister and the minister of the 
interior have resigned and no successor 
has yet been appointed to the late min- 
ister of finance, who resigned because 
he was opposed to p-osecutinz the in- 
quiry into the financial scandal. In an 
address to soldiers, President Nord 
vigorously denounced the attitude of 
the chamber, the senate and the na- 
tional bank as being hostile to his gov- 
ernment. The troops shouted “Dewn 
with the chambeys.” 


Figuring on Pope’s Death 

-Rome, June 30.—Although the health 
of the pope is improved the Italian 
government is prepared to reinforce the 
garrison in the city so that the au- 
thorities will bave a suflictent force to 
maintain order and insure the liberty 
of the conclave should it become 1 eces- 
sary to hold one. If the cardinals de- 
cide to meet at the Vatican the goveru- 
ment will surround the palace with a 
cordon of troops to prevent any attempt 
against the freedom of the conclave. 


Servian Statesmen Quarreling 

Belgrade, June 30.—At yesterday’s 
sitting the skupshtina demanded that 
the new goyernméiut shoul! present it- 
self to the chaniber, but the government 
declined to do so on the ground that 
the ministry was the sume as that 
previously approved by the skuptshtina. 
The independent radicals demand a 
dissolution and an immediate general 
election. The situation is not clear and 
King Peter's troubles have apparently 
begun. 


Evans Scents Trouble 

Washington, June 30.—Rear Aduniral 
Evans has again called attention to 
the necessity of maintaining an ude- 
quate force of marines at Olongapo, in 
the event ofan emergency in Chinn. He 
regards the internal unrest there with 
apprehension. The marine corps is 500 
short of its full quota and an effort will 
be made to secure the ndditional 500 
men for dispatch to the Philippines in 
the autumn. 


Slipshod Business Methods 

Washington, June 30.—From an tn- 
quiry recently set on foot by District 
Commissioner West it has developed 
that there has been practically no 
auditing of the cash boks and tax 
ledgers in the offices of the collector, 
assessor and the auditor for the Dis- 
trict of Columbia for a period of five 
years, although an order to do so was 
issued several years ago. 


Crotians In Rebelliéus Mood 

Vienna, June 30.—One thousand 
peasants at Kopreinitz, Croatia, at- 
tacked the troops quartered there. The 
soldiers fired on the mob, killing five 
persons and wounding several others. 
So many persons have been arrested at 
Warasdin, where disturbances also oc- 
curred, that the prisons are full and 
the authorities are using private houses 
and stables as prisons,

New York Bishop Arraigned 
by Vicar of Hexton

IS ACUUSED OF IDOLATRY 


Anti-Ritualist Says Consecration Oath 
Has Heen Violated by Permitting 
the “Mass and Bun Worship,” Held 


to Be “Erroneous and Strange’’ 
New York, June 30.--Revy. R. C. 
Fillingham, vicar of Hexton, Eng., the 
apostle of anti-Ritualism, who sailed 
for England today, sent the following 
letter last night to Bishop Heury C. 
Potter: 

“Before leaving this country to 1e- 


sume my duties in my own parish in 
England and to conduct my campaign 
against idolatry in my own chureh, I 
desire to address to you 2 few further 
remarks. 

“I am giving this to the press. You 
seem to fear the press and dislike 
publicity, but my experience is that the 
press of New York is on the side of 
righteousness and justice and its repre- 
sentatives are courteous gentlemen, 
with whom it isa pleasure to have to do. 

“I had no idea of making a commo- 
tion in this city. Traveling for rest, I 
attended public worship, not the wor- 
ship of God, but of a seuseless bun, at 
the church of St. Mary the Virgin on 
Sunday week, and I felt compelled to 
call your attention and thut of the pub- 
lic to the idolatry of which I am the 
witness. Your reply was not worfdy of 
a Christian or a gentleman, and I have 
no doubt but that by tiis time you 
are heartily ashamed of it. For my 
part, I eondone a letter evidently written 
in a moment of hot-headed passion. 

“I am, if God spares me, to return to 
this country early in the new year and 
conduct a campaign against idolatry 
here and in other cities of the United 
States. My American friends do not 
regard me as an impertinent interloper, 
but are glad to join hands with one 
of the Anglo-Saxon race, from ¥ hich- 
ever side of the ocean he may bappen 
to come. 

“I wish to remind you of one thing 
before I leave. When you were con- 
secrated to the high office of bishop, you 
were asked: Are you ready witb all 
faithful diligence to banish and drive 
aavay from the church all erroneous and 
strange doctrines contrary to God's 
word and both privately and openly to 
call upon and encourage others to do 
the same?” Solemniy, in the presence 
of God and the congregation, ut the 
most serious moment of your life, you 
replied: ‘I am ready, the lord being 
my helper.’ 

“I merely want to ask you now, was 
thata lieorthe truth? Were you lyiug 
to God when you were consecrated 
bishop of New York? You know as 
well as I do that the ‘Slasphemous 
memories, the mass and the bun-worship 
are held by our common church to be 
‘erroneous and strange doctrine.’ Will 
you do what you promised, calling upon 
God to help you, or will you not? 

“That is all I have to ask you. Ihope 
the American publie will find hy your 
answer that you are a true man, a 
man resolved to do his duty and Leep 
his word.”

came so heated that a large crowd was 
attracted and traffic Was delayed. All 
seemed to be talking at the same time, 
and the confusion became so great that 
a squad of police was sent to clear 
the street. 

Harney Bros. secured a dozen more 
lasters from Haverhill yesterday and 
expect others from North Adams to- 
day. They already have a larger force 
at work than they had previous to the 
strike.

The point in- 
volved is the constitutionality of the 
Massachusetts law making vaccination 
compulsory. The law was upheld by 
the state courts. 


A Crazy Farmer’s Deed 

Altoona, Pa., June 30.—John Claas, 
an aged farmer, while temporarily in- 
sane, stabbed his wife four times, kill- 
ing her.
